E0NIDA5, king of Sparta, suspecting a conspiracy 
I formed against aim, ied to the temple of Mi- 
nerva tor shelter, whereupon Cleombrutns, his son-in- 
law, seized the -government. When Leonidas was in- 
formed of Ibis, he made his escape, taking hrsdaujchler 
along with him, who chose rather to Hy with her ^ther 
than rei^n with her hitshami. Sometime after Leonidas 
beiu^ restored to the throne, he advanced at the head 
of a nainl of soldiers to the temple where Cleombrutui, 
upon thischan^eof aitnirs, had, himself, ftri] for refuge. 
■)te there reproached him with great warmth fi)r assum- ■ 
iiig tlic l-egal power, m vidtatioti of the ties 6f ajiinit; 
belueeii Uiein, aud for expelling bim from bis own coun- 
try m' so ignominious a manner. Cleombrntns, who bad 
tlulbing to answer to these i^prOaches, eontinned seated 
in a profound silence, and with hn aipect'which siffficient- 
Ij testified his confusion. His wife Chetonida Stood near 
with her two children afher feet. 'She had been equal.* 
Ij -unfortunate as a wife sud a daughter i butwas equal* 
^ -faithful in bach ot those Capacities, and hail always 
ftdhered to the unfortunate side. All (hoM who were 
thai present melted iiito'li^rsat so'moving a sight, Bnd 
were stnielt with admiratipn at thS viflne and tftideMie*! 
of Chelonida, and the amiable force of conjngal love. 
The unfortunate princess, poiilting to her mou'fning ha» 
liit and dishevelled trcssds, " Believe me, O, my fa- 
then" said she. " this hfibittifwoe which I now wear, 
this dejection which now appears in my countenance, 
apd t)?ese sorrows into which you seetnemnk, are nut 
the effects of that coropassion lentertbrn for Cleombru- 
tui j but the sad remains of my affliction for the csla- 
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nitin Tvn nntahied in your 'flight from !<partm. Ok 
what, alas I ihall 1 now resolic 1 While ;ou rei^n fcr 
the future in Sparta, and triumph over the eaeiDies who 
Apposed jon, thall I continue to live in the desolate 
4tate to which vou tee me reduced ) Or, is it my dutj 
to array mjsetf ia rofaei of royalty and mogniticnice, 
when 1 heboid the husband I received trom you in tin 
Doner of my youth on llie point of perishing by your 
da^er } Siould he be unable to disarin vour retent- 
tnenl, and move your suul to compassion by the tean 
ofhisvrife and^ildren, permit me to aisurc yon that 
be wilt be punisheil nith more severity I'or his impru- 
dence, than was even intended by yourseir, when hO 
than tee a wife who is so dear to him, expiring at hh 
feet ; for you are not to think, tliat in ray preicnt con- 
dition, I will ever consent to out-live tiira. What ap- 
pearance shall I make among the Spartan ladies aflcr 
my inability to inspire my husband with compassion for 
my father { or to soflen my father into pity for my hus- 
band i What, indeed, shall 1 appear to them, ttut a 



these words, reclined her chfck on that of Cleombru- 
tus I while with her eyes, that spoke bcr sorrow in her 
tiiars,thecast a languid look on those who werepresent. 

Leonidas, afler a few raomcuts discourse with Mt 
friends, ordered CIcombrutus to rise, ami immediately 
to quit Sparta g but earncstlv importUDed his daughter 
to continue there, aud not forsake a father who gave 
her such a peculiar proof of tenderness as 'to xpare 
the life of her husbacd. His solicilations were, how- 
ever, inefibctual i and the moment Cleombrutus rosk 
from his seat, shcplaccd one of her children in his armg, 
aud clasped the other in hi^r own i and when she had 
ofieTcd uu her prayers to the goddess, and kissed Ihe al- 
tar, she became a voluntary exile with ker husband. 

How extiemely sffectlnz wax this spectacle, and bow 
worthy the admiration of all ages is such a model of'con- 
Jugal affection ! If Ihe heart of Cleonihrittus, says Plu- 
tarch, was not entirely depravud by vain-glory, and a 
boundless ambition to feign, he wniild hate been sensi- 
ble tbat even bauishment it<clf, with so Tirtnous a com-

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pinioD, wu a felicity preferabb to the condiLioB of a 
(overeigu.

JULIUS 5ABINUS, having engaged the interest of 
the Gauli, caused himieif to be proclalmeil emperor of 
.Home ; but being defeated, he lied tu hii country -house, 
and set it on fire, in order to raise a report that he had 
perished. Ttiis xchcnie aosvered his end, for he wat 
there believed to have suffered a Toluntary death. But, 
ID the fQcait time, he lay concealed vcitb his treasure! 
.(for he was immeruely rich) in a cave, nhich he had 
caused to be dug in a solitary place, and whicli was 
^no»n onlv to two of his freed-men, upon whose.fide- 
lity he could depend. He might ensily hive withdrawn 
into Germany I but he could not prevail on htraieirto 
abandon his wife, nhom he passionately loved. Sabi- 
nus, that no one might doubt of his death, did not, for 
come time, even undeceive hit wife, who solemnized hii 
exequies with great pomp, bewailed him with many 
tears, and, at last, no longer able to bear the loss of a 
husband for whom she had the sincerest aflcclion, re- 
Hived nottoout-livehim, and began to abstain from all 
food. This news alarmed Sabiuu* ; aud therefore, by 
mean* of Martialis, one ofhia freed-men, he informed 
^er Ihat he was still alive, and acquainted her with the 
place where be lay concealed, desiring her at the same 
time to suppressberjoy, lest the secret misbt thence be 
ftetraved. Empona heard the relation nitli inexprcui- 
ble pleasure, and pretending busincM in the country 
flew to her hutband. The cave to her was then pre- 
ferable lo a palace, for there only ihe waa happy, iihe 
went freuuenlly loKe bim, find sometime* contrived to 
■lay whole weeks unsuspected. She bad even two chiU 
drenbybim, who were born and brought up- in the 
cave. When at Home, she continued to bewail him aa 
dead, and concealed Ihe whole with exemplary fii'elity 
aud wonderful address ( nay, *he found means lo con- 
vey him into the city, upon what motive 1 know nfat t 
Bod from theiKe back to bis cave, id well di-^guised, 
that he was by no one known. But afler he bad (laued 
aiae years in this mauoer, he wu, at length, discovcf- 
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> eil by gome person* who narrnwlv watched hi* wife, upon 
ncr fretjUCDtly nbtcniing heriutf fruin lier own ^ouie, 
and followed' her to tlie cave withoHt being discover- 
ed. Sa])inii» wa* iiDmediatel; leized, and Knt to 
Rome loaded with chaiot, together with, hi* wife, vho 
throwing herself at the emperor'* feet, »n*l (iressatjug 
to him Tier two tender infanta, endeavoured with her 
teart uid eutrentiet to raove him to compassion. Vei- 

Eisian, the emperor, couid not help weeping at so af- 
ctiof an object i nevertheless, he condemned both 
her and her husband, and caused theia soon after to, be 
executed.

CAVADES, king of the Persians, being deposed ani 
imprisoned hy hissubjed*, hisqaeea, who alone remain^ 
cd atUched to him in all his misfortunes, never failed 
lo briag him necessaries with her own hands, though she 
was not permitted to see him. Obscfviug the keeper of 
the castle enamoured with her beautv, slieso effectually 
•ootlied his passion as lo gain access to her husband, 
Bod tbevehj procured his enlai^ement -. for slaying, as 
she often did, Iat« in the evening, (he dressed theTting 
m her own clothes, in which he went out undiscovered, 
and having put on his. remained in hi* stead. As she 

SreUnded to be «ick, and not to leave her bed for so^ne 
ays, the cheat was not discovered till Cavades had time 
enough to make his escape. He fled to the king of the 
Euthafites, by whose assistance be was restored to hia 
throne and kingdom.

IT was highly honourable for Phocton, that he wai 
forty times elected general of the Athenians i and it ii 
remarkabtefihat these elections always happened when 
be was absent, without any previous solicitations on his 
part.

CICERO was in all respects as great a man at Pliny, 
and hath written a whole book of letters to his wile. 
They are full of that beautiful simplicity which is alto- 
gether natural, and is the distinguished charurler of the 
best ancient writers. The following were written at »•. 
time when he was banished from his country by a faction 
that then prevailed at Rome.

ill her tongue is tlie law of kindness. She looketh well 
to the way of her husband, and cateth not the bread of 
idleness : her children rise up and call ber blessed : her 
husband also, and he praiseth her." At a good and pi- 
ous Cbristian, she looks up with an eye of gratitude to 
the great dispenser and disposer of all things, to the hui-

AFFECTION PARENTAL. 

SENTIMENTS. 

A S the vexations which parcnU receive froin their chil- 
dren hasten the approach of age, and double the 
force of jears, so the comforts ntiicb they reap from 
them, are balm to all other sorrows, and diiiappouit the 
injurietof time- Pareota repeat their livea ip their off- 

S rings { and Iheir concern for them is so near, that 
ey feel all their snfferings, and taste all ttieir enjoy- 
ments, as much ai if they regarded their own pei-soos. 

However strong we may suppose the fondness of a fa- 
ther for his children, yet they will hnd more lively 
marks of tenderness in the bosom of a mother. — There 
are no ties in nature to compare with those which unite 
an alfectionate mother to her children, when they repay 
her tenderoess with obedience and love. 

EXAMPLES. 

7ALEUCUS, prince of tbe Locrinei, made a decree, 
, that whoever was convicted of adultery should be 
punidhed with the loss of both his eyes, liioon after this 
establishment, the legislator's own ion was apprehended 
in the very facti and brought lo a public trial. How 
could the father acquit himself in so tender and delicate 
a conjuncture ! Should lie execute the law iu all its ri- 
gour. Ibis would be worse than death to the unhappy 
youth : should he pardon so notorious a delinquent, this 
would defeat the design of bis salutary institution. To 
avoid both these iDconveoiepfxs, he ordered one of hi* 
awn eyes to be pulVI'out, and one of his son's.

SOLON inquiringof Thales, the Milesian philosopher, 
Why, considering the happy situation of his afialrs, he 
bad neither wife nor children ? Thales, fur the present, 
made him no ansiver. A few days afler he introduced a 
itrauger, properly instructed, who siud, that he came 
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ten davi ago from Alheni. Solon immediatelj aihed 
liim wW natu t^ brought fram Uience : I koow of no- 
thing extraordinary, replied he, .except that the whole 
city celebrated Ibe funeral of a ywung mas, the ion of 
a citizen, moit eminent for hit virtues, wbo, it leeiiis, 
went abioad upon hU trav^, Miteraliie man ', cried 
Sblvn : but did not jou hear hii name ) I did, retunted 
the itran«;er, but I have forgot it ; thn I renembeTt 
that he «a« particularly famoui for hia wisdom and hit 
^stice. Was it Solun t said our philosopher : it wis, 
answered the stranger. Upon thia, our l^islator began 
to beat bis head, to weep, and to discover alt the s.jinp< 
tonu of the deepest sorrow. But Thites tnterpoaing, 
wiU» a smile, addressed bira thus, " These, O Solon, 
are the things which make me afraid of marriage aul 
children, since these are capable of aSbeting even so 
wise a man aa jon j be not, however, concerned, for 
thii ia aR a fiction." Wbctber enthis occasion, oron 
the reat toss of a son, ia uncertain, Solon being deair- 
ed by a person not to ireep, since weeping would avul 
nothing ( he answered with much humanity and good- 
•enae, jiniforthiteaute Ivieep.

•fthe most tender aai inmilgcnt Mher* to hischitdren. 
h i* reparted of him, that when thev were little he

CAMBAICS, a young gentleman ofcharacter and for- 
tune, in the ril^ of Mulgeatum, being one day out a 
coursing, was way-laid, and very near being robbed 
and murdered by the bandiiti who infested that part of 
the country. Gorgus, the young gentleman's father, 
happened to come by at the very instant, to whom Cam- 
balus related tlie danger he was in. Tlie son was on 
foot, the father on horseback ( but no sooner hail he 
heard the melancholy tale, than he leapt from bis borK,

CORSEirA,* the iUuitrioM mother of the Gracdii. 
•fter tbe death of her husband, who left her twel\e 
children, appfied herself to tbe care of her family , with 
a wijidom and prudence that acquired bei UDiTcruU es- 
teem. Only three out of the twelve lived to years of 
maturity ; oae daughter, Sempronla. whom she mar- 
tied to the second Scipio Africanus t and two wiu, Ti- 
berius and Caiut, irhom she brought up with so mucll 
Care, that, though thev were generally acknowledged 
to have been burn nitn the most ha^y geniusei and 
AspositioDS, it wa) judged that they were still more in- 
debted to education than nature. The answer she gave 
a Campanian lady concerning them is very famous, and 
Includes in if f rest instructions few ladies and toothers. 

That tady, who was very rich, aud still fonder of 
foup and show, after having displayed in a visit she 
made her, her diamonds, pearls, and richest jewels^ 
earnestly desired Cornelia to let her see her jewels also, 
Cornelia dexterously turned tbe converaatioa lo anotlier 
subject, to wait the return of her sons, who were gone 
to the public schools. When tliey rerurned, and enter- 
ed their mother's apartment, she said to the Cainpanian 
lady, pointing to tliem with her band, Jiiyse are mjf 
jevreli, andUie only oriutmetiti I admire. And such or-

AUGUSTUS did the same with regard to his grand- 
children, CaiuB and Lucius ; and the great Theodosiui 
made it a part of hi* religion to sit by Artenius, whibt 
he taught his sods Arcadius and Honorius. 

ROH. HtST. 

PAULUS ^MILIUS, af^r the expiration of his first 
consulship, substituted tlie sweets of repose for the splen- 
dor of employments. Asaugur, be applied himselfto the 
afTairs of religion t and as a father, to the education of 
his children. He was very reserved, and frugal in every 
thing that tended only to luxury and pomp i but noble 
and magnificent in respect to expenses of honour and 
duty t in consequence of which, tie spared nothing to 
procure them an education worthy of tlieir birth. Gram- 
marians, rhetoricians, philosophers, sculptors, painters, 
masters expert in breaking and managing horses ; hunt- 
ers, who taught youth the exercises of the chase : in a 
word, he gave his sons all the aids and masters that 
were necessary in forming both their minds and bodies. 

When be was not employed in public a^irs, be would 
be present at their studies and exercises : by these assi- 
duous cares evincing, that of all the Homaos, h« wag 
the father who had must love* and tendcuess for bis 
diildren.

It were to be 
wi^ed that this examptc w ere followed hy all persons in 
high stations, wBo arc indeed accountable for their time 
to the public ; but who are not thereby discharged from 
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BUT dur own cijurt supplies un with an eiunple of 

piirental Affection, enual, it noL sajwrior, to any other 
on record, and whidi cuinmaad* tbe imitatioQ uf everjT 
femily in [he kingdom g 1 meao in the tender, but pru- 
dent conduct of the late queeo Caiuliae. Authority, 
which is lost in almutt every other houK, wai carefully 
preserved in the royal palace ; where it was rightly judg- 
ed, that a^cction and education without government 
and restrain^, as planting without pruning and lopping 
offlilxurious branches, would produce minds void ot 
itreogth and beaut]', and unable to bring forth the 
fruits of useful and reasonable action. The ijueen knei^ 
how absolutely necessary it was to teach youth very 
early, to refuse whatever was hurtfulor diabonourablei 
and to preli;r tbe cuuitaut and durable good, before mo- 
Jnentary and Heeling pleasures. Sue knew that in the 
practice of this doctrine ot rffufing, lay all the seeds of 
virtue, and tbe foundation of eicry thing great and 
truly noble i fur nhich reason she never gratified her 
children with what was improper for her to give, or 
them to receive. . 

'. The best proof undoubtedly which parents can gir^ 
of their atTection Lo their children, i« to endeavour to 
raake tliem wise and good. The tint class of duties 
which parents owe tbeir children rennets their natural 
life ; and this comprehends protection, nurture, provi- 
aion, introducing I nem into the world in a mauue^ suit- 
able lo tbeir rank and fortune, and the like. Tbe se- 
cond order of duties regards tbe iutcEltictual and moral 
life of their children, or tbeir education in &uc^ arls aud 
ACcoroplisbments as are necessary to quality them foe 
pcrt'ornuDg the duties they one to tliemselves aott 
others. As this was found to be the principal di;sigti of 
tbe matrimonial alliance, so the fultilling that design i« 
the most important aod dignified of all the parciitafdu^ 
ties. Ib order therefore to fit the child for acting hit 
part wisely and worthily as a man, as a citizen, and a 

the cares which they owe their children, by a natural 
and indispensible right ; and the more, as labouring fur 
their instruction is serving tbe public. 
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creature of God, both parentB vugb't to eombine Uieir 
jAJnt wiMiiim, authority, and power, ami eiidi Apart to 
•ntpfoj tho»e laleiit* which are the pecnliar eicellen« 
■ad ornament of their rcBjiectifeiex. The _/iit*cr ought 
to laj out and superintead their edticatioD t the motker 
iDtsecale and manage the detail of trhich she is capa- 
ble. The Tormer ahoukl direct the manly exortiun of 
the intdlectual and moral power* of hi» uliil4 i hi« iiub- 
gination aad the manner of those elections, are the pe- 
culiar province of the latter. The former should ad>' 
vise, protect, command t and by his experience, mas- 
culine rigour, and that superior authority which a cota- 
nonlj ascribed to his sei, brace aad strea^hen hia pu- 
^1 tor active life, for gravity, integrily, and finnnesa 
in suffering. The business at the latter is lo bend and 
9often her male pupil by- the chartn* of her converaa- 
tion, and the scuneaa and deccncj of her mannera, for 
iocial life, furpolitencavof taain, and the eiegant deco- 
rum and enjoTmeals of hutnanitj ; and to improva and 
refine the lenoerness and modesty of her female pupil^ 
and form her to all those mild domestic virtuesi which 
are the peculiar characteristics and ornamMita of her 

To conduct the opening mind* of their sweet charge 
t&rou^ .the aeveral periods of their progrem, to assist 
them m each period in throwin* onfa the lateitt seeds of 
reason and ingenuity, and in giving fresh accessions of 
light aod virtue % and, at length, with alt these advan- 
ta^, to produce the young silv^iturers apon the great 
theatre vf human life, to act their seTeral parts in lh« 
fight of their friends, of society, andmaokind i how 
groriously does heaven reward the task, wlierethepa- 
rents behold those dear images and representations of 
ttemselvei inheriting their virtues as weH as fortuneSi 
tnstsining their reitpective dantcters erac«l'ully aod 
worthily, and giving them the agfeeabfe prospect of 
transmitting their names with growing honours and edr 
Tului£e.tu a. race, yet uobom.!

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SHNTIMENTS. 

TT may he truly said, that if persons are undutiful to 
theu' parents, they seldom prove good to any oUier 
Celation. 
The honour frbictk children are required la {^ive t* 
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their father and mother, includeii in it, love, reverence, 
obedience, and relief. It ii umml with Providencu to 
retaliate men'i digobodicnce to their parent* in kind i 
commonly our own children ihill pay at home for it. 

Where ihal) we find the penoo who hiiLh received 
from any iiiie benefits so great, or M> miuiy, M children 
frvin their pnrenti i 'I'u ttiem it it they owe their very 
ezi»tence, atul coiuequently >I1 the pleasure* and en- 
joy men t» of life. 

No one will fl.Ypcct a return of kindnen, however c«i- 
(iderabie, from him »ho can show himself unmindful of 
what he oweth hi» parecU. 

To lee a father treating hli tonf like an elder brother, 
knd tu see km covet their father'* company and conver- 
aatipn, because Hiey think him the wisest and most 
agreeable man of their acquaintance, ia the mot ami- 
able picture the eye can behold ; it i» a t ran iplanted self- 
lore, as sacred as friendship, as pleasurable as love, and 
Mhappy as religion can make it. 

If every father remembered his own thoughts and in- 
clinatiom when be was a son, and every son remember- 
ed what he expected from his father, when he himself 
was in a slate of dependency i this one rehectiou would 
keep fathers from being rigid, or sons dissolute. 

EXAMPLES. 

rri MANLlUvS, the Roman dictator, having e:ierciK(t 

* great violence and cruelly over the citizens, wa| 
citedat the expiration of his office to answer for Im con- 
duct. Among other things that were laid to his charge, 
be was accused of treating with barbarity one of his own 
Ions. 'Manlius. it seems, bad no other cause of com- 

Elaint against his son than hts having an impediment in 
is speech.* For this reason he was banished far from 
the city, from his home, aqd the company of those of 
his own age and fortune, and condemned to servile 
works, and a prison like a slave. All were highly exas^ 
perated against so severe a dictator, and so inhuman a 
father, except the son himself, who, moved with filial 

* Quia infacuodior sit, et lingua impromptu. Liv. 
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pietj. aad under the greftteit concern that he AanM 
furnish matter of accusalion a^iost bis father, resolved 
upon a most exlraurdinarj metbud to relieve him. One 
morning, without appriiing anj bodj, he came to the 
cit) armed with a dagger, and wentdirectl} to the faouie 
of the tribuae I'ompoQius, who bad accused his father. 
PoinpoDius was jet in bed. He sent up bis name, and 
was imuedtatel; admitled by the tribune, who did not 
doubt hot be was come to discover to hiro some new in- 
itances of hit father's severitj. After thej bnd tainted 
each other, joung Mantius desired a private conference; 
and as soon as be saw himself alone with the tribune, be 
drew out his dagger, and prcicnled it to hit hreasi, aad 
declared be would slab him that moment, if be did not 
swear in the form he should dictate, " Nevcrto hold the 
assemblj of the people for accusing his father." Pom- 
ponius, who saV the dagger glitleriDg at his breast, 
himself alone without arms, and attacked bj a robust 
joungnian, full of a boldcoutidenceinhiiowH strength, 
took the oatb demanded of him, and afterwards con- 
fessed witb a kind of complaeencj in the thitig, and m 
sincerity which sufhcientlj argued be was not sorr; for 
Vfaat he had done, that it was that lioience which oh- 
Ueed bin) to desist from bis enterprise.

AMONG the incredible number of persons who were 
proscribed under the second triumvirate of Rome, we^e 
the celebrated orator Cicero, and bis brother Quintui. 
When tbe news of die proscription was brought to therDi 
they endeavonred to make their escape to Brutus in 
Macedon. They traTelled ti^ether some time, mutu- 
ally condoling (heir bad fortune : but as their depar- 
ture bad been very precipitate, and they were not fur- 
nisheil with money and othernecesMries for their Toyage, 
it was agreed that Cirero should make what haste Be 
couUto tbeKs-iide to secure theirpusoge,* aodQuin- 

* My young readers may perhaps he desirous of know- 
ing what was the fate of Cicero.

defence of their matter i but he ordered theia to ttofi 
the liltet, and let him suffer quietly what bii cruel late 
rcodared inevitable. In (he oieau tiioe, fixiof hit eyet 
oil the assassins, he thruct biahead out of tbe door of 
the-fttt«r, which the tenturion Herennius severed from 
his shoulders, atler wbicb be chopped off both his hands,' 
Foiopiliui, the nulttacy tribiuie, carried the head anA 
bands of Cicero to Auttuiy, one of the triumvirs, who 
was not ashamed to feast bis eyes upon to horrible a 
opeclacle. Tile head of Cicero was then exposed be- 
tween hi» two hands, on the same place where so man;- 
times, Hud especially during Ihe latt year of bis life, be 
had displayed an eloquence which no man ever.equalled, 
or at leant surpassed. Cicero wa« murdeted the Ttfa of 
December, iu the last month in the liity-fourtb year of 
hi« age.

ft stop to the proacription, all tbe tribei unauimou^W 
concurred in raising him to the ledileship. But the good* 
6f hit father having been conliscaled, he bad nut luuney 
to defray the expensei of tbe (bows belonging to ttaid 
office': on which accoun), the artificers barged qo- 
tblng for their labour, and the people laiing theraselvea 
nilliogly, each according to bi« ability, not only enabled 
him to defray the CEpense of the usual sports, but to 
purchase an estate twice the value of that which he had 
lost. ArriAu. 

CINNA, the Roman Consul, nbo scrupled no attempt 
how vjllanous soever, which could serve his purpose, 
undertook to get Pomponius Strabo murdered. in bia 
l«nt t but his son saved his life, which vras the first re- 
markable action of Pompey the Great. The treacher- 
ous Cinnfti by mui; alluring promises, had gained over 
one Terentius, a confident of Pdmpey's, to his interest, 
«nd prevailed on him to assassinate the general, and se- 
duce his troops. Young Pompey being iufornied of this 
design a few botir* before it was to be put in execution, 
plated a faithful ^uard round the prrcturium, so that 
none of the conspirators could come near it. He then 
watched all tbe motions of the camp, and endeavoured 
to appease Ihe fury of tbe soldiers, who hated tlic gene- 
ral nis father, by such acts of prudence as were worthy 
of the oldest commanders. However, some of the mu* 
tmeers ha.ving forced open one of the gates of tbe camp, 
in order to desert to Cinna, the general'sfou threw him- 
self flat on bis back in their nay, crying out that they 
should not break their oath and desert tbeir command- 
er, without treading his body to death.- By this means 
he put a stop to their desertion, and aiterwaj^ls .wrought 
*o effectually upon them by his affecting speeches and 
engagmg carriage, that he reconciled them to his father.

TBE king of Curhn had tliree «ona, and like many 
Olher parento, having most affection for the youugeat, 
tume dajs before hi* death declared him his suceeBsor, 
to. tbe exclusion of his brethren. This proceeding «a» 
the more extraordinary, as it was conlrarj to the tan* 
of the kingdom. The people, therefore, tliought that 
afler the death of the kingr thej tnigbt without any 
'rr'tnie raiw the eldest son to the thront. This deugit 
was universally approved of : but the new king calling 
to mind his father's last vordi, rejected the oner, and 
taking the crown, placed it oathe head ofhisyoutlgeat 
brother, publiclj declaring that he renounced it, and 
tboii^l himself unworthy of it, as be was excluded bj 
his felher's will ; and lira f^ber could not now retract 
what he had done. Sis brother, being affected with 
such a generous action, instanti; entreated htm not tu 
0[^oK the inclination of the people, who desired him 
for their ruler, tie urged, thathe alone was the law- 
ful successor to the crown which be refused, and that 
their fucher'could not infringe. the laws of the kingdoin i 
that he had been betrayed bj ^n extravagant fondness i 
And that, is a word, Ibe people had the po.wer of rp- 
dressing any breach in the established law. Nothing, 
however, was capable of perHuading his bro&et to ac- 
cept of the cmirn. There was a glorious cosiest be- 
tween Ihetwo'princes t and as Ibey perceived that the 
dispute would be endless, they retirtd from court : thus 
each having both e<niquered and been vanquisbed, th*y 
went to end their days together in peaceful solitude, and 
tiih Ebe kingdom. to theicvlher brother.

. quin, ahe ceaaed not to praiae, admire, eztol him, a» 

'K.man of <pirit, aiajprince worthy hit tHcth.- She 
^H>ke with contempt of her .aialer, for »o ill lecoiul- 
ing anct^ a huiband. Likeneu of temper and incj.ina- 
Imm* quickl; united Lucius Tarquin and joung Tullia. 
In the private couvcraaliona which ahe ouen procured 
.with iier brotber-ii)-kw, ahe used the most injurioua aud 
CMitumelioin language to Inapire hiin with contempt fur 
hN huaband and aiater.

AFTER tbe murder of Charles (he first, the o 
-puhli^ed a proclaniaticn, forbidding all persons, <m 
pain of death, t« acknowledge tbe ^tc king's son, or 
•uy other as sovereign of England. They tikeicise abo- 
lished tbe house of lords, where there were hut sixteen 
•eers Mtting t so that in all appearance, they took 
•nto their own hands the sovereignty of England and 
Ireland. 

Tbe bouse of commons, which shodU'be composed of 
five hundred and thirteen members, consisted then onlj - 
of eighty t a new great seal was ordered to be made, ta 
Wbi^ was engraven these words, " The parliament and 
commonwealUi of England." The king's statue in tbe 
Royal Exchange had been already pulled down, audi 
now this inscription was itxed in its room, ■' Charles, 
theJIast kiBg, sod the first tyrant."

Thii lante home condemned to fcatli te*erd taoUe- 
tnen, who had been taken prisonen fighting for thair 
kiDS. It wa> nothing eitraordinan, that thone who 
had violated the lawa of nations should infringe the iaw 
ofamist to do whirh the more effectual I;, the duke of 
Hamilton, a Scottish nobleman, was in the number of 
those devoted to death. This treatment was a princijial 
means of determining the ScoIk Io acknowledge Cbarle* 
the second for their sovereign ; hut at the same lime, 
the law of liberty vas so deeply ri\etted in all beartft 
that they restricted the rojal authority within ai nar- 
row bounds as the English parliament had done at the 
beginning of the troubles. The Irish received their new 
king without conditions. Cromwell then cot himself ap- 
pointed lord -lieutenant of Ireland, and immediately 
set out for that kingdom, with the flower of the army, 
and was attended with bit usual success. 

In the mean time Charles the second was invited ovef 
to Scotland by the parliameut of that kingdom, but «a 
the same conditions they had proposed to his father. 
Tbey iniisted that he should he a presbyterian, as the 
Parisians had insisted upon his grandfather, Henry the 
fourthi becoming a Roman catnolic. They restricted 
the royal prerogative in all things i whereas Charles waf 
resolved upon having it preserved full and entire. Wm 
Other's fate had in no wise awakened itt him those no- 
tioni which seem bom in the heart of every monarch. 

The first consetjuence of his being proclaimed king of 
Scotland was a civil war. The marquis of Montrose, • 
nobleman famous in those limes for his personal valour, 
and steady attachment to the royal family, had brought 
some soldiers from Germany and Denmark, which he 
transported into the north of Scotland. Here he wm 
joined by the Highlanders) and pretending to add thi^ 
rights of conquest to those of his master, ne was de- 
feated, taken, and haiiged upon a gallows thirty feet 
high. 

After the death of Hootrose, the king finding himseir 
absolutely without other resource) quitted Holland, and

The new comiaoawealth lupporled the change of ea- 
TerameBt with ai miich prudence of conduct as it had 
(hown rage and furjr in bringing it about ( and it was 
an unheard of thing, that an uandful of private citizens, 
without anj chief to command them, snould keep the 
peers of the realm at a silent distance, strip the bishops 
of tiieir dignity, restrain the people within bounds, main- 
tain an annj of sixteen thousand men in Ireland, and - 
the larae in England, tapport a formidable fleet well 
provided with necessaries, and punctuallj pay all de^ 
mandj, without any one member in the hou»e enrich* 
ing himself at (faa nation's expense. To provide for so 
great a change, the^ obserced the strictest ecouomv i^ 
the management of the revenues formerly annexed to 
the crown, and made a sale of the forfeited lands of the 
biAops and chapters for ten years : in short, the nation. 
piud one hundred and tiiirty thousand pounds per 
month ; a tax teo times greater than that of ship ino- 
uej, which Charles I. had attempted to raise by hit 
~ a anthoritj, which had besn the first cause of m 
J disavters. 
s parliament was not under Crorawell's direction, 
Le beiog at that time on his Irish expedition, with hi» 
ton-in-law [reton ; hut it was chiefly guided by the inde* 
pendent party, who still bore a great sway. It was rc- 
lolved by the house, to assemble an armj against the 
Scots, and to send Cromwell thither, next iu command 
under general Fairbx; accordingly, he received orders 
to quit Ireland, whidi he had almost iubdu;Bd. Gene- 
ral Fairfax refused to accept the command of the arm;

Never had England been more powe^ 
ful than ainw jt-bad become a connionwealth' Tbf 
padi^jaeDt, which waa wholly composed of republicasf , 
formed the eitraordinarj project of joining the SeT$n 
pnited PFOTiRce) to England, b« i( had lately incorpO.* 
rated Scotland. The Stadtbolder, William H. lon-ia- 
)aw to Charles I- was lately dead, after havii^ attevnpt* 
e|l to maVe hin»elf abtolute in Hotlaad, at Charlei bad 
attempted in England, bu* with no better success. Hfl 
(eft a sou in tbe cradle, and the English piarliameot bop- 
led that the Dutch would as easily give ay their itadt-

And after this fanatic speech 
he revi'ed all prcscnl in the most opprobrious terms, re- 
proaching one as a drunkard, another asawhoremaster, 
uud ti'lliiig them all lliat the gospel condemned tliem, 
and that ther had nothing to do biit to dissolve tbein- 
tehei immeaiately. His officers and loldiers upon thii 
entered the hrfuse, wliere, pointing to the mace, he 
bade one of them "Take ana j that bauble," Major- 
i^aeral Harrison then went up to the speaker, and ob- 
uged him (o leave the chair bj violence. CromneH 
then I liming to the members, "It is you," added be, 
*' that have forced me upon this. 1 have prayed to tb« 
Lord night and day, that he would rather slay me than 
put me upon this work." llavioi; said this, he turned 
out all the members one by one, Forked the doon him- 
*«)f, and carried avraj the key in his pocket. 

What is Ktill more strange is, that the parliament 1>e> 
ing thus dissolved by force, and there being no acknow- 
Jedged legislative authority, every thing did not fall int« 
confusiou. Cromwell called a coiiiicit of hisofficert,. 
And it was by thcro that the constitution of the state wai 
truly changed. On this occasion, that happened ia 
England which we have already seen happen in all coon- 
tries in the world t tbc strong gave laws to tlie weak. 

At Cromwell's instigation, Ibii counsel nominated one 
hundred and forty-four persons to represent the nation 
in parliament | these werv chiefly taken from the low- 
est class of the people, such as shopkeepers and jour- 
neymen handirrafls. One of the most active of this par- 
liament was said to be a leather-seller, named Barebone, 
from whom this partiaiiieot was called Barcbone's par- 
liament. 

Cromwell, as general, sent a wrilteD orderto all then 
members, requiting them to come and lake upon them 
the sovereign power, and to govern the nation, Thia 
assembly, after sitting live months, during nhich time 



•■d reiigned the soTereign poirer into the bandi of the 
council of war, vho thereupon, of their o-ah aiitlioritVi. 
declared Cromwell protectorof the three kin>;iton», aud 
lent for the lord-maj'or and aMermea to jolu Ut the ce-. 
remoDT of inaugcration. 

GL*er was conducted to Whitehall with great pomp, 
and there installed la the rojal palace, wliere beafter- 
vardi took, up hii retid^ice. He wan honoured with 
the title otgour higkaeu ; and the citj of Loudon inviU. 
•d him to a feast, where the same honoura were shown 
him as had been paid to their king*. Thus did a privato 
gentleman of Wales, from an amazing conjunction of 
courage and hjpocrisj, rise to the supreme power, 
thou^ onder another name. 

He was near fifty-three years of age when he attained 
the raver^gn power, forty-two years of which tima ha 
hod passed without having had any employ, civil or mi- 
litary t he was hardly known in ia4£, when the houM 
of commoDS, of which he was a member, gave him ft 
cammtMion for a major of horse. From this he^innin* 
it wa) that he ro«e to be master of that house and tb« 
ftrmy t and afler having subdued CharitM I. acdhisnou, 
stepped into their throne, and without beiag|kin^, reign- 
ed niMe ^solutely and fortunately than any king n^d 
ever done. 

He chose a council, consisting offourteen,of the prin- 
cipal officen who had been the companions of his for< 
timet, to each of whom he assigned a pension of a 
thousand pounds sterling t the torce* were paid onf 
month's advance j the magazines of all kinds were re- . 
gutarlj supplied i in the treasurf, of which he had ih« 
sole management,, there were three hundred thousand 
pounds st^'ling, and about one hundred and fifiv thou- 
sand in that of Ireland. The Dutch sued to him for 
peace i he dictated the conditious, which were, that 
they should pay thre^hundred thousand pounds sterlings 
that the ships of the States General should pay the com- 
idimei^ to tbe British flag, and that tlie young prince aS 
Orange should oeier b« restored to tbe oSices or post* 
of hU ancestort.

him, Bod preveined inanj iniurrettious. The peer* 
W«re wholty excluded frum his pailiaaicnt, and lived ia 
ftbscprilj on th«ir respective e«tMe«. He bad the «d- 
dreUlo prevail on one of these p^iamenti to m^e hka 
A tender of the royal digoii^, lliat he might refii»e it, 
■□ri bv that meaot more ctfcctonHy «ecure his real pow- 
er. He resided in the rvyal pntace, wbere be lived a re* 
tired and gloomy life, without the least pomp or extra* 
fagance. General Ludlow, who was hit lieutenant im 
Ireland, re^tei, that vbta the protector sent hia 
»on Henry Cromwell, over to that kingdom, he sent 
only one servant to attend him. He wa« always of » 
morose disposition. He was sober, ttnnperate, saviog, 
though not greedy of aiiotiier's poisewteni. He wai £• 
figent and puActual in ail public affairs ( bj this dos- 
trous maoageifietit he kept veil with all wets i he Ai 
Mt persecute those of tho Il«miih commuBion, or of 
the cbureh of iin^land. 

He had chaplains of all parUef ; he wai an anthosiart 
with the fanatici), now called the pretbyteriaoa, Tchoi* 
he had dieated and subdued, and no lunger feared, aiiA 
would laugh at then with ttK deists i placing conlideiu« 
ofily in the inlependants, who roald not sutnict througll 

rtecution but by biro. By this coaduct he preserved 
hi« lad hour an authority which had been ceraented 
wifh blood, and snpBorted bv IWce and artrftoe.

Tbe clergy 
entertained this nulion nut ouly with reailinesn, but 
with applause ; sold all llie consecrated vessels ; and 
having maintained tbe Persians during the war, mat tbe 
seven thomand home at the ronclusion of the peace, 
with money in their pockeU: Varenes, tile Persiau 
monarch, was i^o charmed with tliio action, liiat he sent 
to invite the bishop to his capital, where be received 
him with the utmost reverence, and did the CliriBlians 
raaoy favours at bis request.

crowns to pay thy rent." The widen, overjoyed, an* 
Mtuming tlie cardinal a thauMntl thanks, went dtrecttf 
to the steward, and gave him the note. Wlieit be hais 
read it, lie told auljifly ctownii. She, astoniihod at the 
tneaning of it, and not knowing what tbe. cardinal hiMl 
wrote, refujed to take above five crowns, saying, she- 
mentioned no marc to hii eminence, and slie wm sure ft 
was some mittake. Ou the other hand the steward in-, 
iiistedonhis master's order, not daring to cali it is ques- 
tion. Bntall (he arguitiettt* be could tuewere iuuflici- 
ent to prevail on her to take any more tban fivesrown*.

a, aa Poljbiui observes, that the. Sjracuiians tJiODght 
eopportuiuty of relieving the Rhodiana a favour and 
obligatioa to themselves. Ptoiimj, besides bis otiier 
expcnsea, which amounted to a Tery considerable sum, 
supplied that people with three hundred talents, one 
hundred thouBaudoushel* ofconii and a (ufficicut quan- 
tity of timber for building ten galleys of ten beni^es <rf' 
can, and at many mure uf three benches, besides an in- 
finite quantity oi wood for other buildings ; all which 
donations were accompanied with three thousand ta- 
knts, for erecting the Colossus anew. Antigonus, Se- 
kncus, Prusias, Hitbridate*, and all Lhe princes, as weU 
as cities, signalized their liberality on the occasion. 
Even private persons emulated eacb other io sharing ia 
this glorious act of humanity t and historians have re- 
corded thht a lady, whose name was Chryseis, furnished! 
from, her own substance, an hundred t&ousand busheli 
of corn. Rhodes in consequence of these liberalities, 
vas re-ettablished in a few years, in a more opulent aud 
^lendidstatethan she had ever experienced before, if we 
only except the Colossus.

PLINY, that ezcelleDt Roman orator, will be ever 
udmired for his disinterested generosity, and benevolent 
heart i though he was not possessed of a. large estate, 
yet by frugal management he wasable io bestow a great 
aeal on his friends. The reader will tind in his letters 
innumerable instances of bis beueficeuce and good-na- 
ture : 1 shall however only mention the following. An 
intimate friend of his was very much involved m debt* 
wtd by that means brought into great trouble. Pliny . 
took the managemrait of his aSaiis into his own hands, 
satisfied every body else, and became his sole creditor. 
When his friend died, his daughter Calviiia would hav£ 
given np iier tatbet's eSecls ; but Pliny, excelleuL n|Aa4 
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geaerouslj Tort^^e ber what her liUhei' owed hhn, mi 
evea contributed a considerable aum u aa additioa to 
her fortimenhei] she wa« mttrried. 

ALFRED the Great, who vai ooe of the bett prince* 
ournatioo eierproduced, divided bi» revenue into two 
part) ; one of which he dedicated to aacred usea, and the 
other to secular. That moiet; which wat dedicated to 
aacred uaea he aubdivided into four parta ; one of which 
was dispeDsed to the poor in general i another dedicated 
for religious houaea of hia'own founding i a third wu 
^iren to the public school* ; and the tourth employed 
in rebuilding and repairing monaateriea, and other pub- 
lic foundations both at home and abroad. The other 
moiety devoted to aecular uses, waa likewise snbdiTided 
into three parts, one for the aupport of hia houaebold i 
the other tor the payment of hia workmen t and the 
third for the entertainment and relief of itrangers who 
rcforted to hi* conrt.

that language i« undentood. He nai reiolvt^d to have 
carried on tbe impresiion of the Kew Teitameot in the 
Tnrkisb luiguage ( but the company thousht it became 
them to be the doen of it, and so auSered biin odIt to 
give a share towards it. He wa* at leven hundred 

Eounds chaige in the edition of the Irish bible, which 
e ordered to be distributed io Ireland i aaA he contri- , 
bated lai^ely both to the impresiioD of the Welab Bible, 
and (if the Irish Bible in Scotlaud. He t^ave during bif 
life three hundred pouods to advance the design of pro- 
pagating the Christian religion in America i and as toon 
an he h^d that the Eait-lndia compan} were eolertaJn- 
iu^ propositioM for the like design in the East, he pre- 
lently sent an hundred pounds for a beginniDg and an 
example < but intended to carry it much farther when 
it should be set OD foot to purpose. He had designed, 
though tome accidents did upon great consideration di- 
vert him from settling it during his life, hut not from 
ordering it by his will, that a libeial provision should be 
made for odc, who should, in a very few weli'digested 
sermons, every year set forth the truth of the Christian 
religion, in general, without descending to the snb-di- 
visions amongst Christians ; and who sliould be chang- 
ed etery third year, that so this noble study and em- 
ployment might pass through many hands, by wbick 
means many might beCorae roasters of the argument, 
LisE OS Mr. Botle, p. 36, SI.

Elizabeth clouted Sir Joha Grey of Orobj t but her 
liiuband being ilain in the lecoud battle of St. Alban*, 
fighting for the franiiy of Lancaster, and hi* estate be- 
ing on that account confiscated, the young widow re- 
tired to her father's seat at Grafton, m Northaniplon- 
dire, where she lived for some time in privacy and H>- 
tirement. Edward the IVtb. king of Enghmd, happen- 
ing to hunt in that country, went to pay a visit to the 
dnchet* of Bedford, and Elizabeth reiolved to embrace 
(uch a favourable opportunity of obtainins^ some grace 
from thi« gallant monarch. AccordlDzly she came into 
his presence, and throwing herself at his feet, implored 
a maintenance for herself and children. 

The sight of so much beauty in distress made a deep 
impression on the amorous mind of Edward. Love 
Mote insensibly into hisheart under the goise of compi»< 
sion ( and her sorrow and afSiction, so graceful in a vir-' 
tuons matron, recommended her bo less to his esteem 
and veneration, than her personal beauty made her the 
object of his affection. He raised her from the ground 
with assurances of favour. He found his passion Aaiij 
ftrengthened by the company and conversation of the 
lovely widow i and in a short time, became the suppli- 
ant of the woman whom he had tatelj seen on her kncM 
before him. But such was the resolute virtue of Eliza- 
beth, that she posilivel; refused to gratify his passion i* 
a dishonourahic manner. All the entreaties, promises, 
and endearments of the young and amiable Edward, werv 
not sufficient to gain her consent. At last, she plainly 
told him, that though the was uawertby of bciof hn ' 
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wife, yet (be diouriit faefidf too gwd to be bU'Concii- 
bine. t and wouU therefore remain in the bumble sitiiK* 
timi'lo whicfa Providence had reduced her. Thii op- 
pOBtion lerred but tbe more to enilave tbe pOHioiu of 
the young moDarch. and heighten hii esteem for Bucb 
exalted KntimeatB t he therd'ure offered to ihare hi> 
throne, aswell ai hii heart, with the noman nhote per- 
itaial aad mental accompli ahncntj rendered heraodc- 
Kiring of both. Tbe nuptiali were accordingly «a)eiu- 
nizedatGraftoa, Ann. Dom. 1465. 

LDCRBTIA wai a lady of ^reat beauty and noble ex- 
tiaetioD 1 she married CulIatiuuB, a relation of Tarqui- 
aiui Supffi'bns, kins of Rome. Dnring the uege of 
Ardes, which lastea much longer than was expected, 
the young princes pasted their time in entertainmeDti 
and diieraioni. One day as they were at supper,* at 
Seitu* Tarquin'a the etdestson, with Collatinui, Lucre- 
tia's hmhand, the conversation turned on tbe merit of 
ttieir wiret : every one gave his own the preference. 

. *' TJie Romans properly (peaking, made but one 
meal : this was supper. About the middteof the daj 
tbey took something to refresh themselves, and enable 
tbem to stay for their evening's meal. Prenstu nan 
avidt, says Horace, quantum, inler-peliat imam ventre 
diem durare, lib. i. sat. S. But this slight dinner can- 
not be called a meal, no more than the nuncheon, or col- 
lation, which only children ale. The supper-hour wai 
the ninth and tentk of the day, i. e. tno or three hoars 
before sun »et. Till then they applied themselves lo se- 
rious affairs t but afterwards they diamitsed all care, and 
were at leisure to converse with their friends. To anti- 
cipate tbe supper-hour, and lo sit down to table before 
this time, Horace calk. Diem frangere — Partem soHda 
demere de die ; to abridge the day, to cut off and retrench 
part of it. Thej abo said, to express the same thing, 
tpulari de die. To sit down so early at table carried 
nith it an air of debauch, which sober (teople avoided.

On the morrow, Lucretia, oventhelmPd with grief 
anddeipair, lenl early in the morntogto desire her fa- 
ther aiui her husband to come to her, and fcring, wilh 
Ihem each a truttj friend, assuring them there was tut 
time to lose. Thej caine wilh all speed, the oue ae^ 
companted irith Valerius, (no famous after under the 
ifame of Ptiblicola) and the other with Brutus. TIt« 
moment she saw them corae, she could not commau<l 
her tears ( and when her hushaud ashed her if all iraa 
veil; " By uo means," said she, " it cannot be well 
with K wmoan after she has toil her honour. Yet, CoU 
lalinus, thj bed has been de&led by a ttrang;er, but my 
body only is polluted : my niiiuf is innocent, ai my 
deaUi shall witness.' Promise me only, not to sutler 
the adulterer tu go unpunislmd : it is Scitus Tarquiniu)', 
who last night, treacherous gti est, or rather cruel toe% 
Offered mc TiolcQce, and reaped a joT fatal to me i but, 
if joa are men, it will be still more ktal to him." All 
^romilbd to revenge her : aiid, at the same time, trieij 
to comfort her wim rcprcsentiug, " That the mind only 
sins, not the body i and where the consent 'i» wanting, 
there can be no guilt." " Whai Seitus deservis," re., 
plies Lucretia, *' I leave you to judge ; but for mq, 
though I declare myself ijuioccnt of the crime, I exempt 
not myself from punishnicut. No immodest woman shall 
ptcad' Lucretia's ejiampic to outline her dishonour,'* 
Thus laying, she plunged into her breast a dagger sha 
had conceal under her robe, and expired at their feet. 

Lucretia's traj;ical death, has been piaiied and P\t<>il- 
cd by Pagan wciters, as the highest and most noble zrt 
of heroism. The gospel thinks uot so: it is murderi 
even according to Lucretia's own principles, since she 
piiuiihed wilh death an innocent person, at least ae- 
koowledged u such by herself. She vas ignorant that 
our life is not in our own power, but in his disposat 
from whoiB we receive it.

No~ 
thing tan more recommend a Koman emperor to th« 
eitena «f the world than clemencf i this placed C^ar 
among the goii t this coBHcrated Auguitiii ; this pro- 
cured to vour father the title of Pius. I am ^ieved 
even for the death of. Catsiui ; and with it had been ia 
mj power to save him. Be therefore satisfied, and do 
net at)uidon jourself to revenge. Marcus Aureliua An- 
toniat i« protected bj the gods." Some of bit friends 
epenl^ blamiog his cCemenc;, and taking the liberty to 
tell him that Canius would not have been so generous, 
had fortune proved favourable to him, the emperor im-. 
medlatelT replied, " We have not lived nor served the 
gods so ill as lo think thej would fovour Casiiu*." He 
added, " The misfortuuea of some of hi* predecessors, 
wereeutirel; owing to their own ill. roiulucl aiid.cruel- 
tie«i and that no good prinre bad ever been overcoina 
or slain bj an usurper. Nero. Caligula, and Domitiau, 
(Skid be) deserved the doom that overtook tbem : nei- 
ther Otho nor Vilellius were eii^ial to the empire i and 
the donnfatl uf Galba was occasioned by bi* avarice, a« 
unpardouable fault in a prince."

RichMwerea 
crime that never failetl of Jraifing a sentence upon tbeir 
owners, always followed with death, anil the confisca- 
tion of estates i ■which the thirtj tjrant* divided amongst 
rtteniselveii. They |)ut more people to death, liji Xeno- 

ShoD, in eight muiitlis of a peace, than their enemief 
ad done in a war of thIrtj jears. All the citizens of anr 
consideration in Athens, and who retained a love of li- 
feertj, quitted a place reduced to so hard and shameful 
a slaver]-, and sought elsewhere an asjlum and retreat, 
nhere thej tnight liye in safet;. At the head of these 
was Thrasyhiilus, a person of estraordinary merit, and 
who beheld, with the most lively affliction the miseriet 
of his country . 

'The Lacedemonians had the inhumanity to endeavour 
to deprive those unbappj fugitives of tbts last resource. 
They published aii edict to prohibit the cities of Greece 
froita giving them refuge, decreed that they ^ould be 



Uf pay a. fine of five talents. Qnlj two cities vejected 
with disdain so unjust an ordinance, M^araandTnebesi 
the latter of which made a decree to punish all persona 
irhiUsoever, that should see an Athenian attacked bv hi* 
enemies, without doing his utmost to assist him. Lyii-

After hav- 
ing taken Phyta, a small fort in Attica, he marched to 
the Piticus, of which he made himself master. The 
thirty ficw thither with their troops, and a baltie ensu- 
ed. Tlie tyrants were overthrown. Critias, the most 
lavajre of them all, was killed on the spot : and as tb« 
army were taking to flight, Thrasybulus cried outi

ttier than assist rae as the avenger of your liberty t W*

ue%ot enemies but fellow-citizeiu ; nor have we declar- 
ed nu against the dt J butagaiait tfaethirtytjtaDtg." He 
eontinuea with bidding tbem to remember, that Ihtj had 
the same origin,cuuQtrj, laws, and religiun: he exhorted 
them to conipBMiouBle their exiled brethren, to restore 
theircoQDtry tothem,andreitimelheiruirD liberty. Thii 
diicouTse had the desired effect. The army upoD their 
return to A theai, expelled tbe thirty, and substituted ten 

Cnoni to govern in their room, whose conduct proved no 
tter thaa theirs : but king PauBaiiius, rnoved witii 
compassion for tbe deplorable condition to which a crty, 
once so flouri^ing, was reduced, had the generosity to 
&vour the Athenians in secret, and at length obtained k 
peace for them. It was sealed with the bTood of the ty« 
rants, who having taken arins to reinstate themselves in 
the government, were all pot to tbe sword, and left 
Athens in the full ponession of its liberty. All the eiilet 
wen recalled. Tlirasf bulus at that time proposed lb« 
celebrated amnesty, by which the citizens engaged upon 
»ath, that all past traatactions should be buried in ob- 
livion. The government was re-established upon ilsan- 
cieitt foot, the lawi restored to their pristine vigour, 
and magistrates elected with the usual forni. 

This, says Kolliu, is one of tlie finest events in anci- 
ent history, worthy tbe Athenian lenity and benevolence, 
and has served as a model to successive ages in all good 
governments. 

Never had tyraony been more cruel and bloody than 
tiiat the Athenian* had lately thrown off. Every bouse 
-Mas in mourning, every family bewailed the loss of some 
relation: it bad been a series of |mblic robbery and ra- 
pine, in which licence and imnuoily had atilhurised all 
manner of crimes. Tbe people seemed to bate a right 
to demand the blood of afl accomplices in such notori- 
ous malversations, and even the interest of tbe state tu 
authorise such a claim, that by exemplary seveiilie!i 
such enormoQS crimes might be preieuted for the fu- 
ture. But Thrasybnlus rising above these sentiments, 
from the superiority of his more extensive geniiu, and 
the liewsofa more discerning and profound policy, fure- 
Nw, that by giving in to tbe punishnient of the. guilty, 
denial leub.uf aiKvnl and euuiily nould remain, to

weaken the pubSc bj rfoniertie ^fvineiii, when Mm 
oecemary to unite againd the common enemy, ami alto 
OccauoB the (oh to the itale of a great [Uimbet ottHi- 
zeni, who might reader it impartant Hervicei from Aa 
view of making ameiuii for part mwbeheriour. 

Such conduct, after frreat trouble* in a ilste, has ti- 
wayi teemed with the abteit politiciant, the msrt cer- 
tain and ready meani to reatove the public peaoe anit 
truiqiiiHity. Cicero, when Rome wai divideil into two 
fitctiooi upon the occasi'-n of Ciuar'* ^leoth, who had 
been killed by the conipiraton, calling to mind tbi* ce-- 
tebrated amnesty, proposed, after t^ eianfle of the 
jltheniaiu, to bury at' that had paued a eternal oidii 
*ipo. 

Cardinal Mazarine obierved lo Den l>ewit de Bana, 
prime niiDialer of Spain, tfaat thii gentle and hutnanB 
conduct >□ France had prevested the tioaUea aid' r^ 
Tokg of that kingdom from hftriog any fetal ctaas 
quences, and " that the king had pot lost a foot of kud 
»y theni to that day ;" vbereu, " the inflexible *epan~ 
ty of tbc Spaniard* wai the occaiiop that the su^ecte

Diodorui slcului laktM occasion, from the thir^ ty- 
ntats of AlhenK, whoae immoderate ambitioo inaiced 
them to treat their cunntry with the moat eieeniie cru- 
elties, to observe how unfoitunate it is i»r perwHM in 
power to want a sente of honour, and to diu-e^^ard ei- 
ther the preient opinion, nr the judgment posteritj- will

DECCETIOS, Bccordii^ to Dioderai, was chief over 
Uie pcohle who were properly called Sicikans. Baviaf; 
united tnem all into one body, he bccfttne very powor- 
ful, and formed several great entcrprizes. 

It was he who built the citj Palica, near the temple 
of the f^ods called Palict. This t^j was famous on ae- 
ctiunt of tome wonders which are related of it t nod still 
more for the sacTed nature of the oalbs which were tbeiw 
taken, the violation whereof was said to be always fol-

lowed hj a sudden and esemplarj punishment. This 
was a secure asyliini for all personswho were o| 
bysupeiior power t snd especially for slaves w 
nnjiislly ahuseil or cruelty treated by their nuuiers. 
They «>ntinued in safety in this temple, till certain ar- 
biters and mediators bad made their peace; and there 
yrasndt a single instance of a master's having everfer- 
feitcd the ^roniise he had made to pardon his slaves. 

This Ueucrtius, afti;r having bent successful on a great 
many occasions, and sained several victorlesi particu- 
larly over the Syracusiaits, saw his fortune change on a 
Aurldcn fay the lost of a battle, and *is abandoned by the 
greatest part of his forces, in the consternation and 
despondency into which so generid and sudden a deser- 
tion threw him, he formed Kiich a resolution as despair 
only ctiuld suggest. He withdrew in the night to byra- 
cusc, advanced as far ss the great square in Uie city, (md 
there falljng 'prostrate at (he footof the altar, heaban- 
dbned'hls life and dominions to the mercy of the Syra- 



igislmtes immedialely convened the people, 
and debated on the affair. Tliey first beard the orators, 
nhose-busiiiess was generally to address the people by-

ttl^DSt DtDcetiui, as a jniblic enemy, whom ProTidenM

tembl; with hof rur. The raost ancient and the wiaett 
of the nenator* reprenented, " That the; were not fa» 
consiiler what puuii^niatt Ueiiceliui deserved ; but how 
it behoTcd the Sjracnsian* to behave tm that oceaium i 
that the; ought not to look upon bim aoj loairer ai an 
cnemyi bnt at a luppliant, a charactor bv wbidi hi* 
person became Mcred and inviolable. There wat ti 
gtMldeu (Nemesis) who took vengeance of crimes, e*- 
-pccially of cruelty and impiety ) and who doubtlesi 
wouM not luSer tbat to go unpunished : thiit besides 
tbe baienea and inhumanity there i( in insulting the uil- 
fioTtunate, and in crushing those who are already under 
one's foot, it was worthy the grandeur aod goodness na- 
taral to the Syracuriana, to exert their clemency evea 
totbose who least de*erved it." 

All the people came into this opinion, and with odo 
consult spared Deucetias's life. Hewas ordered to re- 
■ide in Corinth : and the ^yracuiiant engaged to fumislv 
Seucetiuswith all things ncceSsarj for bin subsisting ho- 
nourably there.

With this view they be- 
gan to attften the rigour of H^lus'a confinement j an* 
endeavoured to engaf^e him to go to Rome with the^r 
snil>ala%dot«, and to uae hir interest to bring about a 
pexte Dpou' moderate terma, or at IcaA an elti-hange of 
nrimneVs. Hegulu* obej-ed his maslerst and cmburhRd 
RJI* ftaUe, after bttving bound liimaelf, by a aolemn- 
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oath, to return to hir chain*, if the negociatiMi did not 
succeed. The Carthagniiui'riijp irriv^ ufe in Ilalj • 
but when R^ulu! came lo the ^ale* of the city, he to- 
funcA la enter them ; my miatortuuei, aaid ne, have 
made me a slave to the CarlhaKiiiians, 1 am no longer & 
Roman citizen. The woate alnajs givei audience to 
tbreigoerg without the (;atei. HimiteHareiawent «u( 
to meet him, nnd preseuted to bim liis two children < 
hilt he, only casting a wild look im tlieni, fixed hisejea 
iiulhegrouDH, as il'he tlioughthimaelf unworthy uf,tfae 
etnbraco of his wife, anil the carentiM of hisciiildrcD.

Carthage is eilremelj exhausted i and the only reason 
why she sues for peace Is, because she is not in ■ condi- 
tion to continue the war. You have been vanquished 
but once, and that by my fault i a fault which Uetel- 
his has repaired by a signal victory. But the Cartbagi- 
niani bate been so often overcome, that they have not 
the courage to look Rome in the face. Your alliescon- 
tinue peaceable, and serve you with zeal. But your 
eaemies, (roup* coniM only of merccaariei, who have no 
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otherTie than that itf InlcrMti ajid will toon be disiili- 
ligedby the repubtic thej serve ) farlhage being ulrea- 
dj^nite destitute of nu>iu;j to pay them. No, HomaiiSi 
a "peuce with Carthage doea not, h^. anj mcatu, suit 
TOitr interest, fonSLdcring the condition to which Ihe 
Cartba^niani are reduced i I tberefore ndvise you 
to punue the irar-with greater Tigour than e\er.

Such men, like timorous deer tbat have, 
esca'ped ont of the hunter's toils, will e>cr be upon lh« 
alarm, and ready to fly," The senate, ^really affccr- 
ed vith his dismln'estediiess, ma^animtty, aad con- 
tempt of life, would willingly have preserved biis, and 
contmuedthe wariii Africa. Some were of opiiiiuu, 
fliat. in Rome he was not obliged to keep an uath which 
had bcea extorted from him in an enemy 's country. The 
Fontifex Maximut himself, being consulted in the caiet 
declared, that Hegulus might continue at Rome,' wilh- 
out'being' guilty of'perjury.

"If is' my duty," said he, *' to return to Car- 
rrt the gods take care of the rent." This iulre- 
pidify made the senate stilt niore desirous of saving siich 
an hero. Alt means were made use of to make him stay, 
botA by the people and the senate. He would not evi-ii 
ate his wife, nor Siiffer his children to take their lea>e of 
him. Amidst the lailienlations and tears of tiie wfaulc 
city, he embarked with the Cartiia^inian ambassadors, 
to return 1o the'piacc of his slavery, nith as serene hikI 
cheerful a countenance as if he had been going to a coiiii- 
try-ieat for his dinniion.

SENTIMENTS. 



'PniF! is a virtue that makes but an iaronsiderable fi- 
gure in our days. However, wc ought not lo lose 
iiur ideas of things, though we hftve debauched our true 
retisU in our pradice : for, after all, solid virtue will 
Vety ill place in the opioiunof [bewiseaad $en«blepart 
uf iiuiiikmd. And though cuAoia has not made it so 
scandalous n U et^bt to be.(u4iiuiuc innoceat women, 
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mi triuraphiir tiiei&lidMMtd t'Hicbiictioiu A* we •ImII 
relate inustlieaeoounted tnio ^llaalry. and riie high- 
er momciteem'tba farlfaer Uw; ire removed from our 
imitation. 

Tlie force nfeujtun) it prodigious and unaccountshte : 
the tHil)L.of manlLiBd are eiuluvud bj it. Xbej baTe 
little else to plead f»r mD<t of tbeir opiniom : bnt the 
upinioQ of ihe uiultitude is utie uf the must erroneous, 
incanaiateal, and variable rules ne can possibly pro{»ed 
bj. Ibcu b^nA frejudicei, with a mixture of atMOg- 
pasiioiu, are the goitrMUg prittciples. of their actioot. 
One'of the surest wavs, uiereture, that con be taken, 
both to think aud act wrong, is implicitly to fullvw Ibe 
predominaut taste and bias of the Umea, I. e. the gui- 
danteottiie multitMit, the extnvagaBceof their princi- 
ples, and the liceatioustess oftbeir behaviour.

iu^ in a clear aad slfuug hght, iU oatuK, bpsenets, and 
dt^ormit)'. 

Continence consist* not in en'insennbility oc freedom 
from passions, but in the welliordering them. 

One man may be nuu^ mure cheaply virtuous than 
another, according .to tbe diSerent strength of their, 
passions. 

The pleasure of subduing an inordmate desire, or de- 
nying an impetuous appetile, is not onlv nobler, but. 
greater fay far than any inat is to be found in the most 
transporting moments of gratihcatian.

<d life, unmarried, and under no restratot, we cannot 
but aAoowkdge, that the conquest he made of himself 
van tar more glorious than that of the Cartha^iniaa em- 
pire; and though his treatment of this cafrfive prince 
was not more delicate and generous than what might 
justly he enDecled^rom a person endowed with reason 
luid j^Geclion ) yet consideriug how few there are in his 
ciTCunutaiices who woaM have Acted as he did, we catt- 
Etot'but applaud his coudupt, and propow him as a suit- 
aUe eiaoiple to future ages. Nor was his virtue unre- 
warded.

■■^ ing undertakeD to restore the Tarquins to the ihrone- 
of Home, from which they had been Banished for their 
cruelty and oppreuion, sent propoials to the senate for 
tha. purpose { but finding tkej were rejectedwitb seonit 
li advanced toirards Rome in a confident persuaiioD- 
that he should easily reduce it. When be came to Ibe 
bridge, and saw the Romaiu drann up in order of bat- 
tie before Ibe river, he was surprised at tbeir rcaoliition, 
and, not doubting but he should overpower them with 
numbers, prepar^ to fight. The two armies being eu- 
gagedi fought witb great bravery, and long contended 
for victwy. After a great slaughter on boUi sides, the 
Romans D^an to give way, and were quickly put to 
4)g;ht. All fled into the city over the bridge, which at 
tile same time would have afforded a passage to the ene- 
my, if Rome had not found, in the heroic cour»g«of 
one ef her citirens, a bulwark as strong as the highest 
waits. Pnbtins Horatiuswui theman.sumaqied Coclei, 
because he had but one eye, having lost the olher in a- 
battle. He was the strongest and most undauoled of alt 
the Romans. He naed every method to slop the flying 
amy ) but perceiving that neither entreatiei nor eifaor- 
tatioDS could overcome their fear, he resolved, Jio we vcr 
liadly supported he might be, to defend the entruice of 
the bridge till it wa« demolished behind. On the success 
of thi» depended the preiersation of the city. ' Only two 
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B'oiDthu foDowedrGi) exampre, iaA partook of Sit da«- 
fcr t nay, when be saw fcut a few planks, of Ae firirfgo 
renia.iDing, he obliged them to retire, and' to save them- 
■elves. Standing Mone a^inst a whole Rrmy,, but pre-

JUST b^ore tbe battle at Cunaxa, between Cyrui and 
fab brother Artuerxei, Clearchai advised Cjnis not to 
diar^ in periKin, but to cover himself in the rear of tbe 
Grecian battalion*. " What i« it yon say ?" replied Cy- 
rus : " at the time that 1 am endeavourinsto make niy- 
«elf kingi iTViild you have me show myseTf nnworlhy of 
bein|[fo >" That wise and ^neroos answer proved that 
he knew the dury of a general, especially on a day of 
battle. ' Had he withdrawn when his presence wai molt 
Decenary, it wonld have ai^ued bis want of courage, 
and intimidated t^en. It is necessary, always preserrmg 
tbe due distinction between the leader and the troops, 
that their dancer should be common, and no one exempt 
from it, leat the latter should be alarmed by a difibroit 
conduct. Conrage in any army depends upon eiantBle, 
upon the desire of being distinguished, the fear of dis- 
honour, tbe incapacity of doing otherwise than the rest, 
and tbe equality af danger. The retiring of Cyma had 
either ruined, or gready weakened, alf these present 
motives, by discoursing as well the officers as toldiert 
ofhisarroy. He tbou^nt that being their general, it 
was incumbent upon htni to discharge all the functioni 
of that office, and to show himself worthy to be th« 
leader and soul of such a number of vahaut men, read; 
to abed their blood for his service.

She forthwith aaaenbled 
tbecitizenat and, boldingin h« arni* her infant aoiit 
reconiin«ided him to their cure and protection iatbe 
moit pathetic terms, aa the male heir of their ancient 
(tiikea, who had alwaya governed them wilb lenity and 
indulgence, and to whom they had everprofeMed Ui* 
■lost zealoua 'sttacbment. She declared nenelf willing 
to ma .all hazard) with tbem in so juat a cauio i jMialcil 
put Ihe resources that atill remained in the aliiance of 
Zngland ; eameitly beaeeclting tliem to make one vi- 
eoiVUB eBbrt against an usurper, who being forced upon 
Uiem J)j the intrigues of France, would, «« a mark of 
tiia latitude, sacrilice the liberties uf Brittany to hi* 
protector. The people, moved by the affecting appear- 
ance, and animated by the noble conduct of the prmceM, 
vowed to live and die with ber in defending tbe right* 
of her family I and their example wa« followed by alm«*t 
all the Bretons. The countess went frompiace to plact^ 
^ncouragine the ^risOna of the several fortiesseii, and 
providing tnem with every thing necesaaij fbr Ihebr nib- 
■iatence : after which ahe «hut herself i^ with her soA 
in Hennebon, where (he re»olved to wait for the *ac- 
cours which the king of Sngland (Edward III.) had po> 
mised to send toiler aMiitButx. Cbaclcade Blois, accom- 
panied by the dukei of Burgundy and Bourbon, and 
many other noblemen, took the field with a numerous 
ann;, and having reduced Rennes, Ivdaiegetu Haio»- 
bon, which waa defended by the countew in- person.

Thermopylx is it atmit or narrow pBM of mobnt Octa, 
■ brlneen TheuEiljr «nd Phocis, Ijut twenty-fiTe feet broad, 
trhlch therefore might be defended by a imail aumber 
of furcei t and wbidi wa« tlie onlj vzj througli which 
the Persian land Brmj could ester AchaiR, and adranca 
)o besiege Athens. This was the place where the Grecian 
army thought fit to wait forthe enemy : the perioawbo 
coiinnaDded it was Leonidat, one of the two kingi of 

Xerxei continue)} bis march tbr«u^ Thrace, Macc- 
dutiia, and Thewalj j CTery thing eiviog way before 
him, till be came to the strait of^llierronpy Ik. fiere 
he wax xtrangety surprised to find that Leuuidai, with 
only four thousand men, attempted to diiipute hit pa^ 
ntge. He had always flattered himself that, on the fint 
hearing ofhis Brrival, the Grecians wontd beUke them- 
seivei to flight ; nor could he be persuaded to bctie«e, 
what had bees told him at the begluulng of tbia project, 
that, at the first pasi. he cameto, he would BimI bii 
whole army slopped by an handful of men. He sent 
>out a spy before nim, to take a view of the enemy. The 
spy brought him word, that he found the LacedemonU 
aiu out of their intrencbments i and that they were di- 
verting themielies with military exercises, and comb- 
ing th«r hair. This was the ^partana' manner of prepar- 
ing tbemaelves for battle. Xeries, still entertaining 
some hope* of their flight, waited four days, on pBT- 
poK to giie Ibem time to retreat. In this intenal of 
timrCt he uaed his ulmoat endeavonrs to gain Leooidasi 
by making him magnidcent promises : and assuring him, 
that he would make him master of all Greece, if he 
would come over to his party. Leonidas rejected hit 
proposal with scorn and in^giiation. Xerxes having af- 
ternarda wrote to him to deliver up his arms, Leonidas, 
in a style and spirit truly laconical, answered liim in these 
words, Cetae, and take them. Kotliing now remained, 
but to prepare themselves to engage ttie Lacedemonians. 

Xerxes first commanded his Median forces to march 
against them. These Medes were not able to stand the 
charge of the Grecians ; and, being slianiefully put to 
flight, they showed, says Ijerodotun, that Xerxes had a 
great many men, and but few soldiers. The next that 
nere sent to face the Spartans were tbvse Persian* calk 
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ed the immortal band, nhich cnimted of ten tbouaaad 
men, and were the best troops of the whole army ; Ijut 
these had tto better succes'^ than the former. Xarxe*, 
out of ali hopea of being able to force his ivaj through 
Iroopt w determined to conqlier ordie, was extremely 
peqnexed, and could not tell nhat resolution to take i 
when an inhabitant of the country came to him and dis- 
covered a secret path to the too of an eminence, which 
overlooked and commanded the Spartan army. He 
quickly ditpatched a detachmmt thither ; which, march- 
m^ all night, arrived there at the break of day, and 
poiseMed themselves 'of that advantageous post. The 
Greek* were soon apprized of this misfortune. The^ 
now saw it was impossible to repulse the eaeiny i or es- 
cape with life, if they engaged them. Leoniilas (know- 
ing tbej deserved a better fate) sent away all his allies ; 
b^t, for the honour of his countrv, determined to »tav 
>|ip<^f) with Qnly three hundred Lacedemonians, all 
retoWed to die with their leader. Looking now upon 
Thermopyhe as their burying-place, the king desired hii 
men to t^e some refrethraeut t and telling them at the 
•ame time that they should sup together with Pluto; 
they set up a shout of joy, u tf they had been invited 
to a banquet, aud, full of ardour, advanced with their 
king to battle. The shock was exceedingly violent and 
bloody. Leonidas bimseif was the firit that fell. Their 
endeavours to defend the dead body were incredible. At 
length, not vanquished, but oppressed bj numbers, thej 
all fell, except one maa, who dcapsd t» Sparta, nhera 
he was treated as a cuwarit, and traitor. to his country, 
■nd nobody would keep coimptuiy ur converse wilh him i 
but, suDn after, he made a ^'lunous amends for his fault 
U the battle of PlatKs. 

Thus ended this celebrated contest of Thermopytst 
where, though the Persians had the honour of kilUn{ 
three hundri^ Spartans on the spot ; yet, this was nut 
obt^ned till they had lost aboie twenty tliouiand of 
their hcst Ironpi, who were alt siain.on.the spot, and 
^unong which were two of tlw kinjj's own brothers. 
. This action of Leonidas, and his three hundred men, 
HMT possibly be looked upon a* the effect uf rashiiMi 
SIM aeutair t and wit of m wise mad uubb couluct. But

The lives, t^,i>f thib 
keroic leader, and his brave ^oop, were not dlrowa 
sway, but usefaily employed ; and their death was aU-

The object of this dispute was of 
the greatest importance : and, in the courie of the war, 
capUiu (since lord) Clive, who had man; time* before 
distinguished himself in a ver; exlraordmair manim', 
proposed to attaint the possessions of Chium-Nlheb ia 
the territory of Arcot, and ottered to lead theexpedi- 
lion'himscG\ Uis whole force, when completed, con- 
'littedofno more than three hundred scapoys, and two 
hundred Europeans, with eight officers) six of whom 
haH never befure been in action, and four of these fix 
wereyoun^ men in the mercantile terrice of the comp^ 
aj, who, inflamed b; bis example, took up the swwd 
to follow him. I'his handfcl of men, with onhr tbreto 
pieces for their artillery, - marched from 'Mamral m 
the iStb of AHgmt I7fil. On the Sl«t, hebalted 
within ten miles of Arcot t Where the enemies' spies re- 
ported, that they had discovered the Iteglish roatdiiig, 
with unconcern, through a violent storm of tfaimderi 
'lightning, -and rain t andtbis circumMance, from their 
notion! c^oraees, give the garrttoo'su high an opinion 
-of the approaching enemy, tnattheyinstantlyabaiMloiiMd 
the fort r and, a few bourn after, tbe EnglUb entered tbe 
'f^tft mkI nlarcbiDg through an bimdred tiitHUond specta- 
ton, UnA poneiiioaof the Snt^ whi^ wu inhaled 



bj between ftre« aiul.four tfaoimnd peraoiu.'* This ac< 
quisitioD souB produced tbe effect wWh had been ex- 
pected from it : Cbiioda-Mbeb Uid clow tiege to the 
place. At tbe b^iBtiing of the neat, CBpt&in Ciive nai 
oeprived of the tervke offbur of toe eiglit officers who 
fet oat oD the expedition ; and the troop* fit for dutj 
were dinunished to an bimdred and toent; Europeani, 
and two hundred sea-poy>. These were beiieged by an 
hundred uidififl; Frencu, two thoUBandsea-pujB,tnree 
tfaoiuaad cavairj, and fire thouMod peans. Tbe £ug- 
li«b miitained the attack with invincible reiolution. Oa 
the 30th of October, Rajuh-aalieb, who conducted the 
operation* of the sii^ tor his father, Chunda-gaheb, 
tent a Mg of truce, with proposaJs for the surrendcc of 
the foit. He offered honourable terms to the ^rrisoni 
and a large sum of money to caplaia Ciive i addins, that 
if hii term* were not accepted^ ne would storm the (bit 
immediately, and put every man to tbe sword. Captain 
CUve, in his answer, reflecting on the badness of Chun* 
tla-«aiieb'* cause, treated the offers of money with con- 
tempt I and said, that he had too good an opinion of 
Rit^a-Mheb's prudence, to believe that he noula attempt 
a storm, until he had got better soldiers than the rabble 
uf which his army was coinpoied. Exasperated by tlii« 
answer, he immediately prepared to storm the fort. 
Beridei a multitude that came with ladders to every part 
of the wall that was accessible, there appeared four prin- 
cipal divisions. Two of which advanced to tbe two 
pttet, and two were allotted to the breaches. In these . 
different attacks tbe eiiemv c«ntiaued the storm for ao 
hour, wlien they relini}uished all their attempts of an- 
noyance at once, and employed themselves earnestly in- 
carryii^ offtheirdcad. Many ofthe English being dit-

At four 
they recommenced hostilities, and cutitinned Uieir fin 
$tnart)j till tno in the iDorniiic, when rt ceased tbtalfy. 
P'kjrceiving by this time, that difficulties «nd danw! iJnlJ 
served to mcreasc rtie courage and actlTity of Htc EBg- 
'tish, and that neither promises nor tbreaten'wgs niHla 
any impressions on men determined to eoniiuer Or die, 
they abandoned the town with precipitation. 

"ihas ended this siege, maintained fifty days mi'hv 
every disAdvitnta^e of sitttoiion and force, ^ a -banilfiil 
of men in theirjfrsf campaign. With a spirit worthy wf 
the most veteran troops ; and conducted by therr ytfuflg 
commander with mdeVatig^ble activity, unshaken ton- 
slancy, and undaunted cuuTkge. Ancf notwilhitflrrtil^ 
he had, atthiatime, neither read books, nore<mverHU 
with men capable of giving him rrradi instruction in tfcB

AEOUT the year A. D. 1689, king James U. who had 
deserted the government, attempted, by the assistance 
of the French kin^, to recover it out of the hands of 
William aiul Mary, to whom a solemn tender of the 
rrownwas made in the name of the commons and peer* 
of England.

But the inhabitants ai)d suJ* 
diets ia JLoiidundcrT; ivetc po tijoner in/onved «f wjiat 
was 4ooe tbaa the; lhi;ealened itamediiJLc ixBgeance 
agtuiut those who l^ad been guilt; uf sucb a Me^ s^ 
.pusillanimous measure. Cunnin^hame aod Hichsnjc, 
two sea-officen, withdrew to tbtiir shipi, .asd I^Hudy, 
the governor of tbe town, concealed hinipcif inhis diaio- 
ber. In vain did Walker and major Baker exhort him 
io maintain his gove^nineiit : such was his cotvardice, or 
IreachcrVi that be ahaolutely refuscd,la followlhcirad- 
. vice, and t^uk^the Jirst opportunity to ut^ie his C9ca)fe 
in diseuise. After his departure, the iuhabitanls Ji«- 
■lowea tbe government upou Mr. Walker and mnjor 
Baker. They instai^ly formed the tiiwusiiicn into di^e- 
tcat EcgimenlK, amounting in all to seven thousand men, 
comnianded by eight colooels, and three ^tindred and 
thirty-three inferior officers, lint, notwithsUiitdiag this 
nuroerousgarriMun, thev laboured under many aodgreft' 
disadvantages. The place itself naa but poorly fytti^- 
G « 
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neil I (heir ranoMi, which rnmiat^d onlr of twenty flteeii*, 
.■wewwretchedly mounted I thej- had not one esgineCT' 
'(o direct tbei'r ihfifidns ; they had hatdlj any hope* of - 
■ making a 'Kalty ,- the trarriwn-wascinnposed of persont 
't(ila»y Una!i*uaiilted with tnilitary duripline ; they wei:o 
dMtilitie-dr'pWwhirftti; and they were besieged by a. 
(duifti'per*on, -ftt the head of a, fonoidableanny, con'- 
■dnM^d hr experienced officers, and aupplied with erery 
-tieceUafy ftir A litgc or a battle. 
' ' On the 90tb day of April the trenchei were opened, 
■'and the batterie* lie»Dto play upon the town. Seve- 
' ral attacks wi;re maSb hf the kiiur't forces, and as many 
'aalliesby Ihebeai^ed, in H>tk which the biter had thHe 
advanlage. Their joy, however, wa» *oniewhat abaf- 
'ed by a contagious diHtemper, added to the calamity of 
'want and famine, which did more- execution than the 
-fire of the enemy ; but they were determined to hold 
' ont to the last extrci^ity i and nothing could (hake their 
reJrfution. Kinj James, intending to" return to Dnb- 
lin, in order to- be present at the parliament, conferred 
Ihecomijlandof his army on the French general Rosenet 
a erne!, inhuman ruffian. ProToked at the obstinate 
'resistance of the garrison, he threatened to rednce the 
'town to ashes, and put all the inhabituits to the sword, 
without distitiction ofsexoV^e, unless theywould Im- 
mediately submit at discreUtm. The goTemor treated 
' his menaces w ith contempt > and published an order for* 
bidding any person, on pajn of death, to talk of a sur- 
render. Tiiey-had now consumed the last remains of 
their provisions, and were obliged to live on the ficsh 
or hor<H», do^s, cats, rats, mice, taliow, ^starch, dried 
and salted hides ; and even this loatlisorae food began 
to fail them. Rosene, finding them altogether Infiexi- 
-ble, threatened to wreak his vengeance on allthepro- 
lestants of that country, by driving them under the walls 
of Londonderry, and suffering them there te perish vilh 
hunger. He executed his threats with such savage barba- 
rity, as is really shocking to human nature. He detach- 
ed several parties (if dragoons, who, after stripping all 



the proteslanls for thirty miles round, di 

haypy people like cattle beforetbem, wiUiout evenspi 

ing^thc decrepid old men, naraes with infants at thi 
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breaaU, teaier cbiMren, women big with chKd, otben 
jtist delivered, and even some in the uaags of labour. 
About four thousand of these miserable objects were 
driven, like ao man; vktimi, under the wailaof t^ 
town. Thia expedient, iiutead of answering the intend- 
ed purpoie, produced a quite contrary efiect i for Uid 
beiieged were ao enraged at thia act ot barbarity, that 
they determmed to perish, rather than submit to auch a 
savage. They erected a gallows in view of the belief 
ers, and aeul a tncssare to the French general, declar- 
ing that they would hang all the priiODers whom they 
had taken during the siege, unless the prstestants were 
immediately diamiaaed. 

Thia meiiaee, seconded by a remonstrance from the 
prisoners, produced a negociation t in consequence (^ 
which the protestants were allowed to depart, after hav- 
iDg beencooiined threedaya without tasting food. Sotap 
hundreds were destroved by famine and fatigue, many 
more were massacred by the straggling parties of the 
enemy, and such a* lived tn return to tl^ir own houses, 
found them sacked and plundered by the papists j and 
yet these very people had moat of tbem obtained pi;ote«r 
lions from James, who thuaobierved his solemn (nigage- 
ments with hia usual fidelity. 

The number of able men within the garrison was now 
greatly reduced, and all the inhabitants were in suell 
distress through want of provisions, that they began to 
think of fccd'mg on each other. Mr. Walker, tearing 
these discouragements might at last overcome the con- 
stancy of the garrison, convened theiu in the cathedral, 
and inn niirit»l discourse, endeavoured to animate tbem 
to a steady perseverance. He reminded them, that the 
eyet not only of the Irish protestanta but even of the 
whole Eogliali nation, were fixed upon their conduct t 
and that, after having made auch a noble stand in de- 
fence of their religion and liberty, they had no reason 
to doubt but that God would send them a apecdy relief> 
It waa not long before this prophetic ditcourse was fuU 
filled. General Kirk, who had abandoned his late mas* 
ier, and waa now engaged in the service of William, be- 
ing informed of their extreme neceaaity, ordered three 
thrps, loaded ^ith provisions and meui to sail up the 
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TVKT at all htzards. Tbe eoemj had ei*>mi ktMeriet 
on bi^ stdei of it, and faiut tbrtrvfu a boon acruM it, 
ia order to prevent the garriMin frsni receiving ^y re- 
ikf. Butlbc Mouutjny, ulvasciiig with full sail, hcoke 
4fae«nemr's boom i mdaktke tbre«, after having mta-

/"^RUELTY is 90 contrary to nature that itis distin- 
*-- guished hy the scandalous name of irthumanity. 

None more impaUenllj snffer injuries than those who 
are most forward in doing them. 

There ue*er was found any pretended conscientious 
zeal but it was always most cerUiuIy attended with a 
fierce spirit of implacable cruelty. 

Of all the monstrous passions and opinions which have 
crept into the world, there is none so wonderful, as that 
those whoprofessthecomroon name of Christians, shouid 
4»ursuc each other with rancour and hatred for differeocM 
m the way of following the example of their Saviour. 
It seems so natural that all who pursue the steps of any 
leader should form themselves after his maimers, that it 
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tl htipoiniblefoaccontit for effecbao different from*)Hlt 
*e migilt expect from those who profeM theinielTeB foJ- 
lovcra of the highest patlern of «neekne« and charity, 
but by ascribing such etTecU to the ambilion and cor- 
ruption of those who are bo audarious, with sotiU full of 
furj, to lerre at the dtan of the God of peace. 

EXAMPLES. 

TljS. BERNARD, lecturer of SI. Sepulchre's, Lon- 
■'■'*, don> in the rei^ of Charles I. preached a sermon 
in St. Mary's, Cambridge, in nhich were some passage* 
ngainst inlroduciDg Pelagian errors and Somisli super- 
' itiliom into the church of England. On his refusing to 
make a public recantation, penned for him, he wai 
fined by order of archbishop Laud, in the high commif- 
sion court, one thousand' pounds, suspended from hb 
ministry, condemned in cosl« of suit, and committed to 
prisou. 

ON'E Workman, Icctnrer in tlic liberty of Gloucester, 
was for the offence of preachiug against m^ages, suspend- 
ed from his office^ by the' same archbishop, eicommu- 
nicated, ordered to make recantation of his erroneous 
and scandalous doctrine, condemned to costs of suit, 
and iieprisoued. The corporation of Gloucester approv- 
ing much of this man for his diligent performing the 
duties of his function, had, on account of his great fa- 
mily, granted him an annuity of twenty pounds per an- 
num, under their common seal. For this art of gen&. 
rosity, Laud summoned the mayor, and others of the al* 
dermeD, before the council table, as delini|uents. The . 
deed was cancelled, and two of the defendants fined ten 
pouodaeacfa,though'theirGOuncilaMedged,thatt!ie grant 
ought first to have been proved illegal, and the nhole 
corppration, whose act it waa, made parties to the suit. 
The unfortunate Mr. Workman, thus deprived of his 
annuity, having after some montlis imprisonment ob- 
tained bis liberty, taught children in private : Laud for- 
bad him to follow this occupation. He then practised 
phytic for the support of his family ; but the merciless 
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iMitl prohibited tfaii resource ; the ili*U«Med loui luak 
niuleinii pgiert} aiul Hfflietioti, and insshort time died.

. ALEXANDER LEIGHTON', a doctor of divinity, a 
Scotchman and a zealuui puritan, by. denirc of soiue of 
hii frieods hsd written and published a book, intitlcd, 
** Zion'a Flea against Prelacj." llconlaiiied some warm 
imprudent lUvectiTes agaliut the prelates, and the con- 
duct of those in power. Soon alter the publicatieu of 
the work, without'ui information upon oath, Or le^ 

Rroofwho was the author, Leighton, lu he wa« cuniine . 
■ora d)urdi, was arrested bv two high^couiraissionea 
purauivauts. They dra^j^ed bim to thehouae of Laud, 
. where he waa kept till seven in the evening without food. 
Laud returuing at this time in great pomp and state with 
Corbet, bishop of Oxford, Leighton demanded to be 
heard. The nanghtj Laud did not deign to see him, but 
sent him to Newgale. He waa clapped into irons, and 
coutincd in an iminbahil&ble apartment, where, notwith- 
atandiiig the weather waa coti, and the snow and rain 
beat, iu, there uas uo convenient pbce to make a fire. 
From Tuesday night to Thursday noon he wu unsup- 

Slied with food, and in this infernal dwelling waa kept 
fleen weeks, without any friend, not even hii wife 
being suffered to come near him. His own bouse *ra> 
in the mean time rifled by the officers of the high-com- 
mission <:ourl, hia wife and children treated Gy these 
ruffians with great barbarity, himself denied a copy of 
tile commitment, and the sherifis of London refused to 
bail him at bis wife's petition. At the end of fifteen 
weeks he waa served with a aubpmna. Reath, the at- 
torney-general, on an assurance that he should come off 
well, extorted a confeasion from him that he was tbe 
author of the book. An information was immediately 
lodged against him in the star-chamber by Heath. Be 
confessed the writing of the book, but with no such in- 
tention as the information auggcaled. He pleaded, that 
his aim naa to remonstrate against certain grievances in 
church and state imder which the people suffered, to the 
end that the parliament might take them into conaide- 
ration, and give such redress u might be for the bo- 
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Bouroftbeking, the ({uiet of the people, and the peac« 
of the church. This answer nut being admitted u m- 
tisfkctoTj, the following cruel sentense was, bj thi» ty- 
rsDDtcal conrt, pronounced against him, thou|;h tick 
aitd absent, viz. 

" That he should pay a fine of ten thousand poands ta 
hli rbtfjesty's use t and in respect that the defendant had 
heretofore entered into the ministry, and ^e court of 
(tar<chamber did a.61 use to inflict anj corporal or igno- 
ntioiOus punishment upon any person to long as be coa- 
tiaued in orders, the court referred him to the high-com- 
mntlon, thereto be degraded of his ministrr ; that done, 
for farther punithraeut, and example to others, the de- 
Uoquent to be brought to the pillorv at Westminster 
(the court littlng) and there whipped g after his whip- 
ping, to he set in the pillory for some coaTenient spare ; 
to have one of his ears cut off, his nose slit, and to be 
bruided in the face with S. S. fur a sower of sedition j 
then to be carried to the prison of the Fleet { and at 
tome conTenienttime afterwards to be carried to the pil- 
lory at Cbeapside upon a market-day, to be there lihc- 
witewfaipped, then tet in the pillory, have h'ls other ear 
cut off, and then be carried back to the prison of tbe 
Fleet, there to remain during life, unlett bis majesty Irt 
gracionily pleased to enlarge nim."* 

This tentence was given at the end of T^ty trntn. 
It Wat not till Michaelmas term following, after the M- 
gradatioDt that it wasputiaexecution. 

On Friday, November the I6th, part of his sentence 
was put in execution in this manner: lu the New Palace- 
yard at Waitminster, in terra time, he was- tCferefy 
whipped, then put in the pillory, where he had one of 
hit ears cut off, onriiideof^hii'Qoseslil, liranded on the 
cheek with a red hot irmi, with the letters S. S- and af- 
terwards carried back tu ttie Fleet, to be kept in clow 
custody. On that day sevennight, his tore* upon hb 
back^ ears, nose, and face, not being -cured, lie wtti 
wbipped ^ain at the pillory in Cheaptide, and there 
had Ok remainder of his sentence executed upon bim,

When every body ebe refuied, 
one Donttan, an unworthy favourite of the late king, 
wa» very rendy to execute Odo's order* : he ni(hed ti^ 
the queen's apartment, and after reproaching bim with 
hit fondne», drag^ him to the company. Su<^ an 
outrage on nlajeity could not fail to excite the reient- 
■nent of the young monarch t and Uie king'* fnesdi, 
who were offended at the overbearing pride of the ab- 
bot, uaed all their interett to have him removed from 
court. In short, after being accuied, not withoot jui- 
tice, of embezzling the pubhc monietiu the late reign, 
he wai banished Ue kinedom. Odo, the arcbbiihop, 
thinking the honour of the priettbaod wounded by the 
«xile of^unriaa, wa* determined to revenge fail di(- 
grace ; with thii view he ordered a party of toldiera to 
leti'h the beanteom queen from the palace of her hni- 
hand, commanded her face to be seared with a red-hot 
iron, and th«i traniported her into Ireland. A conspi- 
racy was immediately formed againit the king;. Tne 
Mercians and Korlbumbriaiu were allured into the mea- 
■urei of the archbishop ; Edgar, the king's youiwer 
brother, was set up for their monarch, who recuied 
Dututao, and put himself under his direction. Tbearch- 
biahop, to wound him in a part still more tender than 
the lost of his crown, pronounced a form^ divorce be* 
tween him and hi« wife < and Ihe king's affairs were ia 
lo bad a lituation, that he was compelled to submit to 
the sentence. Edgnr by this time had made himself 
master of the kingdom, and obliged his brother £dwy to 
take shelter in the city of Gloucester. Thither the queen 
was hatteoing, having returned from Ireland with a face 
-almost as beautiful as ever, the scar* being healed up, 
and with adetemiined resolution to share the fate of her 
fautband. But such was the cruel disposition <of Odo, 
that being informed of her return, he ordered bis de- 
pendants lo itAxe and hamptring her ; and i* said to ha,i9 
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put her to deftfb at Bl«iie«tfer. Itofabcd of ttecoBvei^ 
MtioD of B wife, wh»m he tenJeif^ loved I tbrnped of

Sut what Menu very aitonishing is, that those irh» 
have been bleated with the knowledge of the true God, 
who ia repretented to m under the aidearing characters, 
" The iather of moiciee," and " God of all conjolation," 
ihould BOtwithstaudiug be influenced by to diabolical a 
spirit f should pretend they are pleasing the Maker of 
mankind, while they are destroying hii works in the 
most cruel and barbarous manner : not for treasonable 

Eractices, not for atrocious crimes, or being bad mem- 
era of the community, but for diSereoce in opinion ; 
for not receiving, as true, the most ridiculous, incon- 
■ifltent, and impious fabehoods : and yet such is the spi- 
rit and practice of Popery, at appears for the following 
examples. 

IK the county of Thoulmue, in France, the Albi- 
gense>, who had separated from the churdi of Rome, 
were lery numerous : the p«pe sent his legate to luaka 
inquisLtion against them t and wrote to Philip, the 
French Wiap, . to.Mipprcs« them by force t and promised 
.remusion of all Mns to whomsoever would take up arm* 
against them and destroy them. Raymond, earl of 
Thoulouse, was eK4)|i]muaicated by liie pope, and his 
country given towhoever cpqldseiae it. A cnisadei or 
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aiokj of eroat-bnrMf, wu rshed. who attacked the 
heretic! (as they were caUed) took their cities. Ailed ill 
placet with slaughter and blood, and burnt manj whont 
thev took prUoners. In the year 1 ■tOS Biterre n aa tak- 
eii D]' theiu, and all the inhabitanis, without resr^rd td 
age OT tea, cmctlj put to the iword i and theciiy itself 
Irurat to the grudod. And though there were intne 
good catholic* init, theabbotCisteaux cried oul, " Slav 
them all, for the Lord knowa who are bis." On which 
the toldien tlew them all without mercj. Circavntne 
was iUto deatjnjeil, and tiie captive herelicn put t« death 
bj the moat horrible inTentiiMis. Thii was their constant 
practice wherever their arms were luccessful, tormenl'' 



ins, humin?, and burying ative all tbcy took ci 
They indeed only banged Aymeric, a nobleman and so- 
>r of La Vaur, and beheaded eighty of lasscr dc- 



pree i to Girarda, Aymeric's »i»ter, tliej were to oblig- 
ing as only to Ihrow'her intoa pit, and roVer her with 
■tone* ! while at Polchra Vallis, after lonuy indignitii* 
anil cruel treatment, they burnt four hundred, and hang- 
ed fiftv more. At Caslres de Tennis, they ptit Hay- 
niondlord of the place into Jail, where be died; and 
then burnt in one large fire, his wife, sister, and maiden 
dftuehter, with "ome other maideli ladies, whom they 
coiilcl not persuade, by promises vr threats, to embrace 
the Komiui failh.

IM 1534, Francis I. ordered ao inquisition to lie made 
at Paris against the Frotestaals ; simie of whoiu were 
diftcovered by iuformcrs, oUiera apprehended on bu^it 
cioa and put to the torture, and both sorts burned af>era 
very barbarous manner : fur, beiug tied tu a pully, they 
weredrawntipa great height, theu hit down into the fins, 
aiid presoully atter suatched up again ; after torturing 
them in this manner lor some tiaie, the eieeutioner cut 
the rope, and tbey dropped into tJie flaiuet, and were 
conauincd. - Those who were thought to he more loam- 
ed than the rest had their tongues cut out, and were 
tfaen brought tu tlie stake and burned. 

IN England, likewise, the prolest:int!>')i^ve had ashare ' 
in the crueltiea practised by the Honiiih clergy and

And what meant yo"." uiiA the lordi, " lo do with tie 
catholics t" " To lend them, f^ood men," laid he di-

of cord and wire, of which you have «uch great plentyf 
»■ To whip," said he, " you heretics to death." What 
would jou have done with their yminj children I 
" They," "aid he, " who were aboTC seven yean old,- 
should hare gone the way their fathers went i the rest 
should have lived in perpetual bondage, branded in the 
forehead wilhtheletierL torltithemm," De«ide*tbii, the 
lords of Spain that were in the navy had divided amoni^ 
(liem all the nubleraen's hoiucx in England by name, 
quartered the whole kingdum amongst one auolner g and 
had determined on sundry niannen of criiel death*, bolb 
for (lie nobility and the rest of the people.- TItc ladies, 
women, and inaJdcn->, were dcttined to aJI villany i and 
t!ie rich merchants' bouses in London were put into a 
reginter, bv their very names, and assigned to the com- 
panies of the si|uadrons of their navy, for their spoil. 
This etamtoation was delivered by 'the lord-treasurer' 
Biirkiigb to the Earl of Leicester, .when the queen wai 
in her camp, guarded by licr army.

THE Parisian massacre was carried on with such de- 
testable perfidy, and executed with such n hloody cruel- 
■ tv, aR would surpass all belief, were it not attested with 
the most undeniaole evidence; In the year 1573, in the 
rei^n of Charles IX. many of theprincipa'l protest auts were 
invited to Paris, under a soffmit aath of safety, upon oc- 
casion of the marriage of the king of Navarre withtba 
French king's siBler, viz. tlie king of Na\arre's mother, 
Cohgni admiral of Prance, with oiher nobles, Tbequeeo- 
dowager of Navnrrc, a zealous pro lest ant, ivas poison* 
cd by a pair of ghives, before tlie marrin«;e was s<)lem> 
nized : and on the 94th of August 1579, being llartbo- 
lomew'sday, about day-break, upoo the loll tifUie bell 
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oftfae church of ?t. Germain, the biitcherj began. The 
ndmiral was bajcU' murdered iu his uwn huiiDe i aoil 
then thrown imt of the ninduw, to gratify the malice vf 
tile duke of Gui«c : hlsh'jad wai anerwanlscut olT, '"d 
lent to the king aud qui-cn-niotber; and his bodj, 'af- 
ter a. thuustind indignities utTered to it, hung up bj the 
teeton a gibbet. After thi*, the murdcren ravaged 
the whole citj of Paris i and butchered in three dajrs 
aboTc ten thbnsatid fords, gentlemen, presiilciits, and 
people of all ranks. An horrible scene of things, ar.ija 
Thiianua, vhen thever; streets and paMagea resounded 
with the noise of those that met together for murder and 
plunder j the groans of those wtio were djiiig, and Ihe 
shrieks of such as were just going to be butchered, ncre 
every where heard ; the bodiet of the slain thrown out 
of the windows ; the cuurU and chambers of the houtes 
filled with them i the dead bodies of othcn dragged 
through the streets ; their bluod rannln? down the chan- 
Dels in such plenty, tliat torrents seemed tq.eroptj thcm- 
lelvei in the neighbouring river : and, in a word, an 
innumerable multitude of men, women with child, maid- 
ens, and children, were all involved in one common de- 
struction ( and the gates and eatraocci of the king's pa- 
lace all besmeared with their blood. 

Vrom the citj of Paris the massacre spread atmoiit 
throughout the whole kingdom. Id the citv of Mcaux 
they threw above two hundred into jail i and afler they 
bad ravished and killed a great number of women, and 

tilundered the houses of the Protestants, they executed 
beif fury on those tbey had imprisoned, ai>d calling 
them out oue by one, they were killed, asThuanusex- 

Sresses, like sheep in amarket ;, the bodies of soinenere 
ung into ditches, and of others into the river M^ne. 
In Orleans they murdered above five hundred men, wo- 
men, and children, and enriched themselves with their 
(poil. The lame cruelties were practised at Angers, 
Trojes, Bourges, La Charitt, and espcciallv at Lyons.

very mortifying; repulse frora bim. Uioniedon of Cyzi<'

fenU iirthe public treaaarj , and made it evid^it, by M 
noble a conduct, that pertuBS of honour ought, when 
they serve the (itiblic, to propose no other adtaatage to 
thenuelves than the honour oi acquit tbg themBelvei well 
of their duty. The republic, however, would not suf- 
fer ilielf to be eiceechtd. iu geueroMty of cefttimeiiU. 
The Kaole luut people came U> a resolution, Ibat the 
Unbassadurt , in consideration of the services they had 
rendered the state, should receive a sum of taoney equi- 
Talent to tiiat they had deposited in the public treasury. 
This indeed was an amiable contest between generosity 
and glory t and one is at a loss to know to which of the 
aolagoaists to ascrihe.the victory. Where ^allwe now 
findmeti who devote themselves in such a manner to the 
public good, without any interesled expectations of • 
■eturo I aud wtio eater lipon employroenis iu;tiie state 
without the l(»«t view of mridiine theiuselves ! 

But let me aJd too, where shall we find states utd 
princes who know how to enteeni and recDUipeiise merit 
in this manner I We may observe here, sa^i Valeriua 
Maximus, three fine models set before us, in the noble, 
liberality of I'lolemy, the disiuteEeited ipif it of the am- 
baisadors, and the grateful equity of Ihe Komans !

Another coniu) 
vai now to be choien ; btit where to find a nxaa fosia- 
•ed^f luch eminent abilitiei w could silence diicurd, re- 
concile the jnrrin^ lentiinenti of the people, act with 
moderation on tlie one hand, and resolution on tbe 
other, and have nothing no much at heart ai the g'ood 
of the republic, was extremely difficult. However, af- 
ter much deliberation, the choice fell on t. QuiDtU 
Cincinnatui. In conKoiience of which, the senate dis- 
patched deputies to invite him to take possession of his 
office. He was at that time at work la his field, hold- 
ing the plough himself. When he saw the deputiei of 
the senate, he stopped hli oxen, much surprised at the 
crowd of people, not knowing what thej wanted. One 
ofthe number advanced, and gave him notice to dress 
himself in a more rontenient garb; upon which be 
went into his cotta^^, put on his clothes, and came to ' 
those who waited lor him. Re was immediatelj saint- 
ed consul. The purple robe was put on him, thi) licton 
with their aies placed themseives before him to execute 
his orders, and he was desired to repair to Home. That 
guve him concern and affliclion : he was silent for some 
time, and shed tears. When he spoke, he onlj said, 
" My field then will not he sown this year." Happy 
times I Admirable simplicity I poverty was not uoiver- 
saliy practised, but it was esteemed and hoooored, and 
not considered as a disqnalificatron for the highest digni- 
ties of the slate. The conduct of Quintus, during his 
consnlsfiip, fully evinced what a noble nature, what 
coDstaaev, and what greatness of (out inhabited a poor 
wretched cottage. 

Qumtus, having entered upon office, informed him- 
self of all that haa passed in the Invasion of Herodonius, 
Taking occasion from thence to call an assembly of the 
people, he ascended the tribiinal of harang;ue9, and la 
a discourse full of spirit, resolution, and zeal for the 
public welfare, he first reproadied the senate for their 
mdolence and pusillanimity, in giving way t« the pre- 
tensions of the tribunes, whose wholemerU consists, he 
said, in making seditious S|)eeches, sowing discord he- 
tweeo the two orders of the state, and prevailing 1^ 
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flieir intrigne* la be continued two or tliree ;eM« ip of< 
£ce, and to act in it with tyrannical licence. The peo- 

Sle he »everely reprimanded for their diwrder* and rc- 
sUion ) and then, with an intrepidity that amazed^tlie 
■cuate, audgtriick terror iulo the people, be laid before 
them tbe vigoroiti measures he intended to piunue t from 
fthicb, he a«aured tlient, neither their power, their easy, 
nor their intrigues should ever divert him, Hii mea- 
Kircs being well concerted, and his resHilation invincible, 
he quickly appeased the tumult, and leimitated judiciary 
proceedings, which had been interrupted for man; years: 
Durin); the remainder of his consuUbip, he render^ jut- 
lire to all that applied for it ; and terminuted niOBt dla- 
5ute» in an amicable manner. He cuiitiuued the whole 
ay at his tribunal ; was always easy of access { and . 
whatever the aft'air to be contested might be, he acted 
relative to every one with tbc utmost good nature and 
moderation. By so wi*e a conduct he rendered the go- 
Temment of the nobility so agrecabte, ttiat the poor, 
the common people, and persons of the most contempt' 
(ible condition, had no louder occasion either to have re- 
course to the tribune* against the oppression of the pow- 
erful, or to demand new laws for trie esttLbllshnicnt of 
eiiuality in trials ; so much were iticy satislied with that 
which the consul') equity observed to all alike, and his 
impartiality in allafiMrN. 

So ueacefid a governnient could not fail of applause ; 
and the people, in comtequence, expresied their entire 
stitixfaction in it. But what charmed them was, that 
Quintua, upon the expiration of his tcrin, refused to he 
continued in office, witli no le«s constancy tlian he had 

Eain at lirst in accepting it. The senate in particular, 
>rgol nothing that might induce him to comply with 
being coulinued in the cuiuulsbip i but all their entrea- 
ties and solicitations were to no purpose. " Is it a won- 
der," (ays he, addressing himself to the senators, ■' that 
your authority should be de<piiied bv the people ? It is 
yourselves that render it coiLlemptible. - Beiause the

Having taken proper 
meaiures for Ihe security of the tapitol, he ordered atl 
who nere capable of hearing arms to*aw<entble before 
ran-Kt in the field of Mars I which was a(!cordtnrlj done | 
■with the utiiioit expedition. Then placing himself at I 
the head of the troops drawn up, not only for march- j 
ing, butforbattle, m co*e of necessity, beset out that 
rery night, and in a few hours they perceived tfaero- 
selves not far from the enemy. The dictator havirjes- 
amined the form andextentof the campof the^juias 
much as the right would admit, he made his army ex- 
tend itself around them. A pen era I engagement en su- , 
ed, in which the ^qui were totally defeated ; and in or- 
der to draw from them a public confession that their na< 
tion was conquered and subjected, he insisted that they 
should lay down their arms and pass underthe yoke.* 

Thedictalor abandoned the whole campof theenemj, 
which wa» very rifh, only to his own troops. As to the 
array under the consul Minucius, which had given way 
before tbe enemy, and been repulsedbackto their camp, 
be thought il an eilraordinary favour to remit them the 
punishment so shameful a cowardice had deserved.

tbe )-e:>r of Rome «5S ortSS. Thisotfice nad the repute 
to he the only safeguard of Ihe commonwealth in times 
tf danger, for the spnceoffour hundred years ; until5ylla 
and Julius Caesar, having converted it into atyranny, 
and rendered the very name odious, upon the murder of 
the latter a decree passed in the senate to forbid ttie uk 
' of it, upon any account whatsoever, for the future.

Then, turniox to the consul, " As for you, L. Minucl- 
ui,'' coutiuuea.he, "till you begin to have the spirit 
and ability of a consul, you shall commanil Ihesc Je<'ions 
only as lieutenant." Miuucius was accordingly obliged 
l»diveat himself of the consulship. 

Qiiintua returned to Rome, where be received the ho- 
nour of the most splendid triumph that ever adurnedanj 
general's suceeis ( tor having, in the spaieofsinleen days, 
during which be bad been invested with the dictatorsh^i, 
saved t^ Roman camp from the most evident dancer, 
defeated and cut to pieces the aimy of the enemy, taKen 
and plundered one of their finest cities, and ten a ear- 
risou ia it t and, lastly, gratefully repaid the TuscuUn», 
who bad sent an army to their aisisLaiice. 
r These were someamon^ manyothcr advantages which 
this great man rendered his country. Sensible of their 
oblig-ations, anddesirous lo couvincehipnof their regard 
and gratitude, the senate made him an oQet of as much 
of the lands be bad taEi.eQ from the enemy as he should 
think proper to accept, \7ith a;i many slaves and cattle 
as were necessary to stock them. Ue returned them bis 
thanks ia term* of great acknonle^gmeiit t but would 
acceut of nothing but a crown of gold, of a pound 
veizht, decreed mm by tiie army. He had no passioiji 
or tTewre beyond the field he cultivated, and the labori- 
ous life he had embraced ; more glorious and coiitentetf 
with his poverty, than tlic riciiest with their trcasiirfea. 

We may here observe, that (he sbioing examples ex- 
hibited by Quiutus, his love of poverty, his laborious in- 
dustry iacultivatine hislicld, his sober aiid frugal life, and 
faiszeal for servingniacouotryKirtftatii rcioard.werc then 
the manners of the pubhc, and consliluled the character 
of the Roman people. Examples of this kind made so 
profound an imjiression upffli them, that in the latter 
timei, when corruption- prevailed, and even under the 
MBperors, the same virtues wera esteemed in llie per- 
MMU wfao practised them t. which is a circumitancr 
not obierved of any other people.

What force, what power, hu virtue I* It lend* lit 
luttre to all that aurround) it, and Hnpnrla to ererj thio^ 
an irradiation of ^lurj and magniliceDce : whatever it 
touches becomes amiable, conspicuoui, and admirable, 
■lotnithitanding aa outiide that leenii only proper to 
excite contempt. 

WHEN Bresse wai taken by itorin from the Venetianf, 
the chevalier Bavard laved a'hou»e from plunder, whi- 
ther he bad retired to have a darigerou* wound dreft 
which he recdved in the iiege, aud secured the mistreM 
of the familj and her two daughters who were hid in it. 
At hU departure the Ifidj, as a mark of her gratitude, 
offered him a casket containing tfo thouiand five hun- 
dred ducats, which he ohslimttek refuied. But obserr- 
i^ that his refusal was very displeasing to her, and not 
cariug to leave her diMatisAcd, he consented to accept 
of her present, and catling to him the two jouug ladies 
> to take his leave of them, he pretented each of them 
with a thousand ducats, to he added to their portion, 
and left the remaining five hundred lo be distributed 
among the iBhahitanlitbat had been plnndered.

ofthat jaung prince, had a j;reat de»iT« to see him, 
ki thin conrt Jtiung Cy ms foand nerj different manners 
ftum those ofhii own countrj : pride, luxury, andmsg- 
nilkeoce, reigned here universatty ; afl winrh did nol 
_allect Cyrvj, who, without rritictaiag or condemning 
ii'hat besiiw, »as contented to lire as he had been 
broHcht np, and adhered to the principles he had im- 
bibea from his infuicy. Hecharmed his grandfather by 
hi) sprightlmcna and wit i and gained every body's fa- 
vour by hi.4 noble and en^a^Ing behaviour. Aatyagcs, 
to make his grandson unwilling to return home, made 
a sumptuous entertainment, in nhich tkere was a vast 
plenty and profusion of every thing that was nice and 
aciicate. All this ci^uiiite cbeer and> magnificent pre- 
paration Cyrus looked upon with great indifference. 
" The Persians," says he to the king, " instead of go-' 
mg !<ueh a round'about way (o appease their hanger, 
have a much shorter to the sanie end i a little bread and 
a few cresses with them answer thcpurpose." Astyagea 
desiring Cyras to dispose of all the meats as he thought 
tit, the latter immediately di-drihiited Uiem to the king's 
officers in waiting'; to one, because he taught bim to 
ride ; to another, because he waited nell uiron hi* 
grandfather ; alid to a third, becinse he took great 
care of his mother. Pacnis, the king's cup-bearer, wai 
the only person to whom he gave nothing. This officer, 
besides the post of cup-beare», had thallikewise of in- 
troducing these who were to have an audience of th« 
king I and as he did not erant that favour to Cjms ni 
often as he d«(ired it, be had the miiiforlime to ditpteaie 
thejtrioce, who took this Occasion lo show hia resent- 
ment. Astyages, testifying some concern at the neg- 
lect of this oDu-er, for whom lie had a particular regard t 
and who deserved it, as he said, on account of the won- 
derful dexteritv with which he served him : ** Is that 
atU, Sir f" replied Cyrus i " if that be sufGcient to me; 
fit your ^vour, you shall see I will t;iiicklj obtain it t 
for I T'ill take upon me to srrvc jou better than he.'' 
IniDiediatuly Cyrus \i equipped as a cup-bearer ; aud ad- 
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TUiciK grATelf, with a serioni counteiUDCC, aut^kim 
upon oi> ibuiilder, aud huldiiig the cup nic«l]' with . 
three of his fingers, be prcsenl^^ it to the king with- 4 ' 
Oexlerity and grace that cbariued both A»t}a°;t's and h'u 
mother Maodnna. When he had duue, he flung liiaisflf 
upon his graod/alhcr'a necl^, and kiiuinj; him, cried out 
with great joy, ■* Sucra>, poor Sacraa, thou art un- 
ioul ; I lihall have Ihj^ place." A«ljaget eiubruced 
him with great ronduest, and «aid, " i am niiglity weM 
iileased, mj bob i uoboJj can serve with a better tfrucc : 
Dut you have forgut one essential ceremouj-, wliicii a 
thai of tasting." And iiidue.l the cup-hearer via* used 
to pour some of the liquor isito hii left-hand, and to tpite 
it, before he presented it to the Liag. '- No," replied 
Cyrus t " itwa&uot Ihroagb forgetfuloets lliat I mnit- 
teil that ceremouj ." "Why, then," ■»}> Astyages t 
" fior wiiat reason did you omit it (" '* tiecauie 1 ap- 
prehended there was poison in the hquor." " I'oisou, 
child I how could you think so 1" *' Vea, poison,*' 
papa : For not long ago, at an entertainment vou gave 
' to the lordj of your court, afler the quests bad drank a 
little of that liquor, 1 perceived all tbeir heads nere turn- 
ed ;.they sung, made a noise, and talked they did liot 
know what ) jou yourself seemed to have forgotteo 
that you were a kiilg, and tliey tliat they were subject t 
and when you would have danced you could not stand 
upon your legs." " Why," says Asljaget ; " have ; ou 
never seen ifie same thing happen to your father >"

Koiac« had hii arm ralaed in order to ilrike bim b»< 
biiidi be covered the kins with hiH sliieM, and cut ufT 
the barbarian's hand. HellcDice his siatcr hnd nuned 
^kiander, and he loved her irilh as much tendemeH as 
if she had been hin aim mother. As the king, froni these 
Kveral cuntiderationa, had a v«ry great respect for Cl:- 
tm, he intrusted bim with the govennnent of one of the 
tuust important prorincea of his empire i and ordered 
bhn to set out the next daj. In the evening, Clituiwai 
invited to ai) enterlainmeiit, in which the king, after 
drinking to exeei*, began to celebratefais own exploits ; 
and was so extesiiveljmvish of »elf-commendiition,that 
he e«en shocked those very persons who knew what be 
fpoke was in general true, llitus, who bv Ihii time, ai 
well as the rest of the company, was equally intoxicated, 
began to relate the actioui of Philip, and his wars la 
Greece, preferriiig tbem to whatever was done by Alex- 
Duder. Though the king was prodigioDsly vexed, be 
neverlhelem stflied his resentment ; and it is probaUa 
that he would have quite snpprened his passion, bai 
Ctitus stopped there ; but the latter groving more and 
more talkative, as if determined to exasperate and insult 
the king, he was commanded to leave the table, *' "" 



He will do well to pass his life aitjong barbarians and 
daves, who will pay adoration to his Persian girdle, and 
his white robe." The king, no longer able to suppress 
bis rage, snatched a javelin from one of the guards, and 
'would have killed Clitus on the spot, had not the cour- 
tiers withheld his arm, and Clitus been forced, with great 
difficulty, out of the hall. However, he returned into 
it that moment by another door, singing, with an air of 
jnsolence, verses reBecting highly on the prince, v>ho, 
seeing the general near him, struck him with his javelin 
dead at his feet, crying out, at the same time, ■* Go 
now to Philip, to Pamienio, and to Attains." 

As so<m as the king was capable of reflecting seriouriy 
on what he bad done, his crime displayed itself to hiiu 
in the blackest and most dreadful light : for though Cli- 
tus li»d committed a great and Inexcusable fault, yet it 
Must be conicssed, that the circuuulances of the tisto- 
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^hM eitenttkl« in some degree, or throw id leitie tntia- 
■ure, a veil over Cl'itut' couduct. When a kiDg makes 
a aabjcct his companion in adcbnuch.hcsceina, on stick 
aa occuioD, to forget hi» diguilj', and ta permit Ui> 
■ubjectf to fureet it b1m> i he gives a lanctiun, ai it 
mtre, to the libertiea, familiarities, anil tndden tiiffhtt 
which wine commonly impires. A fault, comraittcoun- 
der these circnnutancet, i* alnays a. fault ( hut then it 
ought never to be expiated with the blood of the uflen- 
der. Thii Alexander had generuiitj enough to scknow* 
ledge I and, at the tame time, perceived that he had 
done the vile office of an executioner, in punishing, bj 
«ii horrid murder, the uttering some iikdiKreet wordu, 
irhich ought to be imputed lo the fumes of wine. Upon 
this, be threw himself upon hu friend's bodj, forced out 
the javelin, and would nave ditpaiclied hifnself with it, 
had he not been preieuted b^ nis guards. He paawd 
tliat night and the next da; in tears, stretched on the < 
f reuitd, and ventii^ only groans and deep sighs.

ALEXANDBR, having inTited seTeral of hi) frietid* 
and geiteral officer) to simi>er, proposed a crown aa a 
reward lor liim who atiould drink nio«t. lie nhn ci>it* 
quer«d oo Uii« occasion »a« PFuoiBcbiig, wbo »«iilluii> 
ed Tuurteea measures iif wine, tliat is, ei^bteen or tuoii- 
tj pintL After receiving tbe prize, which waj n cniwa 
worib a talent, i. e. about a tbouwad crowns, be sur- . 
vivedbi* victor; but three da j*. Ur the reU of the 
gueiti, iorly died of tbeir intemperate drinking. 

WHEN tbiiianteprinee vat at BabjloD, after having; 
spent a whole night in carousing, a second wai propos- 
edtobim. He metaccordinglj, and tliere were twen- 
ty guest* st table. Ue drank to thehealth of ever; per- 
nm in companj, and then (iledged them severallj. Af~ 
tcr tfait, calling for Hercules' cup, which held an in- 
credible 4]uautit;, it was filled, when be poured it ail 
down, .dnnking to a Macedonian of tbe company, Pro- 
teaa b; name t and afterwards pledged him again, in 
the lame furious and estravagant bumper. lie bad no 
■Doner swallowed it, than be fell upon the floor. " Here, 
thai, (cries Seneca, describiug the fatal effects of drunk- 
enness) this hero, unca]iauered bf all tbe toils of pro- 
digiouK-marcbei, exposed to tbe dangers of siegei and 
cotubals, to the most violent extremes of beat and cold i 
here he lies subdued by his intemperance, and struck to 
the earth by tbe fatal cup- of Hercules." In this condi- 
tion he was seized with a fever, which in a few days 
terminatedin death. He was thirty-two yean and eight 
monUiRold, of which be had reigned tweive. No one. 
My* Plutarch and Arrian, suspected then that Alexan- 
der had been poisoned ; tbe true poison which brought 
him to tbii end was wine, which has killed many thou- 
sands besides Alexander. It was, says Feneca, Intem- 
perantiu b^endi : et Ule Herculatteui acfatalin Scgphm 
eonJidit. EpisL S3. 

ANACHONIS the philosopher beins asked liy what 
meam a man might best guard against tbe vice of dmnk- ' 
15 
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ennesK -> be made Mtfver, " By bearing constantl; 19 
his view the toalhtoine, iadMent behaviour of such a* 
are iiituxical^ in this inannpr." Upoa this principlir, 1 
■uppoM, ^B9 founded the custom of the Lacedemoniani, 
-sf exposing their drunken slaves to their ditldren, who 
bv that mcaui conceived an early averaion to a vice 
which makes men appear lomoDstrout and irrational. 

DIOSYSmS the younger, tyrant of Syracuse, was so 
addicted to this enervating fotty, that he would some- 
times be drunk for a week or ten days together. By 
. this means he ruined his eonititution, impaired hia fa- 
cullies, and became so cruel, ridiaulous, aad contemp- 
tible, that for their own preservation and bappioeu hit 
aubject* were obliged to dethrone him. 

THE ion of Cyrillhi, in a drunken fit slew that hol« 
man his father, and then most inhumanly put to deatn 
his mtilber, who was at that lime bij^ with chtM. He 
treated liis sisters with great barbsuityi and forcibly de- 
flowered one of them.

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take all upon creil'it, and it is mutli in the power uf the 
flr*t coiner to itrite «aint or tlevil upon it, which of Uie 
two he pleases i so that one »Iep out of the waji of the , 
iontitutioii i* eoough to poison the peace aud reputation 
of a whole life.

It is observed, that educutiim is gcueraliy the worse 
in proportion to the wealth uf the pHrents. Many are 
apt to think, that to dance, fence, speak. French, and 
to know how to behave among great persons, compi'e- 
hends the wholeduty ofn gcutlcoan ; which opinion 
is enough to de«troy all the seeds of know led;;e, honour, 
wisdom, and virtue among us. To be prudent, honest, 
and good, are Infinitely higher acroniplishmeuts, lliuu 
. the hein^ nice, florid, learned, or all that which the 
world calls gre:!! scholars ami fine gentlemen.

Dndness. The various passions aod aSeciioni of hu- 
man nature beein very early to exert and display them- 
selves I and if they are not propcHy restrained and 
directed, will of necessity have a fatal and uneoar 
querable influence over the whole tenor of our live*. 
If wc give up the reins to appetite at an aee when 
reason is too weak to guide them, and suffer. the 
will to rul^ with despotic sway, uncontrolled by judg- 
ment, and unawed by paternal authority, every vice 
will gain strength by hxbit, and every propensity to evit 
will take such deep mot in the soul, as never to be ex- 
tirpated. )f the cnild be never corrected, it is most pro- 
bable that the man will never be virtuous t and it the 
child be always complied with, the man will be alway* 
unhappy. 

If we want to know the causes of al! the absurd me* 
thods In the education of youtb, they may be traced to 
one source. The low prices at first eslabhshed, and still

EUGEKIO in juHtout of his rainorilj, aod-in tlie lnen> 
t*-*ectiiid jear oCliilage: he praclist's Ihc man milh aU 
tnat virtue aad decetii:^ that makes bis father's arqiisin- 
twnce covet liis ivinpanv i nud indeed tliej mat leais 
b; his discoiirtie the art of f^oiid reasoning, ai well a» th* 
pretvpts of religion from his raaiuple. He i» an en- 
tertaining conrpaiiion to the gay young gentlemen hit 
eijuals : and yet divine- and [ttiilosophers take a plea- 
sure to have Eugenio amongst Iheni. He is careMed 
by hiB siTperton in honour and yenrs i and though be h 
released from the discipliiie of parental education, yet he 
treats the lad^ bis mother with all tbe afiectiouate dut; 
that could be desired or deuiaudcd of him lua years ago: 
bis father is conlonl to see his own youth o<it«huue by 
fats son, and cuntesses that Eugenio already prwnifet 
greater things than Agathos did at thirty. 

If you ask whence these happy qualities ariie, I grant 
there was some fuundalion for Iheiu in his tery nature, 
there was something of a complexional virtue mingled 
with his frame i but it is much mere owing to the wise 
conduct of his parents from his very infancy, and tha 
bleising of Divine Grace attending their labours, their 
prayers, and thrir hopes. 

Ue was trained up from tbe very cradle to all the du- 
ties of infant virtue, by the allurements of love and re- 
ward, suited to bis age t and never was driven lo prac- 
tise any thing by a frown or a. basty word, where it was 
possible for kinder affections to work the same effect by> 
indulgence and delay. - , 

As fast as his reasoning powers began to appear and 
exert themselves, they were conducts in an easy track 
ofthou^t, to find out and observe the reasunahlenes* 
of every part uf his duly, and the lovely character of a. 
child obedient to reason and to his parents' willt while 
every departure from duty was shown lot>e so contrary, 
to reason, as laid an early foundation for cwiscience ta 
work upon i consciehce b^an hicre to assume its office,' 
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■nd to maoifoat iti autboiit j in dicUtet, sad reprtuift, 

Mid reflections uf mind, peaceful iic,pai[]ful, ac^^ordiuj 
to liU bei]»vii>ur. W'hea bU pareats observed tlii« in- 
ward monitor to awake in bU soul, tbe) could better 
tnHt hiis out of tkair tight. 

When be becsme capable of coocelviog of an almigh* 
tj asd tnviuble Beiog, who made tbUnorJd and ever; 
«i!«ature in it, be was tatubt t« paj all due [ej:!U'd to 
tbit Gtwl hia M^er ; aad uota tJie autiu>rily aud iove at 
bit fatlier oa earth, be iiaa led t« form rigbt ideas (aa 
for aa childhood Mrmitted) of tbe power, goveniinent, 
aod gAodusH of Uic uBiTewd and uiprcme Falber wf all 
B baayen* 

He waa iafotio^ irby puuiihtncot was due to sji of-- 
i«noe agkiBA God «r his paregtj, thad: bit iew miebt be- 
<CODW an useful pM»ioa to aw alien and guard his vir- 
tue t but he was instructed, at the aame time, thai 
where be heartily repented of a iatilt, and rcturnfd to 
Jus duty vith new diligeace, there was foigivmeca U> be 
t>i)tgiaEd both of God and man. 

When at any time a IJciend interceded for bim bo hiit 
fatbef, after he had been guiUy of a fault, be was bcre- 
Ikj, directed into the doctrine of Jeius, \he leediator bo- 
twecn ;God and roan ) asd thus he knew bini aaauJoter- 
coMOr, before he couU well uuderstaiid theaotiou of bia 
4a«r ifiee aad atonement. 

Id hit j'sHUKBr jeact he passed but twice under tbe 
oorreclion of the rod i once fur a bt of abilimcy and 
peFa■«ti^^ in a .fala^iood t then he «aa giveo up to te- 
we chwtisemaiU, aud it diiuulled and cured the aulleii 
huisoar for ever : and once foe the coatemy t of hit mo- 
tbcr's anthorit J be esdured the ecoury c agaiiu and be 
waoletltt DO [Dore. 

He was enticed somelimct to tli« love of lellers, hj 
making hit Icaaon a reward of tome doreesticdutj ; aud 
a ^naittion tu pursue tome parts of leaniiug \ras tlie 
appointed rccu«»pcD«« of bis diligeiice aud iii)piu';;oii)i:ut 
inothera. 

There nai notbiog required of hit menxirj but «hat 
was first (as far a» possible) let into his aiiJerstaudii^ t 
and b} proper imajces and rcpresentatiout, suited to his 
jear*i be was tai^ld to fonp some coacc|itiou of the 
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Ihinft detcribol, before he wai bid to Team the wordi 
bj heart. Tims he was freed from the danger of Irea- 
Riir'mg up tbe rant and jar^n of mere names, instead of 
the hchei of mlid knowledge. 

Where any abstruse and difficult nolioni occurred u 
hi* CDurte of learning, his preceptor postponed tbem till 
be had gone through that subject in a more inperficiil 
waj t for this purpose he passed (vice through alt the 
(ciences t and to make tbe doctrine* of Christiaaitj' eaaj 
to him m his childhood, he had two or three Cetechiiou 
composed bf hii tutor, each oftbem suited to his niere 1 
early or more improTcd capacitv, till at twche yean 1 
old ne was thought (it t« learn tnat public form, whi<^ I 
is more uaiversall; taught Rnd,approved. 

Ashe was inured to reasoning from his childhood, m | 
he was instructed to proveever; thing, according to tbe 
nature of the subject, by natural or moral ai^umenta. 
as far as vean would admit : and thus he drew much of . 
his earij knowiei^e from reason or from revelation b^ 
the force of hii judgment, and not raerd; from hi* 
teachers by the strength of bis memorj. 

Hii parents were persuaded indeed that they oBght te 
teach him tbe principles of virtue while he was -a chiM, 
•nd the most imftortaiit truths of religion both natural 
and revealed, before he was capable of deriving them 
from the fund of his own reason, or of framing' a reB- 
Kion for himself out of so large a book as the Bible. 
Tbey thought themselves under the obligation of that 
divine command, " Train np a child in^e way that be 
■hould go, and when he is old he will not depart from 
it." And therefore from a child they made him ac* i 
quainted with the Holy Scriptures, and persuaded him 
tobdievethatthe^ were given by theiiupiretion af God, 
before it was possible for him to take in the ailments 
from reason, history, tradition, &r. which must be 
Joined together to confirm the sacred canon, and prove 
Uie several books of the Bible to be divine. Thus, like 
Timolliy, ■• he continued in tbe things whidi he had 
karned, and had been assured of knowmg of whom be 
had learned them." Yet as his years advanced, they 
thought it requisite to show him the solid and ratiouu 
foundations of his faith, that his hope might he bt^ 
opou the authority of God and not of mea. 
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After he arrited at flfleen, he wtu niflereil to admit 
nuthln^inlo hii full assent, till hii miiut bhw the rational 
evidence uf the propeaiUun itself ; or at least till he felt 
the power uf those reutunc which obliged him to nuent, 
Hpon moral evidence ami teslinioiiy, where the cii- 
deoceiof lense or of reason were not to be expected. 
He knew that he wasnntio hope for mathematical prout* 
that there is a pope at Rome, that the Turks have do- 
Kiinion over Juden, that St. Paul wrote an Epiilte lo the 
Bonians, that Christ was crucified without the g'atcs uf 
Jerusalem, and that in three days time he roU from the 
dead ; and }et that there i^Just and reBKinaltle eviileuce 
to enforce and support the belief of atl these facts. 
Where truths vrcre loo sublime for present comprehen- 
sion, be would never admit them as a part of his faith 
■til! he saw the full evidence of a speaking tiod and a di- 

His tutor never imposed aejr tkhtg on him «ilh a ina- 
psterial air) but bj way of advice recommended to him 
luch studies and such methods of improvement, ai his 
experience had long approrert ; he gave frequent hints 
of the danger of sonie opiiiionn, and the fatal conse- 
qoences of some modish and mistaken principles. He . 
let him know generally what Bentimenlahe hiniself em- 
braced among the divided opinions of the ag» i aod v hot 
clear aiid comprehensive knowledge, what satisfaction 
•f jiM^ment, serenitT of mind, and peRce of cuu science, 
were to be foundin the principles which he had chosen i 
hot he exhorted his pupil still to choose widely fur him- 
ielf, and led him onward in the sciences, and, in com- 
mon and sacred atfairi, to frMne his own sentiments by 
just rules of reasoning. Thongh Eugenio did not super- 
■titiously confine his belief to llie opmioniof his instruc- 
tor, yet he could not but love the man that indulged 
bim Hitch a liberty of thought, and gave him such an 
admirable clue, by which he let himself into the secrets 
of knowledge, human and divine : thus, under the hap- 

(y and insensible influences of so prudent a supervisor, 
e traced the paths of learning, and enjoyed the un- 
speakable pleasure of bcin^ his own teacher, and of 
Iraming his opinioea him«elf. Bv this means he began ■ 
early to use hu reason with fteea^m, and to jndge tor 
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binuelf, wilhout a aerrile lubmUsioii to the luitiioritf of < 
others I and jet to pa; a jnst and wlcma deference U j 
persons of age and experience, wid particularly to ttoie i 
who were the proper and appointed guides of his youUii 
and who led hiin uo so gentlj in the paths of koowled^ ' 

He was not kept a stranger Ut the errors «ad foUiet of 
maukind, nor was he let loose amoi^st them, cither li 
books- or ill company, without a guard and a guide. 
Bis preceptor lei him know tba gross mistakes and air 
quities of men, ancient and modern, but inlaid him wilb 
proper principles of truth and virtue, and fiimiihed hiu 
with such rules of judgment, af led him mor« easily to 
distinguish betneeii good and bad i and thus be was i^ 
cured against the iufoctioo and th* poison, both of the 
living and the dead. 

Be had early cautions giicB him to avoid tbe baato^ 
ing tribe of ni[>r[aii, and was instructed to distinguvdi a 
jest from an argument, so that aloud Inii^ at bi« reli> 

S'on never putft him uor his faith out ot cauntenanco. 
e is ever ready to render a reason of his Christian ko^ 
and to defend his Creed ; but he scorns lo enter the lislt 
vtith such a disputant that ban no artillery but squib and 
flash, no arguments besides grunacejiDd ridicule. Tluu 
he supports the cliaracter ot a Christiau. with hoaaur: 
he confines his faith to bis Bible, and his practice to a|l 
the rules of piety ; and yet thinkf as freely as that vaio 
herd of Ath<;islSAud Deists who arrojfate the name of 
Free-tb inkers to themselves. 

You will inquire, perhaps, how he came to attain so 
man); a conduct in lilc at so early an age, aod how eva- 
ry thing of llie boy uas «om oK «• soon. Truly, bo- 
lides otner intlucncea, it is much oivinz to the uapf^ 
monB^emeut of Erastc, (the name of the lady bis mo- 
Iher) she was fiequeut iu the aursciy, aud inspired sen. 
timeutu iuto his diiluiiood bei-jxning Liper vcart. When 
there was company in the parhiur, wilii whom she could 
use such a freedom, she brought hor son in among tbcin, 
not to entertain tbitm with hit own uuisc and tattle aud 
imperii DtaKe, but to hear tbeif ditcourt«, aud some- 
times to answer a little question or two Ihcy might ask. 
him. When- he was grown up tu a youth, be was otUB 
■draitted into (iiQ room wiUi bjs faJbec's acq^iaintauMi 
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uidinM indulged Oielikertj to aakand inqnuv <hi sub- 
jcclfl that seemed to be Bbeveliis years : be was encou- 
r»|;ed to speak a sentence or two of his own thougbts, 
and thui to learn and practise a modest assurance. Bat 
when tbe compan; was goae, he -was approred and prau- 
ed if he behaved well, or received kind liints of admoiu- 
tion that be might kno«r when he had been too silent, 
and wben too forward to apeak,. Thus, b^ enjoying the 
SidvantA^ of society above the level of his own age and 
Understanding, he was always aspiring to imitotidn i 
md the exceMes and defects of his conduct were daily 
noticed tad cared. 

' Hi* curiosity was gratified abroad with new sights and 
scenes as often as his parents coald do it with coavesi- 
ence, tbat he might not stare aod woader at every 
strange object or occuirence i but he was made patieat 
of restramt and ditappointmeint, when heseeoiea to in- 
dulge an excessive desire of any needless diversion. If 
' he so>igfat any criminal pleasures, or diversions atledded 
I with great danger and inconvenience, the pursuit uf tliMn 
was absolutely forbidden ; but it was done in so kind a 
a manuer, as made the guilt or peril of them appear in 
the strongest light, and thereby they were reiideredhaU- 
ful or formidabte, rather than the objects of wish or de- 

When Eugenio first began to go abroad in the world, 
his companions were recoramenikd to him by the pru- 
dence of htspamits ; or if he chose them himself, it was 
still within tbe reach of his tutor's observation, or the 
notica of his father's eye : nor was he suffered to run 
loose into promiscuous company, till it appeared that 
his mind was furnished with steady principles of virtue, 
till he bftd knowledge «iough to defend those principles, 
and to repel the assaults tiiat might be made upoa bis 
faith and manners. 

Yet it was hardly thought fit to trust him to his own 
conduct for whole days together, lest he should meet 
with temptations too hard fi>r his virtue, till he hadgiiin- 
ed resolution enough to say na boldly, and to niatntain 
an obstinate refusal of pernicious pleasures. He wa» 
.told beforehand how the profane and the lewd w^atd 
Bse all the arts of addfess, aud haw subtilely tliey woidd 
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BractMeii|MD bis gocx) humour with powerfal lutd tempt- 
tag import unitie*. This Kt him ever upou hU guin; 
uui tbouKli he carried hi* aweetueM of temper alwajt 
^>out wifli him, yet he learnedto conceal it wherew- 
Aver it nil neither proper nor infe to appear. Bj a, .Ii^ 
tie converte in the world, he found that it was neceaaarj 
to he pnaitiie, bold, aai unmoreable in rejectii^ evei; 
proposal which might endanger hii charMter or hia me- 
ral* : especiailT as he loon became lenBible that a uA 
■ntl cold denial gave courafe to new attacks, and left 
him liahle to be teized with fresh Mlicitations. He laJ 
down tbii tkercfore for a constant rule, that where bif 
reason had determined anj practice to be either plainly 
■inful, or utterl J inexpedient, he wauld give so firm* 
denial, upon the principles of virtue and religion, » 
should for ever discourageany farther soli citaUons. Tbii 
gate him the character of a raanof resolute virtue, ewn 
among the rakes of the time, nor was he ever esteemed 
the lew on tliis account. At first indeed he thought it a 
happy victory which he had gotten oter himself, when | 
he could defj the shame of the world, and resolve to be 
a Christian in the face of vice and infiilelit'; : he ■ found 
tlte shortest way to conquer this foolish ahamewas to re- 
nounce it at once : then it was easy to practise singula- 
rity amidst a profane multitude. Aud when he began 
to get couraee enough to profei) resolute piety without 
a biusb, in the midst of such company as this, Agathut 
and Kraste thee permitted their son to travel abroad, 
and to see more of the world, under the protectioD of 
their dailj prayers. His .first tour was through the , 
■eighbounn^ counties of England i he aflerwards eo- i 
larged the circuit of hi* travels, till he had visited fo- 
reign naltoiiB, and learned the value of his own. 

Id short, the restraiuts of his yuunger years were lem- | 
percd with so much liberty, and managed with such pm- 
dence and tenderness, and thpse bonds of disciplini 



radually loosened as fast as be grewnise enough to 

Evera himself, that Eugeitio alwayscarrled about with 
n an inuard conviction of the great love and wisdom 



of his parents and his tutor. The humours of the child 
now and theo felt some reluctance against Uie pious dis- 
cipline of his pareuts t but uvn he is arrived at maa's 
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«d»te, there it nothioff tlut he looki back ii|>oii with 
greater tatUfactton than the iteps of their conduct, anil 
tbe.inBtance* of his own lubmisatou. He ofleo recounti 
these thiup with pleuure, ni some of the chief faTonn 
of beaveiit ithereDy he waa guarded through all the dan- 
Eera and follie* of youth and childhood, and effectuallj. 
k^t, through Divioe Grace operating bj these happj 
meaoa, from a thouaand lorrowB, £ai perhapi from 
eTerlaitiiig ruin. 

Though lie haa been released lome jeart from the 
■trictneo of paternal goienimrait, yet heitill make* hif 
parents hi* cfaoaen uienda ( and though they ceate to 



t notice of their inclination*. You ihall never 
find him resisting and debating against their deiirei and 
propensities in little common thing* of life, nhich are 
iDdifferent in themselves ; he thinks it carries in it too 
much contempt of those whom God and nature rei)uire 
him to honour. Whensoever be enters into any impor- 
tant action of life, be lakes » 6[]»i pleasure to seek ad- 
vice from hit worthy parents « and it is uneasy to him 
to attempt any thing of moment without it. He does 
not indeed universally practise all their sentiments, but 
be gain* their consent to follow his own reason and 

Some of the wild young gentlemen of the age mav 
happen to Ungh at "him for being so much a boy still, 
and for showing such subjection to the old folks (as they 
' call them.) With a scornful smile lliey bid him *■ Break 
oR'his leadiog-slrings, and cast away his yokes of bon- 
dage." But for the most part he observes, that the 
same persons shake offall yokes at once, and at once 
break the bonds of nature, duty, and religion: they pay 
hut little regard to their Superior in heaven, any more 
iJian to Ihiiee on earth, and have forgotten God and 
Iheir parents together. •' Nor will i ever be moved 
(says he) with the reproaches of those who make ■ jest 
of things sacred as well as civil, and treat their mother 
wid their Mdier with the same contempt." 

rUROKISSA, wUen her daughters were little chU- 
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dren, nicd to fpenil some bouTgdnit}' in the BumiR^, 
and [aught the joung creatures to retite many a vreKf 
passage out o't the liible, berore tfaey were capaiMe af 
reading it themselve* ; jet at six yearn i>U they (■ead Ebe 
scriptures with ease, and theo they rejoiced to tiiul' the 
nme stories in Geimis and in the Gaskets which their 
taother had taught them before. As Ibeir yearskdv^- 
erf, thev were adimtl«d into the beat cDOrenation, and 
had siii^ books put into their hands as might BcquaiaC 
them with the Yulei of prudence uid pieM in an essj 
sud familiar way : the reading the lives of eminent p^- 
sons who were examples of this kiud, was one of the 
dailymethods she used at once to induct and enterlali 
them. By such meanii, and others which she- wisetf 
adapted to their adTanrin^ age, thef had' all the know- 
ledg« bestowed upon the rii that coutd be supposed pro- 
per for women, and that might render their ctmraeto' 
noDOurable and useful in the world. 

Long has Phronina known, that domeslic virtues Me 
the bn.iiness and the honour of her sex. Nature aad hit- 
ton agree to a^urc her, that the conduct of the hoBW- 
hold is committed to the women, and the precepts and 
examples of Scripture confirm it.

Though her circumstances were coniid^rable 
in the world, yet, by her own exuuple, she made her 
children know, that a frequent visit to the kitchen- was 
uot beneath their slate, nor the common menial ^airs 
too mean for their notice, that they might be able here- 
after to manage their own house, and not be directed, 
imposed upon, and perhaps ridiculed by their own sm^ 

The; were initiated early in the science of the needle, 
and were bred up skilful in all the plain and Howery arli' 
of it ; hut it was uevcr mode a task nor a toil to theui, 
nor d',d they waste their hours in those nice and tedious 
works, which cost our female ancestors seven years of 
their life, and stitches without number.

Yet she perpctua]]; insinuated tl'ie su- 
perior ileligbts of the, c]os-.:t, and tempted them hy all 
invitjog methods to the love of devout retirement. 
fVheuMieier she seemed to distinguish theiii by ayy pe-

njiug virtue.

li^NUfC ihe loved not to be remarkably linzul 
thing* of indiSereoCe, vet the took care alwaji lo 
teacE them t» diittuE^uh gay folly and aRected eitrv 
TafaBcefromnaturafdeceaciei, both in furniture and 
ivare>* i their rank in the world was eminent : but they 
never appeared the fint, nor the highest in any new- 
fangled fornu of attire. B? her wiie example and in- 
structions she had HI formed their minds, as to be able 
to aee gannenti more gaudy,and even more modish than 
their own, without envy or wishes. They could bear 
to 6nd a trimming set on a little awry, or the plait of 
a garment ill-ditposed, without making the whole house 
and the day uneasy, and the lun and heavens smile upaa 

Phroniisa taught them the happy art of mtmaging t 
vitit with some useful improvement of the hour, and 
withoyt offence. If a word of scandal occurred in com- 
pany, it wassooD diverted or supjiressed. The children 
were charged lo speak well of their neighbours as far u 
ti'ulh would admit, and to be silent as to any thing be> 
sides ! but when the poor or the deformed were mention* 
ed in discourse, the aged, the lame, or the blind, thoss 
ub^ts xere handled with the ulaiost tenderness : no- 
thmg could displease Phronissa more than to hear a jest 
thrown upon natural infirmities : she thought there was 
something sacred in misery, and it was sot to be touch- 
ed with a rude band. AU reproach and satire of tbif 
kind was for ever banished where she came i and if ever 
raillery was indulged, vice and wilful folly were the con- 
staat subjects of it. 

Person* of distinguiAed character* she always distin- 
guished in her respect, and trained up her familv to pay 
Bie same civilities. Whensoever she named her own 
parents, it was with high Teaeration and love, and there- 
''- ibe naturally led her children to give due honour to 
heir superior rdalives. 

Though it is the fashion of the age to laugh at tbe 
priesthood in all forms, and to teach every boy to scolT 
at a laiDister, Phronissa paid double bouovri to them 
who laboured in the word uifl doctrioe, when their p«r- 
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umal 1idia*ioar inheld the ^ignitj of their office i for 
■he wai petmatlea St. Paul wma & better director than 
the gay centlemBn of the mode. Besides, ihe wiiel; 
coniidered that a contempt of tbeiri>enoiu would ne- 
cetnrily bring with it a coatempt of all tbeir mintflra- 
tiMU : and then she might carry her daughter! to Ui* 
church u much at Ae pleased ; out preachin<; and pray- 
tngi and all sacred thingi, would grow despicable aiid 
lueleM, when they had SrA learned to make a jeit of 
the preacher. 

But are these youiu; ladies always confined at borne ? 
Are Ihej ncrer lufrered to see the world I Yes, and 
soaietimet without the guard of a mother too i though 
Phronisaa is so well beloved by her children, that they 
would very seldom choose to go wiUiout her. Their 
■ouls were inlaid betimes with the priuciples of virtue 
and prudence ; these are their constant guard i nor do 
tbcy ever wish to make a visit where their mother has 
reason to suspect tbeirisafety. 

They have freedom giten them in all the common af- 
fairs of life to choose for themselves ; but they take 
ipleaiure, for the most part, in referring the choice back 
agftia to their seniors. Phronisia has managed the re- 
■Iraint of their vouDger years with so much reason and 
love, that tbey have seemed all tbeir lives to know no- 
thing but liberty ; an admonition of their parents nieeU 
with cheerful compliance, and is never debated. A wish 
or desire has the same power over them now, as > com- 
mand had in their infancy and childhood i for the com- 
mand was ever dressed in the softest language of autho- 
ritT, and this made every act of obedience a delight, till 
it became an habitual pleasure. 

In short, tliey have been educated with tucfa discre- 
^on, tenderness, and pidy, at have laid a foundatioa 
to make them happy and useful in the rising age : their 
farents with pleasure view the growing nrospect, and re- 
turn daily thanks to Almighty God, WDOse blessing hai 
attended tbeir watchful cares, andha«tluis far Niswered 
their most fervent devotions.

'Sobarraniit captain of his ^ard), to present him, ac- 
cord lug to cuitom, with a drawn sword, the badge of 
' fail office, he used theie memorable words : Pre mc i it 
neirar, in me : " Employ this aword for me j but tuttt 
it, if 1 deaerve it, against me."

' He diowed none of hU freedraen any share m the ad- 
miaiatration, telling them, that he, and not Ihej/, wal 
invested with the aoverei^ power i and therefore wam- 
iog tlitm not to assume any authority inconaiatent with 
Iheir rank. Someperaons baring a suit with one of ' 
them, Eui7thmuB, and scemius to fear an impeiiU 
freedom, Trajan assured them tnal the cause should be 
heard, discuaaed, and decided, according to the strict- 
est lawg of justice i adding, " For neither is he Polycle- 
tns, nor 1 Nero." Pol^clelu* waa that cruel prlne^i 
freedmun, infamous for his rapine and injuatice. 

The sanie excellent prince, having assumed the fasces, 
in thepresence of the people, hound himaelf by'a solemn 
onth to observe (he lans t declaring, " That what was 
forbidden to private citizens wns equally forbidden to 
princea, nho, a« they are not above the taws, are no 
tesa bnund than the meanest of .the populnce to confonn 
to them. ' Hence to the jiublic vows, which were in the 



perit7 of the emperur, he added theie condition* : " If 
he Bhtervet tht lamt i if he govern/ the repubUe ai ha 
pugkt I if he proewvt the kappineit tff the people."

THB PRsians thought it reaMmable to put the gooi 
aa wel) as the evil, the merits of the ofieader at well a* 
Ifaedemerits, into the scales of justice : nor was itjnst, 
in their opiaion, that one single crime should obliterata 
all the good actions a mao hEul done during his life t be- 
came it might ratbef be considered as au effect of hu- 
man frailty, than of a coafirmed malignity of miod> 
Cpon this principle it was that Uariui, having coademik- 
ed a Judge to death for some preTarication in his office> 
and afterwards calling to mind the important services 
he had rendered both the stale and the rojal family, re- 
voked the sentence, at the very moment of it* going to 
be executed ; and acknowledged, that he had pronounc- 
ed it with more precipitation than wisdom. But 0«« 
important and esseutial rule which they observed in their 
juagment* was, in tha first place, never to condemn 
uty person without bringing his accusei to his face, and 
without giving hira time, and all other means necessary 
for defending himself agaiuit the articles laid to hii 
chu^i ana in the second place, if the pertou accused 
was foniid innocent, to inflict the very same punish- 
ment upon the accuser as the other was to have suffered, 
bad be been found guilty. Artaxeries gave a Bne ex-

' without force, and to form an alliance with his nation { 
and to induce tfaemio it, declared, that he had taken 
an oath, in pretence of the magistrates, to leave all 
thow in the ei^qjroent of their liberties n^o would con> 
elude an alliance with bin) t and that, be ought lo be 
considered as the most abandoned of men sliould he em- 
ploy oaths to ensnare their fidelity. " For a fraud," 
■aia he, " clonkcd with a specious pretence, rcflecta 
greater dishonour on persons in high station than open 
violence g bet^ause the latter is the effect of the power 
which fortune "has put into our hands, and the former 
is founded wholly on perfid}/, which is the bane ofioeie- 
Ij/, Now I," continues he, " should do a great dis- 
sen'ice td my country, besides dishoDoaring it eternally, 
if, by procuring it some slight advantages, 1 should 
ruin the reputation it enjoys, of being just and faithful 
to it? promises t which renders it much more powerful 
than all its forces united together, because it acquires for 
K 5 
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it tbe esteem an J cooGilence of other ilate*." ITpoo ni«Ji 
luAle and equitable principles a( these Bruidcs ^irajs 
formed his conduct ; believing, tbat the itrongest bi^- 
w»tk of « nation is justice, moderation, and integrity i 
and bj thit conduct he brought wet a great number of 
the enemies' allies.

leu ambition conducted bj an artful, bsiauatiug, subtle 
feniuB I but we do not find him potieued of the quali- 
tiet which form the truly great man. Philip bad nei- 
ther futh nor honour t every thin j that could contri* 
bute to the^erandieingof hispower was, in his sense, 
just and lawful. He gave his word with a firm resolu- 
tion to break it i and made promise! whicli he would 
have beMi *erj sorry to k(«p. He thought liimself 
Ailful in proportion m he was perfidious ; nnd made hit 
^rj consist in deceiving all with whom be treated. 
He did not blush to say, " That children were amused 
with playtliingi, and men with oaths." ,

Boir ritameful wat it for a priiice to be thv.s distin- 
guished by being more artful, a greater disaembler, 
more profuund in ntalice, and more a knave, than any 
other person of hii age i and to leave so infamous ■ 
character of himaelf to aU posterity ! What idea «houtd 
ve form to ourselves in tbe ciimitierce of the world, of 
amanwlui valued himself for Irirkio^ others, and rank- 
ed intincerity and fraud aioong tbe virtues ? Such a cha- 
racter iu private life is deti-stcd as the banc ajtd ruin of 
society. Howthencan it beconie an object of esteem 
and admiration in princes and minister* of slate, per-

•f honour i but how much more ought it to be among

Efauxs ? We we bouad to ipeak troth to onr oeigh- 
our i for the use and application of sjieech implies a 
tacit itromise of tiuth, speech having been giTCii us for 
ao other purpose. It is not a compact betneen one pri- 
vate man with onolher i it is a common contact of 
maakind in Keneral t and a kiud of k'rght of nations, 
or rather a law of nature. Now, whocTer tells an un* 
truth violates this law and common compact. How 
greatlj ia the enormity of violating; the sauclit; of an 
oath increased, when we call upon tite name of God t» 
witness it, as it is the custom always in treaties F " Were 
sincerity and truth banished from every other jia^t of 
the earth," said John I. kiug of France, upon being so- 
licited to violate a treaty, " the; ought to be found in 
the hearts and mouths ot kings." 

The circumstance which prompts politicians to act per- 
fidiously is, their bein^ pei;suaded, that it is the only 
nieans to make a ne^ociatiou succeed. But, though this 
were the case, can it ever be lawful to purchase such 
success at the expense of probity, honour, and religi- 
on I " If your father-in-law, Verdinand the catholic," 
•aid Lewis Xll. to Philip archduke of Austria. " has 
acted perfidiousi V, I am determined not to imitate him i 
and 1 am much better pleaded with having lost a king- 
dom (Naples) which i am able lo recover, thaii I should 
have been had I lost my honour, whieb can never be 
recovered." 

But those politici«u who have neither honour nor rc> 
ligiMii deceive thcmnelves, even in this particular.

Mutual trust and confidence are the great bonds of ca* 
cietT. without whidi it cannot potitib^ 8ubsi»L When 

,ne have bound .ourselves, thereiore, bj contract i when 
we have aj!;reed, in return for the benefits and advan- 
taget of daily lupport and protection, to promote the 
interest and welfare of those nho thus support and pro- 
tect ns, the oblii;ation if doubtless of double force, and 
the neglect of it'totallj unpardonable. A good servant 
will therefore not unlj be obedient, honest, and diK- 
geot ; but will place himself in the circumstances and si- 
tuation of his master, and do as he would then wish to 
be done bj.

ALEXANDER the Great havio^ determiDed to carry 
OD war with (ndiu, the richest country to the world, 
not only in sold, huL ia peach aud precious ttonet, with 
which the iilhabitaDt* idurued therawlvei with more 
luiiiry, indeed, than eracefulnesi. Alexander w^ in- 
formed, that the swords of the soldier* were of gold and 
ivory } and Ihr kinj;, nowthoercalert monarch in the 
worltl, being delenuioed not to j idil luaoy person what- 
soever in any ciccuim^ice, caused the sword* of Lit 
s<ilJicrs to be set ofTwith sili«r plates, put Eoldeu liri- 
djcs to Ihe borgcs, had the coats of mail heigutened trith ' 
gold and silver 1 and prepared to march for this eater- 
prize at tlie head of one hundred and twenty thousand 
men, alleqnipped with the tnat^aiticence above described. 

All [hingsbein^ ready for their netting out, hetbouzfat 
this a pi^oper opimrtnoity to reveal the destgn he baa so 
loug meditated, viz. to have divine honours paid him. 
To tooth and cherish this ridiculous pretension, tliere 
was not wanting flatterers, those common petts of cubrts, 
who are tnore dangerous to princes than the amia of 
their enemief. With this tiew be appointed a featici^, 
and made an incredibly pompous hanquet i to which he 
invited the greatest lords of (lis court iKilfa Macedonians 
and Greeks, and moU of the highest quality among the 
Persian?. With these he sat down at table for sonte 
time, aAer which he withdrew. Upon this CIcon, one

It appeared pjaitilj that this speech was di- 
rected to Callistbcues. lie nMrelated to Ansrotle, who 
had presented him to Aleiiander his pupil, that he might 
attend upon that monarch in the war of Persia, lie 
was considered, upon account of his wisdom and gravity, 
as thefittest person togite him such wholesome counsels 
as were most likely to preserve him from thoie eicetsei 
into which bis youth and fierj temper might burr; faiin. 
tb'n philosopher seeing that every one on this occasioa 
CGUitjnned in deep silence, and that llie eyes of the wholo 
aasembiy were tixed upon him, addressed himself to 
CIcoQ in the following words : " Had the king been pre- 
sent when thou nmest thy speech, none among us 
wvuld have attempted to answer tliee ; for he himself

. Uarius, turning to this Atbeuinn, asked, whether be 
. believed itun powerful enough to deleat his eiiemj ) 
; Caridetnus, who had been brought up in the butoni of 
. liberty, and forgettuig that he was in a countr]' uf slave- 
ry, where to oppose the ioclination of a prince is of th« 
jnost dangerous <:on»ci)iience, replied as tollons : " Fos- 
, lihiy, sir, you may .be displeased nilh my telling yuH 
the truth 1 but iu case I du it not sow, it will be to» 
late hereafter. 'I'his mighty piiradc of war, this pro- 
. di^iuus number of men, wfiich has drauied all the Last, 
might indeed be forniiiiable to your neighbour*. Gold 
and purple shine iu every pan ofyour aruiy, which u 
so prodi^ously splendid, that t&use who have iiot seen 
it could nctcr form an idea ol its magnificence, bill 
the soldiers who compose the enemy's ai'my , terrible to 
behohl, aud biistliiig in every part wiih arms, du iii.>t 
amuse tlicmseUiis iviLb such idle snuw.

oumess of their apparel. They all wore golden collars, 
were closed in rooei of gold tissue, with surtouts (hav- 
ing rieeves to them) quite covered with precious stones. 
Tbirty paces frura them followed those called the kiag's 
cousiiu or relations, to thenomber of fifleeD tfaousaM, 
in habits very much resembling those of women, and 
more remarkable for the vain pomp of their dresHi than 
theglitterof their arms. Tliose called the Uoryplnori 
CRi|ie after ; they carried (he king's cloak, and widked 
before hi) chariot, in which he seemed to sit a«on a high 
throne.

PLATO WB« descended from aa ancient and illustrioui 
family, posacssed of a considerable esUtC) ^and univef' 
MtUj admired hii the profuundest scholar of hiii age i but 
■either his birtb, fortune, wisilom, nor learn ieg, could 
protect him from the resentments of Dionjsius, tjraut 
•f Syracuse, for being a little loo free with him. Diu- 
DTsiiu, being charmed w:tb the character of Plato the 
Divine, fur ao.be was generally itilsd, expressed a great 
inctiaation to haye some conversation nith hitn. Th« 
philosopher, then about forty years of age, paid the ty< 
rtuit a visit. The liberty however nbich he took in dis- 
coursing on the subject of tyranny, and the argiimant* 
he used to persuade the king to divest b'lmself ofhn des< 
potic power, had like to have cost him dear < his tleath, 
ID all probability, would have proved the consequence, 
had not his friends DTonand Aristonuenespleaded hard In 
his behalf. Tho-igh the Ij rant, . indeed, through their 
' intercession, spar^ his lite, yet be showed bis resent- 
ment so far, that he delivered him up to ono PolidM, a 
Lacedemonian ambassador, at that time resident at Uio- 
Bysius' court, with express order* for his being sold as a 
slave. This ambassador soon after transported htm to 
Xg'iaa, and there executed the tyrant's coiiiniixsiun. 
Very happy it was for poor Plato that one Aimiceres, a 
native of Cyrene, happened at that time to be in the 
island. This person paid down the sum demanded fiir 
the philgsopher : and lookthefirst opporlunitj of send- 
bg him back to Athens, and restoring n)m to bis friends. 
llionyHUs being informed that Plato was once more 
at Athens in a state of freedom, contrary to his expecla- 
tion, wai under some apprehension that Plato wovld 
study some way or other to revenge the insult and in<ii^- 
nity offered him. He wrote therefore a very cumplit- 
KtDt letter to him, wherein he, in eSect, thoueb aut iu 



di^ct'tSrms )enre(llie-woald"excuietket!iP^tineirt he 
hid met with, and irumdated ittnu wirfa pleasure die 
heard ofhis residing again antMig his friends. Plato 
-sent avery «old answer to Ihetjrapl, wliieh wuto tbb 
effect, viz. Thai he need not give himself any great coa- 
(irn about nhat' had passed ; for Ms thoughts were so 
much taken up with the charmt of philosophy, that he 
had no time to spare in the gratification of aay prirate 
resentmeDt.

SENTIMEN'TS. 

.VX^ITHOUT friendihip life bat no charm. The-only 
''^ thinj^a which can render friendship sure anil Isit- 
inff are, virtue, purity of manners, an elevated souir 
■oa a perfect inl^rity of heart. ■ 

It is highly proper that we should distiseuiah jthe 
frieod from the cen'panion. A conformity ol taste for' 
pleanire, and for any thing besides virtue, may coiuti- 
tnteaclub, but cannot mahe a society of friends. That 
(sble-compaoion, who. nhile he hnlas bis glass, seemt 
to glow witli such cordial friendship, if trusted with k 
■ecret oa which even your honour depends, will Ihence 
take occSMon to he merry, at your eitpense, and'yoii 
willsoon. byhismeans, be rallied, abused, and afirunt- 
ed I deliver up your interest to him, he will sacrifice it 
to bis own. AAer this you coiuplaiu that you have beco 
betrayed by a friend ; when it was only by a man who 
frequently eat and drankwith you, and joined in the 
Hue diversions. 

Neither should we confound the relation with the 
fri«id. We are connected wilh the 6rst by oecewry 
ties, which reach not thelieart [ while the other bunit- 
ed t9 us by tbe stronger cbaiuof a voluntary engagentent, 
the effect of a perfect sympathy. It is a free aud deli-

If PlatAnkloveJsnut a mere chiaiera, it is noEbiugqIse 
bnLfrieiuilhipi^hiQb is neither increased aor diminished 
bf thei^Seieaceof seiof Lhe.tno friends. 

The first rule in the choice of a friead, is Dot to love 
him before ^ou lutow biin- Ahnost at first sight we 
'inaj tu«w if aman be.of quick or slow parts, if he, be 
' £47 or. serious, clownish or pofite, talkative or teaervi^, 
■n/Uj or stupid I we lee almost all this in.hisejei, ia 
hit attitude, iia bis gestures, and iii his disaoucse : but 
vecaaootsoeasilj discover whether he has virtue and 
probity. It requires more time to .be certain with re* 
gard to thispolDt t andti]) we are as orell.asuired ofjit, 
as it w possible for -us to be,|Weought nut prodinllj to 
bestow, upon bim^ 'from equivocal appearances the pre- 
cious title of friend. .Are we at last cuuvioced thai, be 
dqserres It, tbeB there miist be no reserve t we oughl^ to 
entpr with him into an intercourse of .sentimeiits,, of 
bulcs, pleasures, and uiterests. 

Friendship is a' kind of marriage, which eitablishea 
betweeu two friend* a mutual intimacj and perfect efli- 
■espondeuce. 

The neat rule,, which is not less important, to choose 
him only from tiie society of the good aud virtunus. 
The most lone-lived pUnts are not those Ibat i^row the 
fastest : thus It is with frlendslilp ; that Is commonly the 
most firm and durable wbicb grows up butslowl; ; while 
Uiat which isbastjiy coDtraclcd is more liable to be dis- 
solved. ioTBN ot virtue should have none.but virtu- 
. 0II1.IBM. for theirftie«Ut puuLonthis point the proof 



ought prmetjiBlIy to tnrat becttn«e wbere thet« if na 
virtue t)iere u no tecuritj tiiat our honour, confidence, 
and friendihip will not be betrajed nnd aboaed. In ge- 
neral, thej suffer moit from pretended frieodship vnio 
leart deterve to auffbr. It i* verj rare for the bonul 
heait to prove diitmitful ; and more nkt« itilt for bin 
not to be deceived , who ii a drHBger to mispicioo. There 
are men of a ehanicler «o open ami g^ierout, that there 
ifl no one but would be a gainer bj making them tbcir 
friends I but when theie contract a frieodihtp they tat 
Inore than othera : for *o many advantages arise fron 
Sijtiring after their esleem, that they can ncTcr be cei- 
tarn that it ia not courted with a view to interert i and) 
■elf'inlerested friend u neter a true one. It ia to thow 
upright and sincere hearts that I eipecially direct m; 
counsels on friendship t for what matters it if deceived 
are deceived f 

The necessary advantages of friendship are eosfidewe 
and benevolence. The purse and the heart onght tvle 
' op^i to a friend ; and in no case can we shut ttiem, ei- 
cept in such as will justify our having no longer any re- 
{;aTd for him. And, indeed, we ran no hazard in tratt- 
mgto a nel) chosen friend, either our secret or 6111 
strong box 1 for we are certain that he wiU use them 
both with discretion- 
Confidence produces two effects : the one i» such ■ 
perfect reliance on the prudence, the probity, the con- 
stancy, and affection of the person beloved, as pfevenlt 
every injurious suspicion: the other effect, which is in' 
deed a natural consequence of inch a reliance, is tbtt 1 
openness and unreserve with which two friends disckxe 
their most intimate lentitnents, their thoughts, their I 
projects, and, in a word, every thing in which either 
the one or the other may appear concerned t and riiit 
frequently extends even to triBcs ; because, between 
friends, trifles themselves become inleresttngv 

Nothing ought to be concealed but the secret* of ano* 
ther friend. 

As to the benevolence which friendship inspires, it 

also produces two effects t indulgence and goed offices. 

Such faults only a* are inennaistent with the- sincerity 

•f friendship^ ought to be snpardMiBllle 1 ot«rlo«A ii 
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TOUT friend all tliG faalb in whicfahixlfeartlanot con- 
cerned, all Utofe'which do not prove that hil affectioar 
for jou IB extinguished. 

To break with a fiieod, to betray tor iniult himj are 
the odIj faults which friendship <;^not pardon. 

Though friendship hath nothing; in it of a selfiifa ba< 
tiirc, yet it is pleased with kindJiess and good offices : 
' these are to friimcls what caresses are to loveri t not rea< 
■ons for Itcginning to lo>e, but motives to love more af- 
" fectionaCel; : like a breath of wind, which, though it 
produces nut the fiame, renders it tnure ardent. 

There are m many ways of-ofaliging a friend, that in 
vhat situatiou soever we tind him, some one of these i> 
always practicable : seize, therefore, every opportunity 
thattiffi:rs, and, if it be possible, wait not till be him- 
self tella you ill what instances it is in your power to 
serve him. findeavour to know his wants, and provide 
for them before he himself has perceived tbem ; and thus 
he will always be ready to foresee and prevent jourt. 
Have a regard however to the delicacy ot your friend, 
for you may perhaps disoblige through a deaire tti ob- 
lige too much ; cover, therefore, jour services with ap- 
pearances that maj seem to dispense with his gratitude. 
However this be, it is much oeftt^ to uSend by too 
inuch aKsiduity and bounty, than' to confine yonnelf 
through avarice, or want of affection, to barren protet- 
tations of friendship. But would you give your friend 
aproof of friendship as strong a* itis^rare, besincera 



expressions of your thoughts and sentiments. Dare to 
(how him truth entirely naked; or if through conde- 
scension you adorn her with some clothing, let it be 
Mich as will set off her beaoties withont dtsgnising Ihem. 
The difficulty is not so great to die foi a'frieid, as to 
find a friend worth dy ing for. 

EXAMPLES. 

pAIUS GRACCHUS, who was the idffi of Ibe Roman 
^ people, having carried hii regard for the plebelkna 
to far as to draw on binuelf the reseotment ot the no- 
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bilitj, an open n^tnre emued. The coniu) Optnjui, 
, who eipoua^ the caute of the latter, seized a poat which 
cODHDanded the r\ty. Gracchun, and FiilviuBiiU fricbd, 
■ritli a cooruxed mullitude, look possesaion of Mount 
Aventiae ; so that tbe two exlreinities of Rome, to the 
cut and west, mere tike two camps. Overtures of peace 
were mode i but not being acceptedi a battJe eniued, 
in nhich the cunsul meeting nJth a niore vigorous vp- 
ponilioa than heeipecbed, proclaimed an amnesty pit 
all those who ahuuld la; dowD their arms, and, at the 
tame liwt;, tel a ^ffice on the beads of Gracchua and 
Fiilvius, proiniaine to give their weight in ^old to aoji 
one who should bring them to him. This proclaqia- 
tiun had the desired effect ; the populace alipped awa^ 
one b]' one, and, deserting their leaders, returned ii> 
lently to their own houses. Fulviu's, bj the vigilance 
«f tbe consular partv, was takeu and beheaded. As fat 
Gracchus, he would have taken refuge in the temple d 
JUana ( but Licinius Crasaua, his brotber-in-law, v4

In the mean while Gracchus fled to a sacred 
wood, dedicated to the furies, and there ordered a ~ge- 
Vierous slave, by name Euphorut, or, as others call 
him, Fhilostratus, wbo had attended bim, to put' an 
end to his life. The faithful slave, resolving not to out- 
live his master, tabbed himBeifwith the same da^er 
vhich he bad plunged into tbe.breast of Gracchus,, and 
expired with him. Others tell us, that Gracdius, be- 
tog vverlakcD by his fursuere, Euphorus, embracing 
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MioiMtsr, cnrortd Um wkh fab »wb badj, U that tke 
eoemiet couM not hurt bin irtthont fint killing the 
laithfiil slave, who, after rcceiriBg majiy weuBiLi 
' lireatbed hi* lajt «Ttir Grftcdiai, wbom (he rabble din- 
ipatcbed.

AFTER tbe woend baUie of Phtli[^i, between Aa- 
thanj and OctaviaaiH, two -uf the Ktiman triumtiri, 
and Brutut, which ptoved tatal to the latter, and iii- 
^vi to tbe mwrtj of Rome, ooe Luciliu* Luciitun, an 
iutimaie friend uf Brabii, obacrving a bod j of Thracian 
-bone taking no notice uf an; other ia tbetr punuit. but 
making diref tij tofrardi Brutix, resolved lu alitp them, 
-and save the liie of bii general at the hamrd of hia owa> 
Accordingl;, witbont acqaaiuliug Brutu* with hi* de- 
•ign, be baited til tbe Tbraeiaiu came up aud sumMod- 
cdhimi Mien he cried eat, "Jam Brutus g" and bog- 
ging Cfoarler, desiced Ihcf would carry biin to Anthooji 
fiMtendmc that tif feued OcUvianus. The Tbraciaii*. 
overjoy ed with their prey, and thinking themselves ittl^- 
fj, ftmuediale^ detached some of their own body to tc- 
quaint Anthony with their good fortune ; and, ia the 
neandime, giviBg'GiTerlhcpDrsutt,'retufaed to the field 
«f battle with their firisouor. Tbe i:eport being spreoil 
in an instant a& oier tt>e araiy, that Urutus was taken, 
aod Uiat the Tbracinni were .bringiii;; hiui alive to An- 
>thony, both toldjers and officers iluckcd together frvni 
all 'parU to «ee him. Some- jiitJcd liis misfortunus i 
Others accusedbimof a meanaew unbecoming hta lonqer 
glory, fur fluttering himitlf, out of too niucfa love uf lije, 
to lie a prey tu oarbariaDS. As for Anthony, he ivas 
not a little coneemed at this advauture, being quite at 
a Ion in what manner be should receive, aud fauw ^he 
thoultl treat hii illustriuiia captne : but he was soon de- 
livered from his uneajiuess i fur as the IbtaciauB drew 
■oeaT, he knew the priioner, who bad passed tiiuMcIf 
upon the Thracians for Itrntus, and now addressing |he 
tnuiimr with a geueroiu confidence i " ile usaurfd, 
Antiionv," said be, *' that DO-Anvni} either has ur ever 
ihall take Mercns Srutu* aliie : forlMd it, ye.godi, tbat 
fbrlune-alioiildeverfcemil ao^mucfa'above vtctMC I Vut 
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let bim be diieavered dead or aJive, be will cerUinJy k 
found in lucb a lUle u a votthy of him. A* for me, 
) haie delivered iB7ie)f .up to save bim> aod am no*

NEVEBi perhaps, was there a more sincere and ele- 
gant friendship than that which subsisted between Scip>« 
and I,a-tius. The former waa ene of the greatest gene- 
rah and best of men that Home ever produced ; Ibe 
•thtr Ibr his probity and prudence was distinguished bj 
the Miruaiiie of the U'Ue. They were almost of tbe 
fame age, and had Ihe same inclination, benevolence of 
mind, taste tor Icurn in g of all kiods, principles of go- I 

' ternnieol, and zeal for the public good. If Sciplo took 
place in fioiut of i|iililary glory (tliuugb Lieiius did not 

' want merit even «f tbatkmd) his friend had, perhaps, 
the superiority In respect of eloqueDce : but let us heu 
I.a^lius faimsetf upon so interesting a subject. " As for 
me," says IkUus, " of all the gifts of nature or fortune, 
there are oone, 1 think, comparable to the bappinest 
of having Scipio for my friend. J found in our frieod- 

' shin a perfect conformity of sentiments in respect lo 
pumic affairs, an inexhaustible fund of counsel* ami 
Hipportj in private life, with a tianquillity oad deKglit 



not to hk ezpreMcd. 1 never gaTe Scipis the least df' 
fence to my Knoirledge, nor ever heard a word escape 
' him that did DOt please me. Wc liad but one house, 
' and one table at bur comiuon expense, the frugality of 
nhicb was equally the ta»te of both : for in nar, io^ra- 
vclling, in the country, we were always logetlier. 1 do 
not mention our studies, and the attCHtion of us both 
always to Icaru something i Ibis was the employment of 
all our leisure hours, remoietl from (he sight and com- 
merce of the wurkl." 

Is there any tiling comparable to a friendship like 
that which I.telins bai Just described i V\bat* a con- 
solation is it to have a second self, tonhuniwehue 
nothing secret, and iiiUi whone heart we may pour out 
\_ dur own with pertiect eSuiion^ (oilld we taste prosperi- 
' ty so sensibly, if we had no one t* share in cur joy with 
Ds' i And what a relief il it In adversity to have a friend 
' itillmorcalfecledwith ittbanourselveti' 

What highly exalts the >a!>te of the friendithip we 
speak of, was its not being founded at all upr.a interest, 
but solely upon esteem lor each other's virtues. *' What 
occasioUi" says Lieliua, *■ could bcipiohave of me ) Va- 
, doubledty none, nor 1 of bhn. But my attacbnieikt'to 
bim wa^ the ellert of my high esteem xuil admiration of 
'his virtues ; and his to me from tlic favourable idea be 
hod of my character and manners. This friendship in- 
creased afterwards on boLh sides, by habit and com- 
merce. We both indeed derived gri:at advantages from 
it, but these were not our view when we bc^an to-lov« 
each other."

always to tdl the fojlowiug stor; of himself, as a warn- 
ing to utberr, and to show that a little icsolution may 
conquer tltisabsurd passioD. liJ(juoe« A one' >< wars he 
'wai an ensign is the Eaglish army tbeu iu fpsiu ; but 
he was Bu absolutely possessed by this evil, that aU duty,

At this sight the Falisci, -who had been inconsolable 
for the loss uf their children, raised cries of Joy : they 
were charmed to suchadegree, with ,sa uncommon an 
example of justice and virtue, that ii> an instant Uiey 
entirely changed their disposition in respect to the Ro- 
Biaus, and resoi-ted that inoinent to have a peace with 
such generous enemies. Accordingly ihcy sent depu- 
, ties firsi lo the camp, and afterwards to Borne, where, 
v'nen they had audienrcof- the scnale, they addressed 
Ihemselres to it in these terms: " llluslrious fatberf, 
co<ii|uered1ij you and your general, in a raannerthst 
can give nuolteace to guds or men, we are come to sur- 
rendi^r ourselves to you rand weassjire ourselves, than 
which nothi|ig can be more glorious for victors, tiiat ws 
shall live happier under your govemineut than undn 
our own laws. The event of this war has brought forth 
two excellent examples for mankind. You, fatheri, 
have preferred Justice to immediate conqucsti and we, 
excited by that justice «hich we admire, volnntary pre- 
sent you the victory."

We see in the famous event which we have just relat* 
cd the power of virtue, and what impression it is capa- 
ble or making upon the mind of man when solid and sm- 
cere. No one can read this fact without feeling him- 
self warmly allected with indignation for the peridioui 
■ master who gives up his scholars, and adruiralion for 
Camillas, who scuds them back to their parents. Sen- 
timents of this kind are not free, aod do not dcprad 
upon the will ; they are implant«Hl in tlie heart, they, 
are a part of it, and born with us. We must thciefon' 
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rmounce nature, and suppress iu Toice, to HeReTe,' or 
to taj, that virtue and vice are un'j name* -wilhoiit 
force or realitj. It is very evident, id the biatorj oF 
this people, that their reputation Tor railh to en^gp-* 
meots, equity, humanil^, and clemency, roiitributed 
more than any thing besides to aggrandize thQ Komau 
empire.

PAPIRirS CABBO, the Roman consul, being im- 
peached as an accomplice in the asiiaioiinaliun of tlie se- 
cond Africanus, and having atTrtinted one of hU »er- 
tanls, he stole the box in which his master kept all his 
papers, and carried it to Licinius Crassus, who was em-' 
)>loyed to make geoJ the indictment. Crassus bad con- 
ceived an implacable hatred to Papirius, and these pa- 
pers nould have fumi•bc^d biin with ample matter to 
gratify it ; hut the generous Roman had such an ahhor- 
rcni-e of the treachery, that he sent back the slave in 
chains, and the hoi unopened : saving, that " he bad 
rather let an enemy and a criminal escane unpunislied 
than destroy him by bato and dishonnu table means." 

BRirrUS, the general, having conquered the Pata- 
renscs, urdert-d Ihem, on pain of death, to bring him 
all the gold and silver, proraisiiig rewards to such as' 
should discover any hidden treasures. Upon this a stave 
belonging to a rich cili^^ii, informed against his master, 
and discovered t» a centurion, who was -sent for that 
purpose, the place uhere be had buried his nealth. 
The citizen was immediately seized, and brou{!ht, toge- 
ther with the lreacherou4 iufunner, before Brutus, 
Tbcmotfter of theaccusedfultowed them, declaring, with 
tears in her eye*, that she had liid the treasure without 
her son's kno'U'dge, and roiiw»]iicntly ought to be pu- 
nished. On the oilier hand, the slave stood to his farst 
information, maJnlaiiiing, ttiat bis master, and not his 
imither, had trun<^^rcssed the edict. Brutus heard both 
]Liitics vrith crcal patience t and being iu the end con- 
-I'iiiccid that tne aroisation of the stave was chieUy fouud- 
eit-on the haired he bore lo bisniasler, he cu.iiiiietulrd

THEif cond Scipio Afficaniii, being bound by the will 
of if'^Biilia, who had Mi him a large fortuaci to paj at 
three difTerent tiniei to the two daughters of bit grasd- 
&tber b; adiuitioa, half their portioas. which amount* 
ad to eluvea tiiouMnd tvo huodred ami fiflj pound;, tiao 
time fur the payment of the fint itim being e?cpired, Sci- 
pki put the whole money into the bands of a baaker. 
Tiberius Gracchus and Scipio Naiica, who had married 
the two litter*, imagiuing that Scipio had made a mis- 
lake, went, to bim, and observed that the laws allowed 
hini three yeari to pay that sum in, and at throe diSW 
rent limea. Young Scipio answered, Uiathe knew yery 
veil what the law» directed on this occasion ; that tber 
might indeed be executed in the greatest figour wUh 
atranger* ; but that friends and relations ought to treat 
one Mother wilh-a more generous simpl id ty ) andtbcre- 
fore be detired tiirera to receive the whole sum. The; 
were struck with tuch admiration at the generosity «f 
their kiuman, that, in their return home, the* re- 
proached themselvei with their narrow way of Ihinkinf, 
at the time when they made the greatest figure, and had 
the hif he«t regard paid to them of any family in Ronw> 
This generous action, says PolybJtw, was the note aid-> 
-og^redi because no person in Rome, so far fron cob- 
ifnluig to pay so large a sum before it was due, woaht 
ptiy even lw«oty pound* before the time for payraent 
was elajiaed. 

PAPIRIA, the mother of Scipio, havngheen dironr- 
ed from her husband, wa« not in circumstances to sup- 
port the dignity of her birth ; and therefore IKed m 
great obscurity, oever appearing in ibe atsemhlies, or 
at public ceromoniM. iicipio, aflerbe became pouec 
■ta of the forUiBC abwoHaliMcd, aalgocd over so 
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inge* part (ff it to his molber, ai eMtUM her not unfy 
to ei^of the cnrvaiences of life, bat tu appear as amiai 
ia tbe iiest cuinp^y, with aa e^mp^v eiod spleodor 
wvrj waj mibsbli: t« her iurtii, iftd tbe au^jt trouile tft 
wkk'h she was 'reJatad. Tltia Bi>Me ^enerutity of Isciplo 
dtd bMO great honoHr, especially in themiiiri) of tbeb- 
(Ues, who expatiftted on it in aH their tvavemtlAota, titi 
in a eitf «ho>e mb^itasti, isyi Pdjfciui, weiv not ea- 
■iiy Bcevaited opon tuHirt witb their moDev. Aftor tift 
dearib «f his mother, tha rich posKmions he had ^en 
bar raverted to him h; law a* well as etguitj ; aiul hi* 
Mien, accordiDg U> »e custom of those timet, had nut 
Ibe least clftim t» them. Nererthdeu, Scipio thot^M 
■twouMbe dUhoDourable bad he taken them back ; he 
UteMfore made over bo hh iiittor* whatever he had ptv- 
ieoted. to his raother, which amounted to a very coiiih- 
devaManiint aad by tbw fresh proof of fan giorioiifdi«- 
Mgani ofnealth, ami Hie teader fneudAip he had fcf 
hit &mil;, acquired ibe RpplauM of the \tkv\e c'tij. 

THE disinterested' generosity of this great mail wM 
aot confioed ta his aws famil)' orTclatiims. Qoin^to 
oumniaad^ in Spain during the warnith Kumantia, Aiiti- 
«Gfaas Sidetes sent faito rich and magniticotit preteals. 
Some generals would have appropriated tlieiti to ttieir 
WB use : Scipio receivetl tliuni >ii public, sitting upoa' 
lb tribunal, in the view 6f Ibe nbvie army, and gave 
•rdan that the^ shouMhe dcHrtred U> the quxstor,* to 
be apolied hi rcnardiog those (^Kcer«Mid soldiers nh« 
AouIq dtstinguiih theinselTeB in the Mirvice. Bjr mcfa- 
conduct a noble and generous soul is known.

ASCniNES and DeaHMtbeaes n«« tbe two greyest 
orator* which Greece, or perhaps aujt other nation, ever 
produced. The former having drawn up an accusation 
ajrainit one Ctesiphun, or raUier agMiist Deiuo^heuet,

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a time wu fixed for bearing the trml. N'o cau*e ctct 
exciled so miicli curiositj, uurwai pleaded with «> mucb 
pomp. People Socked (o it from all parts, nn-js Cice- 
ro ft and tlicy had great reaion fur ao doing : for what 
nght could be uobler thaa a conflict between two ora- 
ton, each of tliem excellent in hii waj i both formed lij 
nature, improved by art, aiid aiiinialed hj perpetuu 
diMenaion*, aud an insuperable jealoui; 1 The dispoiilicn 
of the people, and the Juncture of the times, geeined to 
favour jlUchiuei ; nevertheieu, he lust his cauK, and 
nas Justly KOtenced to be banished for his rash accun- 
tion, He thereupon went and settled at Rhodes, when) 
be openetl a school nf eloquence, the fame and glory of 
wh'fii continued for many ages. He bi^an bislecture* 
with the two orations that had occasioned his bauisbi 
roent. Great encomiums were given to Ibat of JRt- 
chines i but when thejr heard that of Demosthenes, Ibe 
plaudits and acclamations were redoubled t and it was 
then be spoke these words, so greatly laudable in tiie 
mouth of an enemy : ■■ But what applauses nould you 
have bestowed, had you heard Demosthenes speak it 
himself I" 

The victor likewise made a good use of the conquest; 
for the instant /l^schines left Athens, iii order to embark 
for Rhodes, Demosthenes ran atlcr him, and farced 
him to accept of a purse of money ; which must have 
obhgcd him so much the more, as he had less room to 
expect such an offer. On (his occasion ^facbines cried 
out ;• " How will it be possible for me lo r^ret a coun- 
try in which 1 leave an enemy inore generous, than I 
can hope to Cnd friends in any other part of tile world!"

e whole ettate of his brother Aga, of 
which Ie«lichidei was deprived as a bastard : but seeing

* Some aulhurs ascribe these words lo Uemodhenes,- 
when, three vears after, he met with the same fate as 
Jl^chiaes, and w;;s also banished from Athens, 
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the relations of that prince, on the tide oC bis mother 
Lanipito, neie ail vcrj poor, he divided the whole in- 
heritance with them ; aud bv that act of generosity ac- 
quired great reputation, anA tiie gouU-nill of all the 
world, instead of the envjt and hatred he might ha\e 
drawn upon himself by the inheritance.

THE command of the Roman annj' a?aio«t Pyrrhui 
kingof MacedoH, being conferred on Fabricins, an un- 
known person came into his camp ivjth a letter from the 
king's pbjsiuan, who offered to take Pyrrhosoffby poi- 
son, ifthe KomaHK would promise hira a recompense 
proportionable to the service be should reader tbeni, bj 
putting an end to so dettructlve a war wilfaont any dan- 
ger to thenuelvefl. Fabricius, who always retained the 
same probity and justice* even in time of «ar, which' 
furniines so many pretexts for departing from thence, 
and as he knew tliere were some rights which ought to 
he preserved inviolable, even with enemies themselves, 
was struck with a just horror at such a proposal; and 
as he would not taSer (he kin^ to conquer him with 
gold,i be thoi^ht it would be mfaraous in himself to- 
conquer the king by poison. After some conference 
therefore with his colleague ^milius, he wrote a tetter 
to Pyrrbus, to caution him agaiust that black treachery. 
His letter was conceived in these terms :

This uocooanoD affluanoe, 
nhich i» a. Ibio^ extraordiaary, did not eaefvate or soft 
es tke courage of Cncsui. tie tliougbt it unwocUky of 
a prJDoe lo apead Itis tinte id idleMM aai pleaMres. tie- 
r»dottis obiervM, that be wai the first conqueror of tbe 
Greeks,* wlio UU then had never been «ubject t« a fo- 
reigD power. Bet what i* ittU more eKtraordiuarf in 
tbia prince, though be was imiueiwelj rich, and ao snent 
awarrior, yet hit chief ddightwaainUtaratuie and tha

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Mieoce*. Hi* fourt wbi the ordinarv reiidence of UtMe 
fHRiouiBDil Icaiued men, m reverea bf antiifuity, and 
dittinguisbed by tbe name of the Seven Wise Men ot 
Greece. Solun, one of the most celebrated amoDgit 
them, after having establifihed new laws at Athens, went 
to Nardil, where be wa» receired in a roaniter suitable lo 
tbe reputation of so great a man. Tbc king, atteoded 
with a tiumeroiiB court, appeared in all hi« regal pomp 
and splendor, dre«sed in the most m»?niticent apparel, 
which was all over enriched with gold, and gljttered 
with diamonds. Notwithstanding the novelty of ttiii 
spectacle to Solon, il did not appear that he was the 
least moved at il, or that he uttered a word which dis- 
covered tbe least surprise or adiniratioo ( on the coatra- 
ry, people of sense mi°;ht suKciently discern Irpm bit 
l>ebavi(iur, that he looked upon all this outward pomp, 
BS an indication of a little mind, which knows uotm 
what true greatness consists. This coldness and Indifib- 
rence in Solon's lirst approach gave tbe king no favour- 
able opinion of his new gnest. He afterwards ordered 
that all bis treasures, his magnifitent apartments, and 
costly furniture, shouM be shown hiiu ( as if he expect- 
ed by tbe multitude of his fine vessels, diamonds, sli-

Asop, the author of the Fables, who bad twmarlyJiesn 
R slue, and still retained somewhat of the spirit and 
character of Rlaverj, then at the court «f this prince,

of advice) *' Snion, we must either not come near 
princes at all, or sjieak things that aw agreeable to 
tbeiD." " Saj rather," replitxl Solon, " that we shouM 
either oever come near them at all, er el«c speak snch 
things aamay be for their good."

But the growing reputaliooand great qii all ties of Cyrus, 
king of Penia, who then bcgnn to make himself know ni 
roused his martial spirits, and diverted bis mind to utbn 
thoughts. A war commenced between the two kings t 
in the course uf nhich Cjrui laid stcge to Sardis, and 
rarried it i and likewise took Cripsu) captive. Croesus, 
being a prisouetr, wai condemned by the' eonqucror to 
be burnt alive, - with fourteea jouDg Lydians, as a sacrt- 
ficeand finl fruits of his victory. Accordingly the fu- 
nernl pile was prepared ; alid that unhappy prince bein; 
laid thereon, auo just upon the point utexecutioB, le- 
collecting the conversation he formerly had. with Solon, 
was wofuily convinced of the truth of that philosupher'i 
admonition i and in remembrance thereof, cried out 
aloud three times. " O Solon, Solon, i^olon 1" Cyrus, 
who with the chief utticers of his court, was present at 
this spectacle, was curious to know why Crcesus pro> 
nounccd that celebrated philosopher's name with *o 
much vehemence in his extremity. Being Itild the rea- 
son, and rejecting upon the uncertain stale of alt sublu- 
nary things, he was (iiuched with commiseration of the 
prince's misfortunes, caused him to he taken from the 
pile, and treated him afterwards, as long as he lived, 
nith honour and respect.* ' Thus had .'^olon the glor* 
with one single sentence to save the life of one king, and 
give a wholesome lesson of instruction to another.

She complieil, 
and the world thought her happy { but Ibey were great- 
ly mistaken. That unfortunate princeti passed her life 
in continual siidne«s and affliction, lamenting her fatal 
beauty, that instead uf an bnsband had given ber aniai- 
.ter, and instead of procuring her an honourable abode, 
and the endearments of conjugal society, had confined 
her in a close prison, under a guard of barbaTians ; 
where, far removed from the delighiful region) of 
. Greece, she hod ouly enjoyed a dream of that happineH 
wjlb wliich she hod |ieeu ilaUered, and had really lost 
.that solid and substantial good she possessed in her own 
, beloved CDuntrv. But h«r misery was nut yet complete. 
,]Uithridate9, who fur thirty yeari had maintained a war 
agajnit the Romans, was at last defeated by Lucullus in 
the plains of Cabirx, F.ven at this battle fortune seem- 
ed tusmile on him as furmerl]>, for he had greatly the 
advanti^e in the two brst actions i but, on a sudden, 
fortune, honour, wealth, and every thmg the world 
calls great, forsook him i in sburt, he was so complete- 
ly conquered In a third eog^eiuent, that he was oblig- 
ed to make his escape on foot, and without a single ser- 
vant to attend blm. Enraged at this defeat, ami sup- 
posing that his wife would fall into the hands of LucuK 
Ins, jealuusy or cruelty prompted him to send her orden 
to die by the bands of Bacchidai the eunuch. When thi* 
messenger of death arrived, and had signified to the 
princess the order of Mitbridates. which favoured ber 
HO farther tban to leave her at liberty to choose the kind 
of death she thought most gentle and immediate, Ho-

lemy bj Berenice, a nidow,. nho bad accnnipltaied hi* 
other wife into d^gvpt an lier friend. These, Eurjdice, 
Bemice, Lynirdra', and Arnnoe, mtpodoced scenet of 
biloMl and confusion inla both cflartn. In that of Fto- 
kam)', BerenHteprerailed npMi the kin;; to favour her 
cbiMHK i» pref«r«n«e to tb«»e of hernii«h-ei» t "here- 
*poa Btotoniy Ceratmiw, the kill's etde«t«un, fled to 
Hie enait of i5iiuiBchiM, where he vas kindly reeeiTied 
by hi) brather^n-hnr Agathodea, and hi««tter Ljun- 
dra.

liging him to condemn himself lo a kmd of ini^risun* 
inent. These extraordinary precautions regard, no 
doubt, certain intervals of hit reign, nhea frequent 
conspiracien against him rendered nim mote timio and 
VUspicious than usual ; for at other times he conversed 
freely enough with the people, and was accessible'even 
to familiarity. la those dark days of distrust and fear, 
lie fancied that be saw all mankindiii arms against him. 
'A word nliich escaped his barber, who boastedi by n ~ 



■handon bis head and life to the hands of a barber, he 
-oiade his daughters, though very young, do him that 
despicable office ; and when the? were mora adiaaced 
inyean, he book the scissors ana razors from them, and 
iaught them to singe off his beard with hot shells. Ha 
wai at last reduced to do himself that office, not dai-ing 
it ifenu to Uutt his daughters any longer.

He 
bad possessed it teii years entire t but in Ihe midst of aU 
his greatness, his citadel was attacked, his Ireasurcn 
ueiied, and be himself was obliged to surrender up bis 
pcrjon. He was sent to Corinth, with only one galley, 
without convoy, and with very little money. He serv- 
ed there for a sight, every body runniuK to ^aze atbimi 
some with a seciet joy of heart to feed their eye* with 
the view i>f [lie miseries of a man, whom the name of 
tyrant rendereil odious ; others with a kind of compass 
■ion, from comparing the splendid condition from which 
lie had fallen, with the ine:^ricable abyss of distress into 
which they beheld hiui plunged. We are* told likewise, 
that the extreme poverty to which he was redi)ced «t 
Corinth, obliged him to open a sdiool, and to teach 
children to read t perhaps, says Cicero, t (without doubt 
jestingly) to retain a ipeeies of empire, and not abso- 
lutelT to renounce the nabit and pleasure of commaud- 
iB^-i Whether that wai his motive or not, it is cer- 
tain that he who had seen bimielf matter of Syracoae, 
and of almost all Sicily, who had possessed immeiue 
riches, and had nu&erous fleets, ana great armies of

The Hu*- 
nana were totallj dcleateJ i inoxi of Ibein were crush- 
ed t« ^ecc* bj the euorraoui. woigU of the elqihabts) 
thereii:, wilMtut quitting their ranks, were exposed o& 
■H udef to the darts «T tbe tlght-arined Iroupa, and 
Itome down bj the horse : onl; a imail uaraher fied i 
^M M it nu in a flat countr j, nie; were eafilv punned, 
sod tub to pieces \fj the anxiliai^ tMops. The Carlh^ 
friDiui&, anar having lakcu the spoilt of the dead, re- 
MiitsFed their capital in triumph, with the general of tlie 
Jtumni, and tiie hundred prisoners valhing bvfoTB 
them. The BuddDo change in their condition tilled the 
'CttiaeiiKwith aatonishment i tbey c»uld scarcely believe 
their OHB eves, that tboj who uut the day before upos 
the brink «t destroetion, thould be re«t«aW to peace and 
happineas : that the artuy nUch had hSlcd them with 
lerrsr iiad consteraation, should be dead at their gnles, 
*iid tbe haughty victor, who had so lately treated tbem 
irith iutott and eoatempt, should now appear himself in 
ciiains, and be led xaptive thraogfa their dreeb, wat so 
«uritrisii|g% lererse of fortune, ai seeised at fint hicco- 
diblei but wbea their tirst lraniports*f joy wcie sul^ 
aided, men, women, old and young, crowded to th« 
temples to return the gods their fervent thanks for m> 
graat a drfrrenuM.

Ilaiinibalmake'* much Ihi 
Si'ipiu. " Kegutus," said he, " 
ofiheiuost extraordinarj niudeis 
that ever iras, if, after iho lictor 
*«!■; country vthere we uow arc 
to grant our anccitors the peace 

frum not knowing how to check hla ambition, and keep 
ffithia ttio bouiuTH oi'i-eaMU, ttio greatness of bi« eleva- 
tion ouljr icrved to make biafall the more shameful.

' In the second place, we see the truth of itliat Euri- 
pides aaii, " I'hat one wise head is better than a mulli- 
tiide of hands."* .One man on thia oci^asion tJianges the 
whole face of aSairs. On the one side, he puts troops 
to night that appeared invincible : ou thcotber, he re- 
vives the courage of a citj and army which he found in 
consleruatidu and despair. And this, says Polybius, u 
the usetu be made of reading ; forlhere bein|: two wa^^i 
of Ic^niin^ and improving, the one hj our own experi- 
e:ice, and the next by that of others, it is iqucli tlie 
tvii>i;r and more advaDtageous tu be taught by the faults 
of others than by utir own.

The y«ar following the event above related, Cornelius 
Scipio As<na was chosen consul, and sent against the 
Carthaginiaas. He repaired the loss sustaii^ by the 
defeat of'Kegulus ; and, what was infinitely' pleasing, 
he had an opportunity of reveoging the inaignity aul 
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insul^ which he had formerlj received from tbiiperfidi- 
out enemy. For levea yearn before, under coluur of a 
treiUj of peace, himself and all hii atleudanU were Diade 
pruonera i and, Jieiu^ carried to Carth^e, nerc thrown 
into a dungeon. There Ihey remained for sujne time, 
dcprited of all thccomfortaof life, treated with ILc ut- 
most inhumauitj, aud every mument in expectation of 
death. Bv an uaeipt^ted, but happj reverse of for- 
tune, he oWiiicd his iibertT, was restored to his friends, 
and i> fioif.'a^ the head of a numerous army, carrying 
terror aild anitraction among that very people who had 
buuad hTm' In chains, and confined him within the walls 
of a prison. " Who would iave.eipected," mjs Vale- 
rius Maximus, " that this Corneliiu should be Fed from 
the consular chair to a dungeon, and from a dungeon 
to the highest honours of the state i" Vicissitudes ofthit 
kind are notwithout example, to instruct the wis^ man 
Dot to he t«o much depressed by bad, nor too much 
elated by good fortune.

Hevrtioettvay 
tohim»elf, «■ I 5o ait (tnii* food tndams^'Vi^iimit ri« 
mj most eatnert'ctrtJeaTmirS iril>*flbw'iht," -whtfterer 
be bh Aatimi hi ttteirtrrM, U to himaelf posseued of the 
bighest honour : but falK ootioni of nonour are the 
greatest depi^Tilie* of human nature, by givine wrong, 
ambitious, and false ideas of what is good and laudable. 

EXAMPLES. 

''pHE Spanish historians relate a memo.'able instance of 
■*■ honour and rezard to truth. A Spaniah cavalier in 
a luitden quarrel slew a Moorish geotlemaa, aud fled. 
Hit purmers soon lust sight of him, for he had unper- 
Kehei throwk hinuelf over a canko walL Tbe owner, 
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t Moor, hajipenmg to be in bi« garden, was addretscd 
t>T the Spaniard on hii knees, who acquniatcd him with 
hi* caie, and implored concealment. " Eat this," said 
the Moor, (giviDg, him half a' peach) " ^ou nuw kuuv 
that jou ma; conGde la idt prelect ion." He then lock* 
ed him up in his garden apartmeut, telling tiiiB as sooii 
U it was iiig;ht he would provide Tor his escape to a place 
of greater safetj. The Miior then went inlo bis house, 
where he had but just seated himself, when a great 
oruwd, with loud lamentatiouj, canie to his gale, bring- 
ing the corpse of his son, who tiad just 1>een kiHed by a 
Spaniard. VVhen the Itrst ihock of surprise frOs a Tittle 
uTer, h^ learnt from the description given, that the fa- 
tal (teed was done bj tllever; nehicn then in his power. 
He mentioned this to no one ( butas soon as it was darV 
retired to hi* garden, as if to grieve alone, giving or- 
ders that none should follow hini. Thea occostiiw the 
Spaniard, he said, "Christian, the person you bate 
killed is lOj son. His bod} Is now in laj house. You 
bught to suffer ; but tou have eaten with me, and I 
have givflii you my failh", which lUust not be broken." 
He then led*! ibe astonished Spaniard to his stables, end 
nwonled Kfa <m' one of his fleetest horses, and said, 
" Fly far, while the "night (:an covel: 5011 ; yon will be 
■afe in the iburaing. Ton are indeed guilty of my 
son's blood : but God is just and good, and I tfiank bim 
I am tnoucent of jour's, and that my faith given is pre- 
Mrvedi" 

This point of honour is most religiously observedly 
the Arabs aiyl Saraceiui from whom it was adopted by 
the Moors of !Africa, and by them was brought into 
Spain I the efiects of which remain to this day : so that 
when there is any fear of a war breaking out between 
Kngland and Spam, an English merchant there, who ap- 
prenends the contiscation of his goods as those of an ene- 
lUy, thinks them safe if he cau get a Spaniard to take 
charge of them ; for the Spaniard secures them as his 
own, ^ulfaithfully re-deliversthem, or pays the valuer' 
vhenever the Englishman demands them. One instance 
of Spani^ honour cannot but still be fresh in thememo-

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IN the year n46, wlicn -ne «ere in liot war vritt 
Spain, the t^iialidh uf l.nmloii, cuplaiii W'illiiLm Eif- 
«ard!i, coming through the Gulph Troiii Jamaica, rjch- 
ly tadeii, met tvilh a most viulcnt itoriii, in vihicli tlie 
'ship sprung a l«i(ki that iibli'cd Ihcin, tor the taviiig 
ofUieir lives, ti^niainlo Ihe Haiamiah, u Spanish port. 
The captain nciit un shore, and direcll] wailed uu the 
auTemor, told the xccaiiiuD of bis puttini; iii, and that 
he uircendered the ship as a priz«, and himself and his 
taea u prUoncrc of nar, only retjueatiiig good quarter. 
" Nil, EiT," replied the Spanish •governor, " ifwcbad 
taken you in ftiir ntr at sea, or appro^iching out coa«t 
with hostile intcQtiuns, your ship «ould theu have hecn 
a prize, and your people priioDcrs ) but when, di»- 
Iressed by a tempest, you come into our ports for the 
■afety ot your lives, »e tli* enemies, being men, are

■e leaTc therefore to unload your ship, if that be 
necesMn, to stop the leak i you may refit her here, 
and tramcso far ussliitll be necessary to pay the charges; 
vou may then depart, and I will give you a pau to be 
m force till you at^ beyond Bermuda : if afler that yon 
&re taken, vou will then be a tanful prize ( but now 
you are only a stranger, and hate a stranger's right to 
safety and protectiou." The ship itccordttigly departed, 
and arrived safe in London. 

A REMARKABLE instance of the like honour ii re- 
rordt^ of a poor unenlightened African negm iu captain 
Snetgrase's arcnunt of his voyage to tJuinea. 

A >\cw England sloop, trading there in 1759, lefts 
second mate, Witlrajn Marray, sick on shore, and tail- 
ed nithoat him. Murray nas at the hoQ«e of a Uack, 
(tatocd Cudjoc, nith whom he had contracted an ac- 






lop being gone, he continued with his black friend till 
suiue olhor opportunity should offer of his getting home, 
in the mean time a Dutch ship came into the road, and 
<iinte of the black* coming on board her, were treacher- 
ously seised and carried ofi' at their ilavet. The rela- 
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tiou tnd Aii^ds, trabaported with niMra rage, ran 
to the hoi»e of Cudjae, to take r^ren*;e by kitliitg Miir-' 
ray. CudjOe -slbpt them at fbe door, tirtd demnnded 
iraat they wnnted. " The white men," (aid they; 
■• have cnrried away oor brotber* and a>«», and we will' 
kill all white in^^ Give Us the whiteiban yuD have in' 
your houne, for we wiH kill biin." '• Nay-," Mid Gnd- 
joe, "the while men that carried -away your relations' 
tuebad nieo,kiH tbem whenyoa'castake theim t buttlii*' 
white maa 'n a ^ood man, an^'you mdst not kill liim.'^' 

" But he IS a white mapj"-they cried j '• aod the. 

white men are atl bad Rteu, we will' kill them all;"- 
'* N»y," sayi he, " yea must not 'kill a iaaai that has 
(fuiie no barm, only for being whfte. Tbia nion it my- 
friend, my ho)»e is his po»t, i am bis soldier, and must 
tight for llim ; you must kill iii^ before, yon ran kill 
Inm. What good roan >niU ever c«me again undermy- 
roef, if I let my floor'be stBin«d with a good man's 
blood r ■ 

The negnieg leeing hi* resolntion, and b«ng eonTioe- 
ed by hi* discoarte that they were wron', weiifaw^y- 
ashamed, ' In a few days Murray ventnFeE abroad a^alQ 
with his friend CudJoe, when several of them took liim 
by the hand, and told hiio, ".They .were glad they had 
Dot killed him ; for as he was a {;ood (meaning inno- 
cent) man, their Ged woAld have been very angry, and 
would have spoiled their fithing." ' ' 

CLEOMENES, king of Sparta, smt a herald to ac- 
quaint the people of Mugalupoliii, that he would restore 
to them the posseisioa of their city, provided Ihejr. 
would renounce their league with the Aih^atis, jind eif- 
ler into a fri^adshiji and confederacy with Sparta. Bui, . 
noLwithatanding this uO'er was cxireincly ddvanlageou*, 
they declined it uithutlt the teaul hesitation ; and rutlier ' 
chose to see themselves deprived of tbetr estates, in short,, 
of every thing that whs dear and valunbtc to them, than' 
violate the faith they had sworn to their allies. The fa- ' 
inoui FhiloptFroen, who was then at Mcsseiib, contri- 
buted not a little ^^^ this generous reiohitinri.

Ili»jiist we should have a superior tenderoess for a 
father, a wife, a child, or a friend ( but there is a sort 
of affection vthich we owe to all mankind, as beu; 
members of the same family, of which God is the Crea- 
tor and Father. J.et us iHiislrate this b} Uiecircular un- 
dulations which tbe fall of a stone causes on the sur&ce 
\ef B clear and tranquil water. The agitation in the cea- 
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IfCi b] csBunanicabng iUelf afor off, fonu » great 
Dunibcr oT trembling arcle»', the' faiotueM of whole iui> 
preasiaa is in proportioa to the largeness of their wr- 
cumfercnce, till the taM taeim* t«,«tcapc from onr si°;ht. 
Here is an image of the difterent degreeffof our attec- 
tioos. We iove principaDj that nhicli touches us th« 
most nearij i and less and lc« in proportion t« tbe i\»- 
tance. We consider fitaiikiudt with Telatiou to us, as 
divided into diffcxest classes : «verj' one of which in- 
oreasing graduallf , consisls of greater numbers than the 
former i we place oimelves in the smallest, which is 
a^rrounded b}' others juore extended ; and from thence 
we distribute to the iBfierant orders of men wfaic^ they 
ooutain, diflii^eiit degrees of aff^tiou, more or teat 
stFosg, in proportion to their distance from us, in such 
a maoner, as that the iait has hardk any sbaie of it. 
These different cUsses may bo ranked in the folloving 
order: a'wife, ^hildieii, friends, relations, men of the 
samei«ligioB ; next are those of lhe.aame trade ormtt- 
feision as ourselves i the other classes conij>rehai«rour, 
neighbours/ felloW'Citiiens, and count rjnien :'lhe last, 
which incloses all the rest, is the universal class of mankind, 

Fitj, sofafusum, and e^'ea forgiveness, ^en not 
tncoosistcBt with prudence and our iiwn safetj, is tfiie-' 
ta our MKiniei. 

We must not do that to another nhich we trould not' 
h,aTe him do ta us. This' is the rule wfaich, dctcrmioei 
what kind (^treatment Is forbidden bj nature, with re- 
spect to the rest of Kkaokind; every Ihing which, o'erq 
it done to 'ourselves, would sijtpcar hafd, barbarous, aad 
cruel, is comprised ik this pr^ibition. 

.The malice and iiyustice of mankind have rendered. 
viarneceiisar]i, and passion cloaks itself with the laws cf 
nv i btit huiuauit}' softens all huinan principles. One 
m»y raniadi a town taken by storm ; one may deny 
quarter to those who are taken in it with arms in their 
hands, upon ur^^eut occasions ; but must the butcher, 
who had no hastl in the defence, be accounted a crimi- 
nal for beiBg a native of the place t And i« the softw 
MX to be punished for the obstinacy of the garrison >; 
One may detlroy and burn a country, without heii^ 
eiMMiveljF cruel to the inhabitaatc, wUbout duturhiag .

■tS/'HEN Q. Csrifius Metellns, the Romsn proconw!, 
"• had investcil \crlobrigia,aebieflordof the coan- 
tn ntinied TUietogenai, came out of the place, and «ir- 
■«'[idi!red bimselt'to the Humans : bat as be had left in 
die citf his vife and children, thi; inhabitants, enraged 
at hisdeiierlion, [itaced them in the bread) which the Ic- 
giouariei were to mount. Hereupon the good-natured 
general, findioc' he could not nttack the ci I; without 
■pilling their blood, a-banduncd a certain conquest, and 
msed the siege. The fame of an act of such humanity 
beinr soon spread thniogh all Terraconian Spain, Ihe 
iDhabitants of Ihe revolted cities strove who should first 
^bmit to him, Metellus received them, m\A, xmong 
the test, the Ncrlobrigians, into an alliance with Rome, 
abdat length recovered the whole countn.

' TRB Tirrtts haTuig invaded the Ukraine, on the side 
if Russia, that empire seat two numeroui armie* to re- 
pel the invaders. The one was coramandcd bj count 
liaafi, an Irish <;ei)tleniaD'«f great courage and experi- 
ence, which broke through the Turkish entrenchments, 
mid ravaged Crim Tartary with fire and sword. The 
Other armj was under the command of count Munich, 
destined for the destruction, of Ociakow. In this army 
the late Mr. Keith, governor of Berlin and field-marshal 
of the Prnsti an forces, was then a lieutenant in the service 
of the Czarina. By his vah>ur and skill, at the head of 
eight thiiuiKiud men, the place abovementioncd was in- 
vested and taken, at least the success waschiefly attribut- 
ed to him. In storming this city he gave such instances 
c»f tenderness and humaUity as dlffuned additional lus- 
tre round his military plory t for while the furious Mus- 
covites were sanguine in their revenge, he checked their 
ferocity, and exhorted them tu spare the lives of their 
enemies. Amon^ others be rescued a child of six year* 
of age from the hands of a Cossack, who bait Already 
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Viflcd u)) hii srf mctar to cut otT her head, as she waf 
stniggliiig to cxtricatu herself out of lome rubbiah iq 
which she had been entangled. Her father, beiug i 
Turkish grandee of some eniineiice, n»i aoiioui to dis- 
pose of her luitabljr to her rauk i but being now an or- 
iiivMi, and Hr. Keith not knowing how to provide Vt>( 
ir himself, lent ber to lord Mar^al, his brother, ' '^ '

laiid, and educated hi 
treated her ii 

daughter ; and uiKegrew upgavehcrlhe chaise of hi* 
house, nhere she did the hunours of th» table, aiiid be- 
haved herself with such atfectionate Melily andexeiii- 
plarj discretion, that the saving' tbi* jouag innocent 



MARCUS Brutus, the It oman general, was of an es- 
traordiuary mild diipotition, andgreat magnanimity j 
and therefore, I before he began hostilitiei, suit to ue 
Lyciaus, to demand a tupplj of men And money : but 
the Lycians, despising hia bumaiiity and good-nature, 
would hearken to no terms t to that Brutus was forced, 
agaiust his will, to lay siege to Xanthus, their capital 
alj, nhich he foresaw would bring innumerable evils oil 
a brave and gallant people. The besieged made a most 
vigorous delence, and behaved in their sallies with un- 
paralleled bravery, but were always repulsed with great 
Ion. The licxt day, about noon, they made another 
fally, set fire to the engines of their enemies, and retir- 
eil in great haste within the wall*. 'I'he Komans pursu- 
ed them close, and entered the cily to the number of 
two tbousand, with the besieged i but the port-cullis 
falling, either by a stratagem of the eoeniy or by acci- 
dent, many of the Romans were crushed to pieces, 
and the rest shut in without any passible means of re- 
tiring, or receiving the least asaistauce from theirfiiends. 
In thi« detperatc condition they resolved at least to sell 
' Ihcir lives dear i and with this view marched in good or- 
der through showers of darts to a temple dedicated to 
.farpedun King of Lycia, who was supposed to have been 
killed in the Trojan war. There they fortified them-> 
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(eWe«, and Mitaiqed a *ifse in tbe ver^ heart of tbm 
city. 1q the mean linw, Brutu« and hu men eserted 
their utmutl cITcrlt to relieve their fcllotr-soldien t but 
all Iheir endeaTOurs ncre to no effect, the Xanthiaiu de- 
feodiiigit willi a bravery and reMiIutiuD which aurpriaed 
tbe RoiDan* Uieniwlvei. Some sparkt of fire being car- 
ried by a riulent wind from the utachinca, which burnt ' 
- with great flerccfiesa, to tlie battle inenls, and from 
Ihence to the adjoining hou)«s, tite ilame was looa 
^read aR over the cily, and the conflagration became 
general. Bnitue, fearing the whole would be destroy- 
ed, ordered his snldien to. lay aside all thoughts of re- 
venge, and as'i.ft the iithabilants in quenching the fire* 
perceiving the Ramcs blaze out io di^Terent part* of the 
cit^ in a most friglitfu] manner,' he inoiiuted bis harse, 
Bod riding round the walls, Wretched lb rlh his hand to 
the inhHiiitaotK, begging of them tbat' they would spare 
Ibeir own lives, and save their town : bul.hii entrestiet 
were not regarded, The Xauthiun* Vere' immuveably 
determined not to outlive the loas of their liberty, and 
tliereforc repulsed with shewcrs of arrorfs the Romant 
whom the good-natured general sent to their astistaDce> 
Nav, Uiey themselves gathering together rfeeils, wood, 
and other comb ualiljle matter, spread the fire over the 
whole city, feeding it with what fuel they could get. 
Some of them cut the thrbaU of their *ivei, their Cbil- 
dren, and (liciT slaves, before tbe soldiert* faces, ajid 
then leaped into the flames. Npt only the meo, but 
the vromen, nay, even (he children ran like ntU beaiti 
on tbe enemy's sworfls, or threw themselves headlong 
from the top of the walls. Some children were seen ot- 
fering their throat), or opening their breasts to their 
father's swords, and begging they would lake away that 
life which liiey had given. When the cily was almost 
wholly reducM to aslies, a woman was found, who bad 
hanged herself with her young child fastened to her 
neck, and the torch th her hand, with whicbshe liadset 
fire to' ber own house. When this was related to Bru- 
tus, he burst into tears; and declining to see so tragi- 
cal an object, be proclaimed a reward to any soldier who 
should save a Xanthian : but, with all bis care and 
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rood-nature, he couid onl^ pTeierve one bandred «iul 
oflj I audthose much agaiist their will.

Hcnr great ii the pover of education 1 The XantbU 
ana had inspired their children trum their very iufancjr 
vith the most heroic tentimcnts of libertjt and an uU 
ter abhorrence to slavery and Mibjectiun t oflen relating 
to them how their forefathers had luSered themielvef 
to be buried under the ruins of their country, rather 

- tban submit either to Harpagui, Cyrut' Geulenant, or 
to Alexander of Macedon, the InuiouB eouqnerdr of 
itsia ) for they had in the Persian and Macedonian wars 
•et fireto their city after the same manner, and dettfoy. 
ed themielves. 

From Xanthiii, Bnitni ted ft ii army against Patara, 
another city of Xycia : but bein«; deiirous to save tlto 
place and ttie liie* of the inhabitanti, before be began 
Dostibtles be Knt deputies to treat with them in an ami- 
Able manner ( and, to ret the better of their obitina- 
cy, he «et at liberty »ud of the Xanthian captivea u 
were any way allied to them, pending them into the city 
a« a. present to Iheii relations : but the inhabitanto de- 
termmed to stand a fie^e, and undergo any miseries ra- 
ther than purchase Iheir lives at the f ipt-iise of their ti- 
beily fttid teptitalion. Brutus, tberelore, tinding he 
could not gam Ihein by gentle means, Jiad j:ecoune to 
severity ; and eausing tlie Xauthinn captives to be 
brou»;litout one by one, he ordered them to be sold t9 
Ihe best bidder, under the very walls of i'atara : hut a* 
this was contrary tu> the heiit uDiis incliuatiixi, afters 
^w of those uufortUnale people had been sold, he set 
tbe rest at liberty, declarn^ ttiat ha could not find iu 

' bis heart to reduce brave men to slavery who had fought 
so valiantly in defence of their liberty. JJowever, a 

.lucky acudcht put him at length in tbe way of triumph- 
ing over their stubborn and uitexlble temper, and ot 
displaying hit own virtue and humauity to great ndian. 
Lsge. One of hit parties in scourbg the couiilry hap- 
Itenod lo meet some of the chief women ol laiara, 
whom they took prisoners and brought to Uiiilui. Tht) 
general rsceived tbem in such a manner as rulber be* 
i^kjp his ouiQcm for their inisbx^une Ihao a satisfoo 
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fion at their being taken prisonen ( accordingly be 
treated tbem vith the utmost delicacy and politenesi, 
aud Ihen disinisied thcni all wttbout raaioni. Tbe lajlie«, 
cbarmeil with hii enga";ing bebaTJour, returned into 
the city, and there extolTiDi; the generoiitj, jutticc, and 
tirtue vf Brutus, prevailed ud Uieir huibandi and rela- 
tiona, who were all leading men, to submit to k> hu- 
mane a geucral, aud to put the city into hi« hands i 
which was accordingly tone, tritliout biooditicd or re- 
leotinent. 

AS soon Bi the loldien of tbe Iruh gallant Czar of 
MuHCUYy nere niasten <tf Ibe town of Narva, they fctl 
to plunder, and gave themselves up to ttic most enur- 
niuus liarbarities. The Czar ran from place to place to 
put a stop to the disorder and massacre. He ef en turn' 
cd upon bis own Tictorioos but ungovernable troops, 
and threatened lo drench his dagger in their hearts if 
they did not immediately ienist from rapine and slaugh- 
ter, and allow quarler to their vanqnished foes : he even 
killed with his own hands several Muscovites who did 
not hearken to hii orders,

nu), seized bis kingdom (Macedonia [} but h 
meeting again at Argos, tbe inbabttanls sent deputies,, 
bumbly reijuesting that neither of tbem nould enter the 
city. Their request was granted ; 6ut, contrary to his 
promise, the same night, Pyrrhus rushed with bi« forces 
into the town. The afirighled inhabitants immediately 
lent to Antigonus for assistance i whereupon a battle 
ensued in tlie strectsi, and in the morning Pyrrb us was 
found among the slain. Alcyuneus the son of Anlige- 
nuE, takiag the head bjr the Iiair, rude with it full speed 
lo his falher, and tindmg him talking with some of his - 
favourites, threw it at his feet. Antigonus looking 
upon it, and knowing it, not only thrust his son from 
him with disdain, but struck him with his batoon [ 
" Barbarous wretch," said be, " ivhy dost thou think 
that be whose g;randf^her wot slain, and wbusc-'fiithcr 
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died a captWe, ilioutd rejoice at nich a tight )" Then 
taking the robe fruro bis »houlderi, he corered the head, 
and at the same time let fall a »ho«rer ofteara, giTinE 
ortier» that the body should be carefilllj looked for, ana 
that the; ihould be burnt with all the funeral honour* 
due to a king. While he nai thua ipeaking, Alcyoneut, 
having discovered Helenui the MD of Fyrrhua ina thread- 
bare toat, he spoke to him kindly, and with great r». 
ipect presented him to his father. " M'ell, my iod," 
■aid Antigonut, " thii is better than you did before | 
however, you have done leu than your duty still, in 
that you nave sutfered a person of quality to approach 
me in that thread-bare coat, which is not a disgrace to 
him, bat to our victory." Havinj; then comforied Ue> 
lenu* for the Ion of his father, be entertained him kind- 
ly, and afterwards set him at liberty, and sent him 
burae to Epirus.

AS Aleiaader, after one of bis fictoriesover the Per' 
aiaot, was sitting down to table, an account was brought 
him, that among the prisoners were the mother and 
wife of Uarius, and two unmarried daughters i and that 
upon seeing bii chariot and bow, tljey broke out inta 
great lamentations, conciudin^ that be was dead. Alex* 
■nder, after some pause, during which he was rather 
Gouamiseratiiig their misfortunes, thaa rejoicing in hii 
own success, sent I«onatus to assure Ihem, " tliat Da- 
riiuwas not dead I that they had nothing to fear from 
Alexander, for his dispute with Darius was only for em- 
pire i and that they should find themsetvei provided for 
. m the same manner as when Darius was in his greatest 
prosperity." If this roesBage to the captive pnaccfses 
was gracK>us and humane, his actions tvere slill more 
so. He allowed them to do the funeral lionoun to u bat 
Persians tiiey pleased, and for that purpose' furnished 
them out of the spoils with robes and ail the otlior de- 
corations that were customary. They bad as many do- 
mestics, and were served in all respects in as bouoara- 
ble a manner u before i indeed, their appointinenta 
were greater. But there was another part of bis beha- 
viour to them still more Soble and princely. Theugll

leave them in the glory I found them ) that victory mav 
put it in mj power to return Alexander the favoon which 
mj dearest pledges experienced from him in mj fall I 
But if the time i^LerniintHl hj fate and the divine wraths 
or brought about bj the vicissitude of things, ii now 
come, a^ the glory of the Persians must fait, may none 
but Alesandersitonthelhroneof Cyn^sl" In this nanner 
were things conducted, and such were Ihe speedies ut- 
tered on ui* occasion, according to' the tenor of historj. 
Pan. IN Alex. 
Aflrr his last battle with faring, only sixty horsemoB, 
were able to keep up with him till he reached th^ ene- 
my's camp. There they rode over the gold andsilver that 
lay scattered about', and passing by a number of carri- 
ages full of women and children, which were in motion, 
but without charioteers, they hastened to the leading 
squadron*, not doubting that they should find Dariui 
among them. At last, after much seardi, thcv foued 
him extended on hit chariot, and pierced witJ) maUT 
darts. Though he was near his last moments, he had 
strength to au for tometbiug to quench his' thirst. A 
Uacedonian, named Poljstratus brought him some cold 
water i and when he had drank, he said, " Friend, thn 
fills up Ike measure of my misfortunes, to think 1 am 
cot ahle to reward thee for this act of kiodoess. But 
Alexiiiid«r will not let thee go withoot a recompense i 
aud Uie gods. will reward Alexander for bis humanity to 
!■>) mother, to my wife, and children. Tell him I gave 
ttiin my band, for I give it thee in his stead." - So mj- 
ing, he look the hand of Polystratus, and immediate^} 
expired.

IN the TCar ITSS< the notoriously^ infanioas pir«te 
Aagria had his strong fortress of Geriah, in the vicini- 
ty ofBombay, taken Dy a «]iiadron under tbecomraaDd 
of Admiral Watson, and the land forces commanded bj 
Colonel (afterwards Lord) Clive^ 

Angria himself escaped, having left the fort three 
days before it was attacked i but eemmitted the govern- 
ment thereof to one of his wives' brothers, under whose 
care also be put his mother, two wives, and both hi* 
cbMtea. 

Admira1Watson,soon after the reduction of the placet 
took an opportunity of visitiag these unfortunate cap- 
tives i and the interview between tbem was beyond mea- 
sure aSecting. Upon his euleriug their house, the whole 
famiJT made a fraud salaam, vr r^erential bending of 
tlmrlMdiei, touching the very ground with their face*i 
and shedding floods of tears. The admiral desired them 
to be comforted ; adding, " that they were now under 
hii protection i and that no kind of injury should be 
iont them." They then again made the salaam. The 
mother of Angria, though strongly affected with these 
tettiraonies of goodness and humanity, yet could not 
help crying oilt, " that the people had no king, she no 
•m, her daughters no husband, the children no father !"
